find the atoms far between, and little burden- 
ed by broad flag, which, though a dengor in 
tempoatuous weather, is a source of nourish: 
ment for both straw and ear ; the ears are 
short and light, with defective spikelets at 
tho base. The profusion of annual and other 
weeils must dotract greatly from the possible 
yield, and probably not a fourth of the yields 
ean produce an average. But as some crops 
are only now in bloom, and the grain in the 
most forward still in a state of white milk, it 
is yet too early to prognosticate what the 
weathor may accomplish toward filling tho 
ear with plump berries. Against tho pros- 
pect of a good yield in proportion to the insuf- 
ficient plant are these three considerations— 
The timo for fluuring is uvscasonably late, 
making it likely that the five or six weeks 
usually ocoupied in furnishing the ear with 
grains and duly filling and harvesting them 
may be curtailed ; the probable effect of a hot 
time would be to hurry the ripening, seeing 
that the roots which might otherwise have 
sustained and prolonged tho green and grow- 
ing condition of tho plant, were prevented by 
the wet spring and summer from going down 
sufficiently deep into the soil ; and lastly, in 
case of cool and wet weather between this and 
harvest, the 1ipening would be still moro un- 
favorable—a satisfactory filling of the ear 
principally depending on high temperature, 
when the plant is well rooted and able to 
supply the nutriment which the sun can 
cause to be assimilated and concentrated in 
the grain. 

Artificial and other manures have been #0 
washed out of the soil that their effect in corn- 
producing will be little realizable in the pre- 
sent season. I Jearn, however, that on the 
farm near Sawbridgeworth, which Mr. John 
Prout has cropped for many years in succession 
with white corn, selling off the straw, as well 
us the corn, by auction, each year, the wheats 
and barleys are again heavy, the greatest 
crops being those of rivet or horned wheat. 
This successful result isdue to deep tillage 
by the steam plough, jn conjunction with 
plentifnl applications of phosphoric and am- 
moniacal manure. 

The same inclement season which has left 
all the orchards melancholy with the absence 
of fruit has refused luxuriant growth to the 
crops, and at the same time developed every 
possible form of smothering and devouring 
weeds, Hoeing and hand-weeding haye been 
of little practical use for months, and farmers 
declare that weeds cut up in the morning 
have rooted again before the hoomen were out 
of the field. 

It is a mystery how occupiers of these corn 
farms, rented at what mixed-husbandry 
farmers would think moderate figures, can go 
on under existing conditions. Indeed there 
are many indications that numbers of tenants 
will not be long able to pay their rents. What 
shall they do? Will advisers recommend 
them to try milk cans for London—a trade 
which many dairy farmers already find over. 
done? Some of the schemes contrived for 
farmers beaten by seasons and foreign com- 
petition are more benevolent than business: 
like, more theoretical than available in actual 
practice Minor productions of the farm 
must always remain Jimited ; and it would be 
as idle, for example, to recommend,tho Rooth- 
ing farmers to give up corn and raise butter 
and eggs as to urge that they should turn 
their attention to cucumbers because a cleyer 
man at Brownfield, near Chelmsford, cuts and 
sends to Covent-garden 3,000 per week of the 
longest, straightest, and most tender-fleshed

I am afraid this has been the case with tho 
gold discovery in North Hastings, and that 
the reaction just spoken of has almost offeo- 
tually stamped out all foreign or other than 
local intorest in tho Madoo gold minos, and 
has fostered a gonoral feeling that the mines 
in question are not nearly so valuableas what 
they really and unmistakably are, That there 
is a largo amount of gold buried beneath the 
surface in the above County is a fact no one 
will dispute, but it must be remembered that 
this gold is in the rock, and that to mino it at 
all successfully requires an immense amount 
amount of capital—capital that the average 
speculator of the day prefers to invest where 
ho is sure of a good por centage per annum. 
If this gold was in tho loose earth the mining 
aspect would be a most favorable one, for thon 
it would require no capital to begin mining 
operations; and with an old fashioned 
“‘rooker” or ‘‘ pan” auy individual might 
possess himself with the coveted metal, 
Where gold is thus found tho locality ia a 
paying one if the earth yields a millionth por 
cont, but unless the rock—where gold is in 
the quartz—yields over $5 to the ton the 
operations will not prove successful, One of 
tho characteristics of the Madoc gold mines— 
like aJl other golden localities—is that the 
“‘sharper ” and ‘‘ swindler” have found a 
field for their operations here, and the many 
abandoned excavations on every hand prove 
only too conclusively that ‘‘ boguy” mines 
hayo existed to an alarming oxtent. 

Although many mines of the genuine stamp 
have been opened, all, sayo one or two aro 
now idle for lack of fands to continue oper- 
ations, and perhaps ont of the great antici- 
pations of those interested—out of all that 
has been said and written of the great gold 
fields of Hastings, the Feigel Mine is the only 
one that has paid back to its lessees anything 


bordering on the amount expended by them 
in their avnawatinn= ha Dishasdeen Mine 


promises much, but it has alroady ruined ong 
ot two companies who have undertaken its 
operation, andit is likely to sink many dol. 
lars more before it pays any percentage on 
the capital lost in its depths, that is should 
any one again undertake to work it. These 
4re not very encouraging facts, I must admit, 
but justice to your readers and to those who 
aro interested, compels me to strip them of 
all false pretence, 

The Feigel Mino is certainly au interesting 
one. It consists of an ordinary excavation in 
the rock and can now boast of a chamber of 
considerablo dimensions, At its mouth the 
descent is at an angle of about 10° to 15°, but 
the distance of thia angle is vory long, irregu- 
lar cuttings intervening. Tho gold bearing 
quartz is taken from the vein by means of the 
pick, after which it is crushed into powder, 
It is then'piaced in the “riffles,” through 
which a stream of water passes, and the gold 
is caught and retained by means of quick. 
silver, Tho alloy of silver and copper which 
is always to be found with gold is yery small 
in this ore, and though the mode of obtaining 
the yellow metal is not of the most approved 
style the specimens which I have inspected 
are very fine. This mino has been known to 
yield over $400 per week from the labor of 
Jess than 20 men, and from the character and 
extent of the vein, I apprehend an increase on 
this figure in the near future. 

SOMETHING ABOUT €OLD, 

Gold is the most ancient of all metals, and 
although there is no fixed date of its first dis- 
covery, according to tho closest calculations 
it must have been in use 7,000 years ago, 
According to Apocrypha it was brought into 
use shortly after the banishment from Eden, 
but this, like the rest of his writings, is ex- 
tremely doubtful. It, however, formed a 
prominent part in the obnoxious religion of 
the ancient heathens, who were prepared to 
worship it, whether in the form of a god, a 
devil, or in its natural state; and although it 
was used by the grandfathor of David for an 
altar of sacrifice, it was not until the days of 
Solomon and his famous temple that it came 
into uso for extensive decorating Purposes, 
Tho earliest minos were in Africa and the In- 
dies, and it was from these lands that Solomon 
procured his great supply, After its discovery 
in the above countries, it was found to oxist 
in the desert of Gobi and along tho Ural 
Mountains.

Millx Record, vs. Pedigree, 


Tho subject of making the milk rocord 
aa well as podigroo one of the requisites of 
admission to the Herd Book is beginning 
to bo quito earnestly discussed. In all 
casos, thus far, with one exception, a good 

yodigreo has boon oll that was required. 
Ro matter how poor tho animal, in form or 
in porformance at tho pail, the Herd Book 
is open to it. Yot it is known to all breed- 
ors that thoroughbrods may bo ran down 
by caroloss breeding, or brooding from the 
poorest animals, and that it is necessary to 
have constant care to not breed weak points 
to weak points, or woak animals to weak 
animals, if the standard of a herd is to be 
kopt up, If it is to bo improved, thoro 
must be constant care to strengthon weak 
points, and to couple tho best animals. It 
is only by long and constantly breeding 
from such as have the most desirable points 
well developed, that these points can be 
established in the offspring with tolerablo 
certainty. So far as wo know, no breed has 
yot become so thoroughly and completely 
established as to secure certain propotoncy 
and perfect offspring every time, Thore are 
still good, better, and best, if not poor, 
poorer, and poorest, in every breed, It is 
still necessary to breed with care and judg- 
mont, to provent deterioration. 

An abundance of rich milk is a sine qua 
non in dairying—unlosa as facetiously re- 
marked by a prominent dairyman, the cow 
that gives the loast milk is worth the most 
money, because there isso much butter 
and cheese produced that it has become a 
drug, and the market is glutted, so that 
dairy products are sold at a loss, aud honce 
tho less a man has to soll the better he is 
off! But still a less number of cows giv- 
ing a larger yield of milk por cow, is tho 
desideratum, However much bottor a poor 
cow with a good pedigree may be for breed- 
ing purposes, the good cow with no pedigree 
is far preferable in the dairy. When it 
comes to practice, the cow that gives the 
most and richest milk is the most profitable, 
Indeed, this kind of cow is the only one 
there is any profit in, at the present time, 
if there is profit in any cow. 

Then why is it that good performance at 
tho pail is not made one of the conditions 
of admission to the Herd Book, if the 
breeding is for dairy purposes? We would 
not have quantity alone determino the 
valuo of a cow, but richness «3 well. The 
namber of pounds of butter which a butter 
cow will turn out in a year, or the number 
of pounds of cheese which a cheese cow 
will produce, should be the principal con- 
sideration in a dairy herd. Then why not 
breed for this purpose, and make this tho 
principal test?’ We think every practical 
dairyman will say we should. 

We know of but one association of breed- 
ers that demands the test of a milk record 
for admission into its Herd Book, This is 
the Unadilla Valley Stock Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation. No animal is admitted to record 
in their Herd Book that has not made a 
record of 6,000 pounds in a year, if under 
24 years, or of 7,000 pounds if under 3} 
years, or of 8,000 Sonal if under 44 years, 
or of 9,000 pounds if under 5} years at the 
time of calving. If a bull, or under milk- 
ing age, its dam must have fulfilled one of 
these requirements, Exceptions are made, 
at the discretion of the board of officers, in 
cases where injury or sickness has manifest- 
ly prevented fulfillment, An adherence to 
their rule cannot fail to secure a breed of 
good milking animals, and possibly it will 
in time confirm the milking quality so that 
every offspring will come up to the required 
mark. At all events, such a consummation 
is worth striving for, and the Unadilla Val- 
ley Stock Breeders’ Association is entitled 
to credit for taking the lead in adopting this 
rule, Ifthe Holstein Association will adopt

Nothing would do 
more to give confidence in this breed, and 
it is difficult to see why there should be any 
objection to its adoption, except by those 
who have animals unable to fulhll tho con- 
ditions of the milk record. Refusal will 
generally be so construed. 

Thetime has come when none but the 

st milking animals will pay, and it is 
easential that breeders, if they would con- 
tinue to achieve success, should adopt 
mothods that will secure the best milking 
animals. Wo haye great faith in tho milk 
record, and can see no good reason why this 
test should not be applied to thorough- 
breds as well as to other animals design- 
ed for the dairy.—American Dairyman.

Extonsive College buildings, complete ap- 
paratus, a location which secures intelligent 
social surroundings, are all valuable factors 
in the prosecution of a University course, 
but the one thing without which no College 
is worthy of the name is learned and capa- 
ble Professors, From the sketch which 
we give below we think our readers will 
corclude with us that the Professors who 
will meet the students of Albert College at 
its opening in September are men of moat 
brilliant qualifications for their work and 
most ominently deserving of the confidence 
of those who seek Universfty cduca- 
tion. 


THE COUNCIL. 

Rey, J, R. Jaques, D. D., Ph. D. Pres., 
Professor of Olassical Literature and An- 
cient History.—Dr. Jaques received first- 
class honors in Olassics when he graduated 
in 1854 in Genesee College (now Syracuse 
University) ; he afterwards took a long 
post-graduate course in Philology, and on 
examination received the degree of Doctor 
of Philosophy (Ph. D.) at Syracuse Uni- 
versity, in 1875, In 1869 he was elected 
amember of the American Philological 
Association. He hasbeen a Teacher of 
Classics twenty-two years. 

Grorce S. Wricut, M. A., Ph, D., 
Professor of Modern Literature and Modern 
History.—After graduating with honor in 
Toronto University, he mastered a post- 
graduate course and receiyed the degree 
of Ph.D. at the University of Paris, 
France, and has now a reputation as a 
Teacher of Modern Languages wide as the 
Dominion of Canada. 

Joun Macovun, M.A., F. L. S. Pro- 
fessor of Botany and Geology.—Prof. 
Macoun has received the highest distinction 
as a Botaniat by being elected Fellow of the 
Linnean Society (F.L. 8.) of London, 
Eng. ; by being appointed Botanist to the 
Dominion of Canada ; besides other dis- 
tinctions which indicate his position as the 
most eminent Botanist of Canada. He is 
now in the employ of the Dominion Goy- 
ernment, but will teach all the Classes in 
his Department as usual. 

James THompson Bet, Esq., Hastings 
Professor of Mining, Agriculture, ete,— 
Prof. Bell, in his department, has such a 
reputation as to be employed by City and 
County Council for the practical application 
of his scientific knowledge, and his salary 
as Professor is paid by the County of Hast- 
ings. 

Rey. Eratvs I. Bapoiey, B.D., LL.D. 
Professor of Metaphysics and Oriental 
Languages.—Dr. Badgley has from the 
first stood first in his department. As a 
Teacher of Oriental Languages his great 
success has been achieyed, first, by a ro- 
markable mostery of the subject ; and, 
secondly, by aluminous method of com- 
municating his knowledge—thus being em- 
phatically *‘ apt to teach.”’

Murders and rumors of murders are fol- 
lowing one another in quick and terrible 
succession. The latest addition to the an- 
nals of crime comes from the neighborhood 
of Aix, in the South of France. It is only 
fair to state that the verdict of the tribunal 
has not yet been pronounced, but the follow- 
ing are the facts reported from the little 
village of Lambese ; Three persons—a gal- 
lant soldier, a kind-hearted old lady, and 
generous and well-to-do person, M. Laurent 
by name-died sudden deaths under circum- 
stances which gave rise to suspicions that 
poison had been taken in all three instances. 
Lhis proved to have been the case upon the 
examination of the bodies by order of the 
Procureur-General. ‘‘Look for the wo- 
man,” is a saying which is applicable in all 
instances where mystery exists and its ori- 
sin cannot be traced. In the present case 
the talisman was consulted, and the result 
was that one of the pretticat and most pop- 
ular of the yillago maidens was put under 
arrest. Young Baptistine was an acknow- 
ledged coquette in Lumbese, and it was 
with considerable surprise that on one 
Bne day shortly before the Franco-German 
war the congregation of the village heard 
from the lips of its cure that a certain 
Barthelemy Philip was about to wed 
her. The bridegroom had juat served 
his time jn the Army, and was 
looking forward to a happy life with 
his wife in Lambese, which was hia home, 
when suddenly he was called to rejoin his 
regiment.

Tho efforts which have of Into been made 
by the proprietary of the two great Cana- 
dian Railway Companies, namely the Grand 
Tronk and the Great Western, to bring 
about an amalgamation, seem at present to 
be likely to moot with success. Soyeral 
times within the past twenty years havo 
attempts been made to consolidate the two 
lines in question, and to placo them under 
‘one management, but some difficulty always 
intervened to prevent the arrangements 
from being carried out. Now, however, 
after both Companies have suffered heavily 
from tho competition between them, it 
sooms as if the object was at last to be at- 
tained. The negotiations have progressed 
to such an extent that Sir Hugh Childers, 
President of the Great Western, who is 
opposed to any further connection between 
tho roads than a division of receipts at com- 

potitive points, has resigned because ho has 
been overruled by the shareholders in tho 
Company of which he was the head, who 
aro scomingly bent on a complete fusion of 
interests.

Companies in question should be merged 
together under one management, and now 
that we have a Minister of Railways, such 
legislation would no doubt be had as will 
secure the public interests, provided that 
Parliament sees fit to consent to tho amal- 
gamation, 


Tue Quevre Crists.—In the Quebec 
Legislative Council on Monday morning 
tho Hon. Mr Starnes moved for a confer. 
ence with the Legislative Assembly. After 
debate the proposition was rejected.

Tur Corron Inpvsrny.—The Montreal 
Witness anys: -“Tho extension of the Hoch- 
elaga Cotton Mills will be completed dur- 
ing the coming week, the contractor, Mr. 
Lamontagne, having porformed his work in 
© most satisfactory manner. A considerable 
portion of the now machinery has arrived, 
is being placed in position, and is expected 
to bein operation in the course of noxt 
month. It is the intention of the Company 
to manufacturo a variety of goods not 
hitherto produced here, The genoral pro- 
perty of the Company is also boing vory 
much improved, which will add greatly to 
the convenience in the general managomont 
of tho business. Tho Stormont Manufac- 
turing Company's mill at Cornwall is rapid- 
ly approaching completion, and in another 
month will bo ready for tho recoption of 
machinery, « portion of tho latter being on 
the way at present. As noted in the Wit- 
ness some time ago, tho mill will be ot a 
most substantial charactor, and of a capa- 
city to omploy about 300 hands. Lines in 
cotton goods not yot. attempted in this 
country will bo manufactured in this mill,” 

—It is believed that the marriage of King 


Alfonso and the Archduchess Mario will bo 
fixed for the 26th November, 


to the opinion of the engineers. The land 
purchases at the Gale, Bellerive, and Vach- 
erie estates amounting in all to $220,000, 
were negotiated without Parliamentary 
sanction and apparently for no other ob- 
ject than to throw something in the way of 
their friends. M. Joly’s alim majority is 
controlled by cliques and rings who make 
him stand and deliver at every turn ; and if 
he were to consult his own personal feelings 
he would, no doubt, prefer to resign 
rather than longer endure the horrors of 
constant blackmail.” 

With the knowledge of the above and 
many other transactions of like character 
before them—taking into accoynt the fact 
that the Government had abandoned several 
matters of vital interest which they propos- 
ed to Parliament because some of their 
supporters had threatened to oppose them, 
thus showing that they had lost control of 
the House—it is not to be wondered at 
that the Legislative Council endeavored to 
solyo the difficulty in the only way possible, 
The Lieutenant-Governor has, with a due 
regard for constitutional practice, refused 
to dismiss his advisers, who nominally have 
the confidence of the people, even at the 
request of the Logislative Council, hence it 
sceins probable that a dissolution will occur, 
The project of a coalition has been urged 
upon both parties, but neither seems in- 
clined to act upon tho idea, hence tho peo- 
ple will probably be called upon to again 
choose between the rival parties. 


Tue Prorosep Fuston.-The Directors of 
the Grand Trunk railway of Canada decline 
to accept Sir Edward Watkins as arbitartor 
to adjust the difficulties between that road 
and the Great Wostern Railway Company, 
but declare their willingness to negotiate 
for a settlement.

value than the people of the United States 
had been hitherto willing to allow. Were 
the Fortune Bay claim the only surprising 
difficulty in connection with the fishery quea- 
tion, it would serve to show by its insignifi- 
cance the dimensions to which a formidable 
intorcolonial matter had been reduced, Un: 
fortunately the whole question will soon come 
up again, Seeing that the fishorios questions 
aro as old as tho war of 1812, and that is to 
apply only on a grave question between the 
two countrios, surely it calls for diplomatic 
action to sottle it immediately and for ever.

Jon into the account in dotermining. A. 
Hyde gives somo of the advantages the 
shophord poasesses over the herdsman, as 
follows ; 

In tho firat place, a stook of sheep costs 
Joas than ono of cattle. A farm which will 
carry twenty cows will carry about eight 
times as many sheep, and to stock a farm 
with twenty cows and corresponding fix- 
turos will require an outlay of a thousand 
dollars, An equivalont number of sheep 
(say one hundred and fifty) can be purchas- 
od for about one-half this sum. Again, 4 
tlock of sheep demands much less caro than 
a hord of cows. Tho latter must be milked 
daily, and the work of tho dairy-maid in 
making butter and cheese is constant and 
laborious, demanding also skill of a high 
| order to make it eminently successful. 
| ‘Thon shoop will livo and thrive whore 
cows would starve, at loast make poor re- 
turns. These nimblo animals will climb 
oyer rocks and ledges whore cows would 
not venturo, and almost every horb that 
grows, oven down to the Canadian thiatles, 
suttices them for food. Pastures are groatly 
benefited by being cropped by sheep. They 
not only keep down the weeds, but have 
more fertilizing matorial in their droppings 
than do cows. In the milk of tho latter 
much phosphate of lime and other salino, as 
woll as nitrogenous matter, is removed, but 
sheep carry off only what is on their backs, 
A flock of sheep also multiplios much more 
ropidly thana herd of cows, and this is 
specially true of tho large mutton breeds, 
which often produce twins. Not tu ba too 
particular in the enumeration of the advan- 
tages of the flock-masters over tho hoerd- 
man, [will only add that sheep fatten much 
moro vasily than cattle, and when slaughter- 
od they furnish not only meat but wool,

9. “The terms of sale of raiiway lands to be 
uniformly as follows, viz.: One:tenth in cash at 
the tine of purchase ; the balance in nine equal 
annual instalments, with interest at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum on the balance of pur- 
chase money from time to time remaining un- 
paid, to be paid with each instalment. All pay- 
ments, either for pre-emptions or for railway 
lands proper, shall ie in cash, and not in script 
or bounty warrants, 

10. ‘All entries of lands shall be subject to 
the following provisions respecting the right of 
way of the Canadian Pacific Railway or of any 
Government colonization railway connected 
therewith, viz. : 

‘a. In the case of the railway crosai 
entered as a homestead, the right of way 
shall be free to the Government. 

b. Where the railway crosses re-omptions or 
railway lands proper,the owner 8) all only be en- 
titled to claim payment for the land requred for 
right of way at the same rate peracre as he may 
have paid the Government for the same. 

Li. ‘The above regulations shall come into 
force on and after the first day of August next, 
up to which time the provisions of the Dominion 
Lands Act shall continue to isis over the 
lands included in the several belts mentioned, 
excepting as relates to the belts A and B, in 
both of which, up to the said date, homesteads 
of 160 acres each, but no other entries will, as at 
present, be permitted. 

12. “Claims to Dominion lands arising from 
settlement, after the date hereof, in territory un- 
surveyed at the time of such settlement, and 
which may be embraced within the limits affect- 
ed by the above policy, or by the extension there- 
of in the futuro over additional territory, will be 
ultimately dealt with in accordance with the 
terms prescribed above for the lands in the parti- 
cular belt in which such settlement may be found 
to be situated. 

13, ‘All entries after the date hereof of unoo- 
cupied lands in the Saskatchewan Agency, will 
be considered as provisional until the railway 
line through that part of the territories has b 
located, after which the same will be finally dis- 
posed of in accordance with the above regula- 
tions, as the same may apply to the particular 
belt in which such lands may be found to be 
situated. 

U4. * The above regulations it will, of course, 
be understood will not affect sections 11 and 29, 
which are public school lands, or sections 8 an 
26, Hudson's Bay Company lands,

THE ANGLO-SPANISH QUESTION. 


Is England About to Annex 
Morocco ? 


SPANISH YEAR 
GIBRALTAR, 


FOR 


(Fillaiba Correspondence of the London 
Times, Auaust 18, ) 


Spanish journals have been for somo 
time reproducing some paragraphs which 
may, perhaps, claim the attention of Eng 
lish readers. The English,” they say, 
“* have been and are at work at ‘Tangiers, 
constructing a floating pier, by the aid of 
which they purpose to land six cannon of 
large calibre, Testined to strengthen the 
batteries of that place, upon a plan origin- 
ally laid and eventually approved by the 
government of the United Kingdom,” 
Upon this yague report the Peninsular 
press indulges in strange comments and 
wild conjectures, prompted by the various 
feelings which animate this country toward 
Great Britain—-a power which, whether for 
good or evil, is almost foremost in the 
thoughts of every Spaniard. The works of 
fortitication at Tangiers, these papers rea- 
son, are carried on at England's expense 
and must answer English purposes. On 
the atrongth of the money spent upon them 
and until it is refunded, the English will 
establish themselves in the place ; and, as 
the Moors will never have the means of 
payment, Tangiers will become an English 
fortress and port. Now, what use have'the 
English for another harbor and strongheld 
on the atrait? Is not Gibraltar impreg- 
nable 7 And cannot its bay give shelter to 
an iron-clad squadron, sufficient to insure 
to the British tho entire command of the 
Strait? Itis possible that Great Britain 
requires Tangiers as an advanced post of 
Gibraltar? And will not the jealousy of 
Europe be awakened by thia pretension to 
place in the same hands both sides of the 
Strait? And is Spain, of all countries, to 
put up with ths fresh encroachment on the 
free navigation of her own scas? On the 
other hand, more sanguine people take a 
favorable view of these designs of Great 
Britain, and see in them a latent wish to re- 
pair what they call an ancient injustice and 
to make a restitution of Gibraltar to Spain. 
Tho Bay of Gibraltar, they suggest, is nei- 
ther as safe nor as commodious as that of 
Tangiers, and the position at Cape Spartel 
could be made as strong. Spain has long 
flattered herself that Great Britain might 
be brought to exchange Gibraltar for Ceuta, 
4 place surronded by a few square miles of 
territory, where the British garrison would 
find itself more at ease than pent up as it 
now is onthe Rock. With Ceuta and Tan- 
giers in her hand, England's position on the 
Strait would be a hundred times more ad- 
vantageous than it is at present, and Spain 
would gladly indemnify England for all the 
expenses inevitable in the romoval. Spain 
also could easily obtain Morocco’s consent 
tothe arrangements by giving up to that 
Empire Melilla, the Penon and whatever 
else she occupies on the coast ; and a good 
understanding between England and Spain 
would reassure any uneasiness the Sultan 
Muley Hassan might entertain as to the de- 
signs France may have to extend her Alger- 
ian possessionsat Morocco’s expense. Ihave 
thus briefly alluded to these strange specu- 
lations because they reveal the full bent of 
the Spanish mind on the sore subject of 
Gibraltar, and the strong instinct which 
would turn on Spain's jealousy and rancor 
for England to love could that thorn in her 
side be remoyed. Gibraltar in the hands 
of Spain would be utterly useless. The 


fortress could not answer the purpose of | 


any Power not having the full command of 
the sea. The town itself, deprived of Eng- 
lish trade and custom, would sink to its old 
condition of a wretched yillage. But all 
such considerations are of no weight if bal- 
anced against wounded Spanish pride. One 
might as well reason with a child calling 
for the moon. 


Madrid Correspondeuce of the London Standard 


Any one who has regularly persued the 
columns of Spanish journals, and the 
speeches of opposition and independent 
orators, unfettered by the restraint that 
office under the Crown imposes, will have 
perceived that all alike, from Ll Globe of 
Castelar to La Iberia of Sagasta, from La 
Patria to Centralistas to the very Minis- 
terial journals, that invariably reproduce 
their remarks, all declare that an active 
policy is necessary in Morocco to vindicate 
the interest of Spain against the growing 
influence of Great Britain in Tangiers and 
in Tetuan. Very serious charges are 
bandied about against the part the British 
authorities of Gibraltar are said to tako 
in organizing tho levies and in fortifying 
the posts of the Sultan, There reports 
are taken for granted in Spain, discussed 
in journals, and used by orators in the 
Spanish Cortes when declaiming against the 

reponderance of British interest in the 
Mediterranean. |My object ia to call your 
attention to a latent state of agitation which 
every now and then is fanned intoa blaze 
when public opinion is led to believe that 
the Morocco question is about to pass into a 
new phoso, ‘Tho slightest disturbance, any 
incident at Tangiers or in Couta, might pro» 
yoke a movement of public opinion that 
would oblige the Madrid government, oven 
against its will, to abandon its noutrality, 
Therefore Marshal Campos and _ hia col- 
leagues wish it to be undorstood that thoy 
want to respect tho treatios of 1860 and 
1876, but at the same time they will be pre- 
pared for all emergencies in the futuro if 
tho more active policy about to be adopted 
by thoir diplomacy in Trngiersdid turn out 
to be distasteful to the Moors, who aro not 
vory patient when under the apprehension 
of intervention from the Christian foes that 
they havo boon at war with for so 
mavy centuries on both shoros of the 
Straits of Gibraltar. * R be

Niagara’s Depths. 


EXPLORATION OF TOK CANON—TERRIDLE EX- | 
PERIENCE OF ENGINERRS. 


(Correspondence Syracuse Herald.) 


Nraoana, Aug. 16.—The canon of Nia- 
ara is far more mysterious than the Falls 
themselves, Within the era of civilization 
in America no one was able to successfully 
pierce through the fierce and terrible andor 
current to the bottum until recently the 
Government itself thought it necessary in 
bohalf of science to undertake the task, 
All the great scheros imagined to be 
strictly scientific were put in operation by 
bunglers to obtain the depth of water be- 
neath the Falls, «Bars of railroad iron, 
pails of stones, and all unreasonable bulky 
and awkward instruments were attached 
to long lines, and cast off the railway bridge 
and elsewhere, but positively refused to 
sink.. Tho very bulk ofxtho instruments 
was suflicient, no matter what their weight, 
to give the powerful undercurrent a way to 
buoy them up-upon the service or near it. 
The United States Corps of Engineers, 
however, with a small lead of only twelve 
pounds weight attached to aslender rope or 
sounding cord, easily obtained the depths 
from the Falls to the lower bridge. As your 
correspondent assisted in the hydrographi- 
cal operations the facts may be given as 
they presented themselyes, One day we 
launched a small boat not far below the 
Falls, and entered on a most exciting and 
perilous exploration of the canon. The old 
guide, long in charge of the miniatare fe rry 
situated here, accompanied the party. 
With great difticulty we approached within 
ashort distance of the American Falls, 
which darted great jets of water on us and 
far out into the stream. The roar was #0 
terrible that no voice ‘or human Sound, 
however near we were to one another, 
could be heard.

With great difficulty 
we clambered along. It wasa fearful yet 
exciting exploration. At times the river 
would rise suddenly some ten or even fif- 
teen feet, as if agreatdam above had 
broken, causing a hasty retreat of the par- 
ties up the sides of the canon. From points 
above, rocks and stones frequently fell, 
causing lively apprehensions, and te add to 
the catalogue of embarassments, an occa- 
sional rattlesnake atttmpted to retard our 
progress, and one of them was killed, 
ond his rattles preserved in commemora- 
tion of the event. Getting into the ca- 
non at Lewiston was comparatively easy, 
but making one’s way out was another 
thing. Nearly a mile below Deveaux 
College which is situated half a mile 
north of Suspension Bridge, the possi- 
bility of making our way along tho edge of 
tho rivercoased. Night was just approach- 
ing, and it was a day’s hard work, nearly, 
to reach Lewiston. Above, the rocks 
towered nearly 300 feet. We had the al- 
ternative of remaining in this abode of 
terrors over night and returning to Lewis- 
ton the following day, or of fighting an al- 
most impossible passayo to the steps leading 
down from the college. We determined to 
accept the latter. After an hour's climb 
we made our way to within 100 feot of the 
top, where just a narrow ridge, formed by 
the crombling debris, seemed to extend. 
We followed this perhaps a half mile, when 
it came to an abrupt,termination. Several 
rods beyond was a broad pathway leading 
up to the college, but in the interval only 
tho bare walls of rock, almost perpendicular 
from the top to the rushing water, 270 feet 
below, met the despairing gaze of our party. 
Just above our heads was a crovico in tho 
rocka which seomed to cross the intervening 
spaco. With almost certain doom staring 
us directly in tho face, wo dotermined to 
try to croas by standing tiptoo in the crev- 
ico, and climbing to the juttings of tho 
rocks. Tho various implements of the 
party wore divided up, a heavy theodolito 
falling to your correspondent, which was 
strapped on his back, ‘Tho talloat clambered 
up to tho crovico first, the othora assisting 
and following, and tho writer getting up last.

The Flour Duties. 


At tho timo of tho inauguration of the 
fiscal policy of the present Government, 
the duty imposed on wheat coming from the 
United States was pointed to by the Grit 
press as disastrous to this country, as suro 
of being the means of shutting down the 
large flour mills on the Welland Canal and 
at Montreal, which mako a specialty of 
grinding American grain for the Euro. 
pean markets, This clause was after- 
wards constructed #0 as to permit 
the grindirg of American wheat in 
bond for exportation. As it would be 
impossible to purchase American wheat and 
store it in tho same mill with other wheat, 
and guarantee that the flour exported was 
made entirely from American grain, it was 
permitted that flourmillshereshould furnish 
bonds for the duties on American grain im- 
ported, which should be cancelled upon the 
equivalent of the wheat imported being ex- 
ported in flour, within a certain period of 
the receipt of the grain in the mill. 

Much ado is now being made by the Grit 
press about there being “‘ not a cent” col- 
lected in Montreal for duty on American 
wheat ground in the mills there. 

If Canadian millers have imported 
American wheat (which we do not know to 
be the case,) and sold flour from that wheat 
™ the Canadian market they are bound to 
export its equivalent in flour within a cer- 
tain period, orjpay the duty on the wheat, 
which duty no miller could pay and com- 
pete with flour from Canadian wheat, as 
the milling business in Canada is run at a 
very small margin, so that the only alter- 
native for the miller is to export the equi- 
valent of the wheat in flour, and it matters 
not to the Canadian farmer whether that 
flour exported is from Canadian or Amer- 
{can wheat as long as it is the equivalent of 
the American wheat imported. The offal 
fromwhoat thus imported is allowed to be 
fold in Canada duty free, which the Grit 
press loudly laments, but which will no 
more than place the Canadian miller on an 
equal footing with the American miller, 
who can ship flour into this market at 50c 
per barrel duty, when the duty on wheat 
is 15c per bushel, or, at 44 bushels to the 
barrel of flour, 67}¢ per barrel. 

It is refreshing to hear a correspondent 
in the Montreal Herald regretting this con- 
cession to Canadian millers, as haying the 
effect of leasening the price of bread to the 
poor man, when the battle cry of the Grit 
press during the election campaign in Sep- 
tember last was that Protection meant 
‘dear bread.” And it is equally refreshing 
to hear tho Grit press condoling the farmers 
ina probable loss to them in the price of 
their grain from the sale of tho offal, when 
during the whole term of the Mackenzie 
Government they allowed the sale of Ameri- 
can wheat and flour in this market free of 
duty, and attempted to persuade farmers 
that it was “ for their good.” 

The Globe and its confreres at first assort- 
ed that the large mills would be ruined, 
4s we have said, but as that has not prow d 
to be the case, they now cry out that tho 
small mills inthe country will be closed, 
Millers do not seem to be afraid of any 
such catastrophe and we aro quite content 


to let time tell the tale.

NOTHS BY THB WAY. 


Mill Point is one of the fow villages in 
tho County that has mado rapid progress 
in everything that constitutes true prosper- 
ivy, within tho last decade. Trenton has 
onlarged its borders, filled in some of its 
waste places, crowned its hills with beau- 
tifal churchos and elegant; residences, and 
built up its business streets with substan- 
tial warehouses, Stirling has grown ocon- 
siderably, and so have Madoo and Tweed, 
and probably other villages which havo 
arison, but so far as we hayo yot seen, to 
Mill Point must be awarded the palm for 
rapid and at the same time substantial 
growth, in real wealth and prosperity. The 
village prosonts a vory fine appearance from 
the water, as you approach its bustling 
docks going down the bay ; but the protti- 
est view is obtained from tho deck of the 
steamor coming up the Reach. Stretched 
along tho shoro for a mile or more are busy 
lines ofdocks,upon which are immenselum- 
ber piles, and storehouses, with vossels of 
various sizes alongside, from tho amall sloop 
capable of carrying 20,000 to 40,000 feot of 
lumber, to the largest vessel that ploughs 
the wators of our inland lakes. 

A short distance from the shore, and al- 
most in a line, for nearly the wholo length 
of the village may be seon the vast mills 
and manufactories, with their lofty smoke 
stacks towering towards the heavens, while 
beyond and on a gradual olovation are the 
churches, publio buildings, stores and 
dwellings of its inbabitants. As may be 
imagined from the small army of men which 
the various enterprises of the Messrs, 
Rathburn give employment to, the scene at 
the mills and in the yards and on the 
docks, is an exceedingly bustling one, 
While tho view of Mill Point from the 
water is exceedingly pretty, the scene from 
the elevation at the east end of the village 
is magnificent, To the eastward the coun. 
try is mostly level, with highly cultivated 
farms stretched out on the plain below you, 
with the serpentine river winding its way to 
the town of Napanee. To the westward, 
can be seen the rich reserves of the Indian 
Woods, the high bluffs of Princo Edward, 
the table lands of Big Island, and the wide 
expanse of Big Bay, which at this distance 
has the appearance ofa vast inland - lake: 
While to the southward is the Long Reach, 
an arm of the Bay, about twelve miles in 
longth, lying between high thickly-wooded 
hills, in some places almost perpendicular, 
and in others stretching away at a gradual 
elevation, and at the extreme southern 
end is what appears to be a high wall, up- 
on the table land of which is one of the 
most wonderful curiosities and beautiful 
sights to be seen in this wonderful land of 
ours, the ‘‘ Lake of the Mountain.” The 
whole view, which ever way the eye may 
turn, is a beautiful panoramic scene, which 
js rarely excelled in this land of beautiful 
and picturesque scenery. 

Since the last decade, the enterprises of 
the Messrs. Rathbun, as before stated, have 
been much extended, so that probably more 
than double the number of men are now 
employed that there was thon, and of course 
a much larger amount of capital. A brief 
glance at their principal marts of industry 
will give some idea of the magnitude of the 
works of this firm. So with Mr. J. M. Poi- 
tras, a gentlemanly young fellow in the em- 
ployment of the firm aa our guide, we first 
examine the Saw Mill, which is one of the 
largest and most complete of the kind. 
The building is of stone, roofed with tin, 
and the timbers of which are of the most 
solid and durable kind. It is run by two 
engines each of 75horse power, which}by the 
Way, were manufactured at the iron works 
of the Messrs. Brown, of Belleville, have a 
capacity of 105,000 feet of lumber per day, 
besides fence pickets, barrel headings, door 
panels, sash and blind rails, box shooks, 
&c, It may be said here, parenthetioally, 
that by the ingenuity of man and the per- 
fection of machinery, every part of the log 
is worked up into some useful article, while 
the saw-dust is utilized for fuel. The mill 
is a model of its kind, and possesses every 
modern convenience. In the western part 
of the mill isthe immense engine room, 
with its highly polished machinery, its ce- 
mented floors, and cleanly painted walls, 
looking as neat as alady’s parlor. Hero 
also is a largo steam fire ongine, with every 
facility for extinguishing fires ; and in this 
respect, with their steam fire engines—threo 
chemical engines, one fire engine, and other 
appliances, with careful watchmen—it is 
difficult to conceive how a fire could obtain 
the mastery, 


To tho southward of the mill is a Chicago 
Dry Kiln, heated with exhaust steam from 
the saw mill boilers,.with a capacity of 
35,000 feet—that is, it will take the green 
lymber from the mill and in five days will 
therougly dry 35,000 feet, or 7,000 feet a 
day. Going eastward from the mill are the 
machine and blacksmith shops adjoining, 
covering a considerable extent of ground, 
and which within the last few years have 
beon greatly extended. In fact they havo 
all the appliances for the manufacture of 
engines complete ; and there is also attach- 
ed asmelting machine for the casting of 
bars, boxes, &. Extending along the 
street for several hundred foot to the north- 
ward are the extensive shops for the manu- 
facture of sash, door and blinds, which have 
all been established within tho Inst few 
years, and which give employmont to a 
large number of men. 

One of the nowest buildings that has been 

put up is an immense stablo, 140 fect long 
by 40 feet wide, capable of holding 70 horses. 
A pipe oxtends from the machine shops to 
the stables, conveying live steam for cook- 
ing the food thoroughly, and a cablo also 
connects with the machine shops for the 
purpose of cutting the feed. The stalls aro 
largo and have every modern convenience, 
* The cedar millsa—another now industry— 
aro in the oastern portion of the yards and 
give employment to 76 mon and boys, 
They have a capacity of 60,000 shinglos por 
day, in addition to 2,000 posta and 1,200 
railway ties. The mill is run with an engino 
of 80 horso powor with five boilors. 

Eastward of this again is the Elovator, 
45x65 foot, with a height of 40 foot, on- 
tirely shestod with galvanized iron, and 
having a storage capacity of 30,000 bushels, 
It is moat substantially built, and has just 
bon completed, having mado its firs 


trial on tho 2 August. Immediately 
in the rear of this, there is now in process 
of building a Grist and Flour Mill, which 
muat have the offect of bringing » large 


additional trade to Mill Point. Tho engine 
room is already completed, and it is in- 
tended to use this power in running the 
Elevator, ‘Tho mill itself, the foundations 
of which aro rapidly going up, will be 70 


fect front, 50 ft, and 40 foot wide, and four 
stories high. It will have three or four 
run of stono, and is expocted to bo com- 
ploted and in running order during the 
approaching winter. 

Tho Shipyard, of which mention has 
been made before, gives constant employ- 
went to a number of men, Here have 
been built some of the largest sehoonora 
afloat on our lakes, steamers of various 
sizes, tugs, and steam and sailing yachts. 
The Desoronto, which was the Indian 
name of tho village of Mill Point, is the 
Inst vossol which left the stocks, having 
been launched tho day the writer visited 
the villago. She is rather a protty model, 
being 65 feet long, 13} feet beam, and wil] 
accommodate 200 comfortably. Sho has a 
fine cabin 20 feet long, finished in walnut 
and ash, with perforated seats ; has many 
modern conveniences, and in every respoct 
is a superior craft, 

Wo havo but briefly sketched the princi- 
pal points in the varied and extensive en- 
terprises in which the Messrs. Rathbun are 
engaged, and of which Mr, E. W. Rathbun 
is the master spirit, but onough has been 
written to gve the reader a faint idea of 
these mammoth undertakings, and their 
importance to the trade and prosperity of 
the locality in which their enterprises are 
situated. 

Of course with the growth of these manu- 
factories the village itself has materially 
grown, as may bo observed by the number 
of new and fine residences, the churches 
and schools, the substantial brick ware- 
house and hotels. One of the finest hotela 
to be found in a country village is tho 
Empress House, kept by Mesars, Weldon & 
Stroud. It is of brick, two stories, has 
twenty sleoping rooms, large parlor, dining 
and sample rooms, and is in every respect a 
first-class hostel y,

The Deep Sea. 


Some Curious Fises THAT HAVE BEEN HavL- 
&D FROM THE BOTTOM OF THE OCEAN. 


At a recont meeting of the Christiana Soci* 
ety of Science, Mr. Robert Collet stated that 
the deop water fishes collected during the last 
Atlantic expedition amounted to 33 species, 
and proved to be of great interest to science, 
as the fish had, with fow exceptions, been 
taken from depths from which no 
Arctic fishes had previously been obtained. 
The apparatus emplsyed was the so-called 
trawl-net, constructed on the same principle 
as that employed by the English fishermen on 
Doggerbank, Fish were taken up with that 
apparatus from depths of 1,400 and 1,500 
fathoms, Five species proved to be ontirely 
new to science and it was necessary to classify 
one of them under new genus. This was 
caught at a dopth of 1,200 fathoms and was 
about one foot long While alive it was beau- 
tifully rose-colored all over, bat of so soft and 
Breaktast Bacon. gelatinous a substance that it was half trans- 
parent, and the heart could be seén perform.

taken by chance from the stomachs of sharks) 
appeared to oxist in quantities everywhere at 
these great depths, where the temperature of 
tho water is under zero. It has only been the

“In the belt E, the description and area 
of homesteads and pre-emptions, and railway 
lands respectively, to be as above, and the prices 
of both pre-emptions and railway lands to be at 
the uniform rate of $1 (one dollar) per acre. 

8. ‘The terms of sale of pre-emptions through- 
out the several belts, B, C, D and E shall be as 
follows, viz.: Four-tenths of the purchase money, 
together with interest on the latter, at the rate 
of 6 per cent, per annum, to be paid at the end 
of three years from the date of entry ; the re- 
mainder to be paid in six equal annual instal 
ments from and after the said date, with interest 
at the rate aboye mentioned, on such balance of 
the purchase money as may from time to time 
remain unpaid, to be paid with each instalment. 

9, ‘The terms of sale of raitway lands to be 
uniformly as follows, viz.: One-tenth in cash at 
the time of purchase ; the balance in nine equal 
annual instalments, with interest at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum on the balance of pur- 
chase money from time to time remaining un- 
paid, to be paid with each instalment. All pay- 
ments, either for pre-emptions or for railway

The London Times has had 21 actions for 
libel brought against it since 1872, In 14 
cases the plaintiffs abandoned the action 
before trial, and in four recovered no dam- 
ages. In these 18 actions the expenses of 
the Times amounted to £3,200, and only 
£130 was recovered. As the law stands 
newspaper proprictora have no security for 
costs, 

On the 7th Aug. the great bowling con- 
test, Glasgow vs. Ayrshire, took place on 
the Glasgow green, 808 players took part 
in the match, which consisted of 31 heads, 
Glasgow won by fifty points, the scores bo- 
ing 2,937 for Ayrshire and 2,996 for the 
Glasgow players. The ten guineas award- 
ed tothe local club with the best score 
were won by Patrick. 

Mr. E. McQuhae, of Dumfries, has be- 
come the owner of two relics of Burns. 
These are an old fashioned dressing glass, 
which must have often reflected the image 
of the poet at Ellisland; and a horn spoon, 
with which he was in the habit of supping 
his meridian modicum of ‘‘the kale brose of 
old Scotland,” and his allowance of ‘* hale- 
some parritch, chief o’Scotia’s food,” at the 
gloamin hour, 

On the 9th Aug. a waterspout was seen 
from Stirling. It presented the appearance 
of an immense pipe projecting from a dark 
cloud, and pointing downwards in a slant- 
ing direction, with a bend in the middle. 
In the space of about half an hour the col- 
umn was absorbed by acloud. The water- 
spout appeared to discharge itself to the 
south-east in the vicinity of Larbet, where 
there was a great deal of heavy rain during 
the day. 

Prince Bismarck understands the spirit 
of the French people perfectly. In conver- 
sation with a correspondent of the London 
Times recently, be said :—"‘Lf the peasant 
wore listened to, France would never make 
war; and yet he fights well when he does 
fight. Whenhe is beaten, he is sorry, 
when he wins, he is pleased. But, victor 
or vanquished, what is clearest to him is 
that victory or defeat alike brings the war 
toan end, aud allows him to go home 
‘again.”" 

On the 2nd Aug. there was a large gath- 
ering of about 20,000 spectators on West- 
erton Park, the grounds of Sir James E. 
Alexander, at the annual Strathallan sports. 
The programme included 42 competitions, 
tho value of the money prizes amounting to 
£220. In addition, anumber of the In- 
neskilling dragoons performed some clever 
feats with the sword and bayonet, single 
sticks, Indian clubs, and the old English 
quarter staff. A mock combat between a 
foot soldier with his gun and bayonet and 
a lancer on horseback gave great satisfac- 
tion. 

The German African Society are doing 
their work thoroughly and preparing the 
way for good results. They are making ar- 
rangements now to establish a school in 
Morocco, in which the African travellers 
of the future will be trained. The student 
travellers will there be partly acclimatized 
while becoming acquainted with Moham- 
medan life and the customs and manners 
‘of the nativer of Northern Africa, and will 
consequently be better able to pursue the 
work of exploration in the central districts 
of the Dark Continont, 

Fra Pantaleo, Garibaldi's chaplain, died 
in poverty at the early ngo of 44. Ho was 
a Franciscan and a professor of Philoxophy 
at Palermo, but his views disploased tho 
Archbishop, who removed him from his 
chair just as the revolutionary movement 
broke out in Sicily, April 4, 1860, ina 
monk's garb and bearing a crucifix, Fra 
Pantaleo began preaching a crosude against 
the Bourbons, and raised some hundred of 
peasants, with whom he joined the Libora- 
tor at Marsala. Hoe was wounded at Paler- 
mo, but recovered ; fought at Aspromonte, 
in the Tyrol, avd at Mentana, and followed 
Garibaldi to France in 1870. He married 
at Lyons, and loaves several children, His 
rod shirt and sabro were placed on his coflin 
as his remains were borne to the gaye.

Blushing and Turning Pale. 
(From the London Lancet.) 
Blushing is octasioned by endden dilatation: 
of the small bloot-vessels, which form a fine 
network beneath the skin, and when they 
admit an increased volume of red blood cause 
the surface to appear suffused with color. 
Blanching is the opposite state, injwhich the 
vessels contract and squeeze ont their blood, 
that the skin is seen of its bloodless hue. Tho 
change affected in the size of tho vessels ix 
brought about by an instantaneous action of 
the nervous system. This action may be in- 
ducod by a thought, or, unconsciously, by the 
operation of impressions producing the pheno- 
menon habitually. Ina word, blushing may 
become a habit,and is then beyond the control 
of the will, except.in so faras the will can 
zenerally, if not always, conquer any habit. 
t is almost always useless, and seldom worth 
while, to strive to cure a habit of this class 
directly. The most promising course is to 
try to establish a new habit which shall de- 
stroy the ono it is desired to remedy. For ex- 
ample, if blushing is, as generally happens, 
associated with self-consciousness, we must 
establish tho sway of the will over that part 
of the neryous system which controls the size 
of the vessols by calling up a feeling oppc aod 
to solf-consciousness. It is through the mind 
those nerves are influenced. Then iufluence 
them in a contrary direction by antagonizing 
tho emotion associated with blanching. Thus, 
if the fecling which causes the blushing be 
expressible fy the thought, ‘Hero am I in 
nifalse and hamiliating position,” oppose, 
or, still better, anticipate and prevent, that 
thought by thinking, ‘There are you dar- 
ing to pity or feel contompt for another." 
‘Avoid going on to think who that *' other 
is, because the aim must be to eliminate 
self, Constitute yourself the champion of 
some one, any one, and everybody, who may 
bo pitied, and the over-zealous and indignant 
foo of those who prosume to pity, Most por 
sons who blush with solf-consciousness blanch 
with anger, and this artificial state of anger 
will soop blauch tho faco enough to prevent 
tho blush. It only requires practice in the

Of the new 
enterprises approaching completion we may 
montion a silk factory in Toronto, the St. 
Lawrence sugar refinery of Montreal (from 
which we expect samples vory shortly), the 
oplargement of the Hudon Cotton Compa- 
ny's premises in’ Montreal and those of the 
Stormont Company in Cornwall, both of 
which will ongage in tho manufacture of 
now lines of goods,—togethor with soveral 
other establishments in othor parts of the 
country. Of new establishments about to 
be started, we may mention the broad silk 
manufactory at Hochologa, the Halifax su- 
gar refinery, the manufacture of writing 
papors by Messrs, Buntin & Co., &c. These 
facts, and many others which have from 
time to time appeared in these columns, 
show that the National Policy is doing its 
work well, and jt cannot be long before a 
great impetus will bo given to home trade 
by the establishment of many new.industries 
and the revival of many which had been 
shut down on account of the unfair compo- 
tition of our neighbors of the United States. 
The large cities have as a matter of course 
benefitted most by the revival of the man- 
ufacturing interests, but the smaller centres 
of population have also boon benefitted, and 
as the movement spreads the general result 
will be still more generally satisfactory. 

Theso results are being obtained without 
increasing to any appreciable extent the 
average cost of living, as if a slight rise has 
been caused in any article by the imposition 
of a higher rate of duty rendered necessary 
to prevent a deficit such as occurred under 


20th inst., it is well that that wish should 
be complied with. 

The Mayor has called a special mooting 
of the City Council for to-morrow night to 
consider the matter, when we have no 
doubt that a satisfactory conclusion in the 
premises will be arrived at. 


‘rue to Ourselves. 


Mr. George Gordon Dustan, of Halifax, 
whose able letters on the sugar question, 
published during last-year’s election cam- 
paign, had much to doin influencing pub- 
liz opinion in favor of a protective tariff, 
has written a short letter to the Montreal 
Journal of Commerce, which lately made an 
inquiry as to his whereabouts. In this 
letter Mr. Dustan gives the following ex- 
cellent advice, which should be heeded by 
all patriotic Canadians ; 

“The Americans are jealous of our new 
position, just as England felt towards Ameri- 
ca when sho entered into competition with 
her in manufactures. But the resilé to the 
Dominion will be determined by our cntor- 
prise in taking advantage of the protection 
which we have secured. Every influence 
from America and England will brought 
to bear in getting us to return toa freo trade 
policy (one-sided) in order that we may be 

‘nce more at their mercy, and they will find |; 
plenty of advocates in our own land, specially 
among the importers of manufactured goods. 

*‘Let us therefore be true to our cause, trae 
to the best interests of our country, truc to 
ourselves, let us ‘‘stichk to our colors and 
don't give up the ship.” 


Oanava snp Brazr.—Last year the 
Canadian Government was approached on 
behalf of the Government of Brazil, with a 
view to the establishment of a line of steam- 
ers between the two countries. As will be 
remembered, provision was made last ses- 
sion for granting a subsidy to any company 
undertaking the establishment of such a 
line, on a similar grant being made by the 
Brazilian Government. The negotiations 
re progressing very slowly, the authorities 
at Rio Janeiro displaying great apathy in 
the consideration of the proposal. 


Trape Between Oanapa anp Cupa.— 
‘The Ottawn Citizen says :—‘‘Sir A. T, Galt 
“has gone to Spain. He goes with the view 
of resuming the negotiations which com- 
menced last winter, the object of which is 
to secure commercial intercourse between 
Canada and Cuba on much more fayorable 
terms than at present. At Havana the har- 
bor and lighterage dues are very onerous 
on foreign vessels as against home vessels, 
and it is understood that Sir A. T. Galt’s 
idea isto obtain such concessions from 
Spain as will allow Canadian trade with 
Ouba to be carried on under the Spanish 
flag, in order to givo Canadian vessels the 
game advantages possessed by those of the 
former country. It is proposed to build 
the vessels to be engaged in this trade in 
Canada, and to have them registered in 
Spain under a special ordinance. Should 
these negotiations terminate successfully, 
great beneficial results are anticipated.” 


‘Tne Quenec Crisis.—The Montreal Post 
says :—‘‘Although the Quebec Legislature has 
decreed its adjournment till the 28th of Octo 
bor, it does not follow that the crisis is also 
adjourned. The crisis remains, and the Pro- 
vince will remain in a demoralized state until 
something be done to remedy tho existing or. 
der, or disorder,of things, Ono,at least, of the 
Governmont supporters, Mr. Flynn, admits 
tho necessity of a compromise, and moro than 
suggests n coalition, That it must come to » 
coalition or a dissolution, sooner or later, is 
patent to any man of common senso, for while 
the Opposition is badgering tho Government 
and the Legislative Vouncil in backing up the 
Opposition, the finances of the Province aro 
going to ruin. A question of somo importance 
that now arisos is, how tho-business of tho 
Province is to be carried on? ~=Who will pay 
the employees, such as tho clerks in tho Pro. 
thonotary’s office and others working for tho 
Province! Tho Government have not tho 
powor,even ifthey had the moans, and for 


the late Government, tho prices of other 
articles haye so declined as to rather de- 
crease the average expenses of house-keep- 
ing. This is very gratifying, and wo have 
no doubt that the same effects will be ex- 
perienced in the future, despite the gloomy 
predictions of the theory-mad so-called 
** free traders.”

Chatham Planet :—One of the indica- 
tions of better times is the improvement 
of business among vessel owners. Tho day 
is yet distant, no doubt, when the building 
of craft will reach the extent it at onetime 
did along both the Canadian and American 
front from Port Huron to Amherstburg, 
but that there is a decided improvement 
in the movement of those already built is 
evidenced by the fact that almost every- 
thing that will float about Detroit has been 
called into use this summer for the lumber 
or grain trade, In our own immediate 
neighborhood trade has picked up, and 
though profits are not largea great many 
more craft are on the move.

Port Hope Times :—Tho Newcastle wool- 
len mill have put in$5,000 of new machinery 
since the adoptioa of the National Policy, 
and are obliged to work overtime on account 
of the numerous orders which have been re- 
ceived. We understand that they are 
getting 300 tons of coal from Nova Scotia 
this year instead of buying it from the 
United States as formerly. 


London Advertiser :—Four car loads of 
oat meal were shipped from this city on 
Friday—two from the mill of Messrs. 
Muirhead & Grey and two from Mr. Geo. 
Pritchard, all§for Glasgow. 


The Mail:—On Saturday afternoon con- 
siderable interest was excited on the Es- 
planade by the appearance of fifty new 
coal cara, built by the Ontario Car Oom- 
pany for the Halifax and Oape Breton Rail 
way and Coal Company. They are built 
exactly after the model of tho Ponnysl- 
vania coal cars, 


Ibid :—It is expected that tho building 
for the Halifax sugar refinery will bo orect- 
ed, with machinery{complete, by the autumn 
of next year. 

A joipt stock company has just beon 
formed at Liverpool, N. S., to engage in 
the boot, shoe and rubber busineas exten- 
sively, wholesale and retail, with a capital 
stock of $40,000. 

Hamilton Spectator :—Tho rolling mills 
are now in full blast, threo trains of rolls 
being in operation night and day. There 
are no legs than six powerful engines used, 
equal in aggregate to 800 horse power,, 
Nine steam boilers are also at work, and Ay 
new one is being built at Killey’s iron 
works.

Prof. Nordenskjold’s Discoveries: 
THR NORTIERRN 
RUSSIA 
respondent of tho Pall 
, 1 furnishing that paper 
with a sammary of tho reports of Prof. Nor 
denakjold, of the Danish Arctic Expedition 
The following is an interesting oxtract 
‘During the 6ta and 7th of Sey ber the 
Voga steamed on slowly along the coast, but 
on the Sth she was obliged to avchor; and on 
the morning of the Sth, the natives having by 
sigus invited Prof, Nordenskjold to come on 
shore, ho landed with most of his companions 
and visited the Tsohuktschor’s tents, which 
wore generally covered inside with the skins 
of reindoor, and lighted and warmed by lamps 
burning train-oil. ‘Tho travellora wore kindly 
received, and treated most hospitably, tho 
provisions of the natives at the m0 
nlontiful. In one tent reindoor 
ing boiled in a large iron in anothor tho 
natives wore ocoupied in Hy ing two newly- 
shot reindeer, Ina third tent an old woman 
was busy preserving tho contents of the rein- 
deer’a stomachs, a greenish, spinach like look- 
ing substance, in a bag made of sealskin, ovi- 
dently as a delicacy for the winter; tho half 
digested vegetables boing looked upon by the 
natives as a great delicacy. Thoy aro mixed 
with the green buds of troos, allowed to coment 
and thon to freeze, and in winter are stewed 
and eaton with meat or boiled into a kind of 
vegetable soup. Others of the natives wroo 
occupied in filling sealskin bottles with 
train-oil, Children swarmed everywhere ; 
they were evidently kindly treated, and 
looked healthy, Outside tho tents, the 
children were covered up in skins, but inside 
they were nearly naked, like the women, 
who only wore a skin cover around the 
waist - probably a reminiscence of the habit 
which prevailed when they inhabited a much 
warmer climate, The result of botanical and 
zoological researches was unsatisfactory, and 
the scaiping along the sea bottom was also 
without result, Inthe sea only one walrus 
and somo seals were obsoryed, and a number 
of the swimming snipe, (belonging to the fami- 
ly of tho Phalaropus.) At tho mouth of a 
small, nearly dried-up river was discovered a 
burial-place containing a large number of 
burned bones covered with turf and stones, 
It was tho first tims any ship had been thore, 
and the arrival of the Vega was a great event 
and was quickly noised about, the conse- 
quence being a succession of fresh arrivals 
from the interior, and numerous Visits. It is 
romarkablo how closely the implementa used 
by the natives resemble, even to the most 
minute dotails, those employed by the Esqui 
maux, which will be shown by comparison 
when the Professor returns. M. Nordensjold 
writes ;—‘As in 1875 and 1876, I could not 
make any uso of tho different articles which L 
had brought with mo for barter with the 
natives, who, however, accepted eagerly even 
Russian paper money, This time unfortu- 
nately took only Russian money withme ; but 
this is quite useless here.

silver coin is of less value than a gilt button, 
and to be of any use for bartering must first 
be perforated, 80 as to be able to serve as an 
ear-ring. What is in most domand here are 
coarse needles, darning-needles, kaives, es- 
pecially large ones, axes, saws drilling imple- 
ments, shirts made of li: or wool, dyed in 
brilliant colors, neckties, tobacco, and, I need 
aay add, brandy, for which the natives 
would sacrifice anything, but whivh I have re- 
fused to serve out to them generally, Thepoo- 
ple aro sharp and cunning, and trained up 
from childhood to be sharp in their dealings 
and barterings with the American traders, who 
assembie at a market held on the Island of 
Irbit, It is stated that a skin of a beaver is 
sometimes paid for with a leaf of tobacco, To- 
bacco is here generally used by the men, 
and by women also when they have 
achance, It is usually smoked inshort, ouri 

ously-constructed pipes, which every adalt 
male carries about with him. Usually the 
tobacco serves first for chewing purposes; 
afterward it is placed behind the ear to dry, 
and is then in fine condition for amoking in a 
pil Salt is never used, but sugar is con- 
sidered a great delicacy. Coffeois ata dis 

count but tea is drank with evident relish. 
Dr. Almgrist has examined the eyes of a great 
number of natives, and has found that color- 
blindness is almost unknown. At first tho 
natives refused to submit to the examination, 
but were finally induced to do so, tempted by 
4 glass of brandy containing 14 cubio inches, 
and this small quantity was in several casos 
sufficient to produce an incipient state of in- 
toxication, in which condition the natives 
were good-natured and not all quarrelsome. 
Not a few had round their necks amalots, 
which they would not part with at any prico, 
and one, who probably had been baptized, wore 
a Greek cross. His religion, however, was in 
any case only skin deep, as he crossed himself 
with great reveronce for the sun in our pre- 
sonce ; otherwise we have been unable to dis- 
cover any kind of religion or of religious 
ceremonies. The clothes of the men are mado 
of the skin of the reiudeer, or ina fow cases 
of bearskins, with the hair turned outward ; 
on the feet moccasins are worn, The hair of 
tho head is shaved off,except a narrow border, 
which is combed down over the forchead, and 
generally the ears are pierced ; the women are 
tattooed in the face,and weara kind of fur 
robe reaching to the knees. Occasionally the 
mente painted with a Greek croas on both 
cheeks,

8. The terms of sale of pre-emptions through: 
out the several belts, B, C, D and E shall be as 
follows, viz.: Four-tenths of the purchase money, 
together with interest on the latter, at the rate 
of 6 per cent. per annum, to a pals: at the end 
of three years from the date of entry ; thy re- 
mainder to be paid in six equal annual instal 
ments from and after the said date, with interest 
at the rate aboye mentioned, on such balance of 
the purchase money ns may from time to time 
remain unpaid, to be paid with each instalment. 

9. ‘The terms of sale of raitway lands to be 
uniformly as follows, viz.; One-tenth in cash at 
the time of purchase ; the balance in nine equal 
annual instalments, with interest at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum on the balance of pur- 
chase money from time to time remaining un- 
paid, to be paid with each instalment. All pay- 
ments, either for pre-emptions or for railway 
lands proper, shall be in cash, and not in script 
or bounty warrants, 

10. **Allentries of lands shall be subject to 
the following provisions respecting the right of 
way of the Canadian Pacific Railway or of any 
Government colonization. railway connected 
therewith, viz. : 

a. In the case of the railway crossing land 
entered as a homestead, the right of way thereon 
shall be free to the Government, 

b, Where the railway crosses pre-emptions or 
railway lands proper,the owner shall only be en- 
titled to claim payment for the land requred for 
right of way at the same rate per acre as he may 
have paid the Government for the same, 

11. “The above regulations shall come into 
force on and after the first day of August next, 
up to which time the provisions of the Dominion 
Lands Act shall continue to operate over the 
lands included in the several belts mentioned, 
excepting as relates to the belts A and B, in 
both of which, up to the said date, homesteads 
of 160 acres each, but no other entries will, as at 
present, be permitted. 

12. ‘Claims to Dominion lands arising from 
settlement, after the date hereof, in territory un- 
surveyed at the time of such settlement, and 
which may be embraced within the limits affect- 
ed by the above policy, or by the extension there- 
of in the future over additional territory, will be 
ultimately dealt with in accordance with the 
terms prescribed above for the lands in the parti- 
cular belt in which such settlement may be found 
to be situated. 

13. ‘All entries after the date hereof of unoc- 
cupied lands in the Saskatchewan Agency, will 
be considered as proyisional until the railway 
line through that part of the territories has been 
located, after which the same will be finally dis- 
posed of in accordance with the above regula- 
tions, as the same may apply to the particular 
belt in which such Tands may be found to be 
situated. 

14. ‘ The above regulations it will, of course, 
be understood will not affect sections 11 and 29, 
which are public school lands, or sections 8 and 
26, Hudson's Bay Company lands.

‘The Sun and the Weather. 


RECENT SPECULATIONS OF EUROPEAN SCIEN- 
TISTS. 

The summer in Europe has been cold 
and reiny, It was rainy and cold last 
year. Tho scientific men are discussing 
the why and wherefores of this unwelcomo 
weather, and Emile Flammarion, the 
French astronomer, thinks he has solved 
the problem. 

‘If it wore only in France, orin Europe, 
that the sammer was rainy hes writes, the 
question would be purely a meteorological 
one, and its solution would be found in 
some atmospherical movements, But now 
we have to deal witha fact of a very differ- 
ent nature. The sky has been covered 
around the whole surface of our globe for 
more than a year, The last winter was 
unusually long and cold in Asia, Africa 
and America, as well asin Europe. Such 
a state of things must have a general, and, 
therefore, an astronomical cause, The sun 
governs our planet; it regulates our tem- 
perature, climate and seasons. Therefore, 
we have to turn our attention to the sun 
for the solution of our question. We find 
that the sun is now in an unusual condi- 
tion. During the whole of last year it ap- 
peared to bein a state of repose that is 
very raro, At present there are no spots 
or eruptions to be seen on the sun. It 
looks like an ocean of light undisturbed 
either by wind or storm, which is unusual. 
The sun's spots are the signs of its activity, 
they appear simultaneously with the erup- 
tions that are seen on its surface, At such 
times torrents of white-hot hydrogen, of 
magnium and of fire, are thrown up sever- 
al hundreds of thousands of miles. The 
whole of our globe could be thrown up 
from one of these apertures, and be melt- 
ed and transformed into a gaseous state, 
like a drop of water in an eruption of tna. 
These clouds of gases are so hot that they 
cannot burn, and so they fall down upon 
the surface of the sun asa fiery rain. The 
immense heat of the sun during eruptions 
could burn up over eleven milliards of tons 
of coal ina second. Sometimes the sun’s 
surface appears to be in motion, like an 
ocean cossed by a storm, sometimes it is 
quiet asthe clouds observed from above 
by the #ronaut. But even in the period 
of repose the sun emits such an awful heat 
that if our globe were to approach it, it 
would be instantly melted like wax. 


“ Now the cold and rainy summers coin- 
cide with the unusual repose of the sun. 
This coincidence does not seem to be acci- 
dental, for it appears to repeat itself peri- 
odically, just as the formation of the sun's 
spots and the eruptions are periodical. In 
1870 and 1871 the number of the sun’s 
spots was about three hundred, and there 
were several thousands of eruptions, One 
of the spots I have found to be three times 
as large os the diameter of the earth. 
Since then the number of the sun's spots 
and eruptions has regularly decreased year 
by year. The decrease goes on for 74 years, 
and then it takes 34 years to reach again its 
maximum. It is known that 1870 and 1871 
were dry and warm years. Tho last mini- 
mum of the sun’s spots and eruptions was 
in 1866 and 1867, and theac years wero 
rainy—especially 1866. The last maximum 
was in 1859 and 1860, those years being dry. 
A previous minimum was in 1856, which 
was arainy year. Apparently, then, the 
maximum périod of the sun’s spots and 
eruptions coincides with and causes dry 
and warm years; while the minimum 
means rainy and cold years, This expla- 
nation is offered only as a hypothesis, how- 
ever, for as yot positive mathematical 
proof is wanting.” 

Another French savant, Do Perville, puts 
forward this explanation in the Journal des 
Debats:—The annual apparent declination 
of the moon is not constant ; it varies from 
18 deg. 19 min. to 28 ceg. 36 min. It 
takes nine years for the moon to reach its 
maximum of declination. De Perville as- 
sorts that each period of maximum declina- 
tion is accompanied by excessive rains. 
This opinion he supports by observations 
made during seventy years. The rainy 
summers of Europe hayo always corres- 
ponded, ho says, to that position of the 
moon. This year the declination of tho 
moon is 26 deg. In 1872 and 1875, tho 
rainy yoars, it was from 26 dog. to 28 dog. 
According to this we shall have a rainy 
summer in 1885; whilo the summers of 
1881, '82, 83 and '84 shall bo dry. 

An English scientific man, Henry Ray, 
from his observations of thirty yoars past, 
makes tho following calculations =I tho 
number of a yoar is even and divisible by 
threo, then it is the middle ono of throo 
rainy and cold years. For oxample, 1860 
in an ovon numbor, divisible by 3 5 1859,

OUR NEW YORE LETTER.

New Yonx, Sept, 1, 1879. | 
A week ago the streets of New York wore | 
the weary, hot look of summer, but to-day the 
number of coupes, and occasionally « four in 
hand drag, indicate that the crowd of suminer 
loungers is returning, and fashionable women, 
miltiners and shop-keepers begin to look live- 
ly. The first autuma leaf that falls is the 
signal for this renewal of life. There have 
been more people travelling this summer than 
during any soason since 1873, and the hotel 
keepers and theatre managers, whose opinions 
are the barometer of prosperity, all agreo that 
4 good time is coming, There will be more 
marrying this fall than has been since 1869, 
and the thousands of newly-made mother-in- 
laws will congratulate themselves that they 
are riding upon the flood of tho fast-making 
tide of prospority, Thisis phenomenal, for 
the average bachelor of Gotham is becoming 
every year less and less s marrying man, 
While all other business has been at a stand- 
still, the hotels have been thriving briskly, 
particularly the down-town ones. Last week 
the Astor houso was so crowded that beds had 
to be made up in the halls and parlors. The 
Astor of old-time fame and magnificence is 
sadly altered—one side of it has been given 
over to offices, and the other is kept as the 
hotel ; but both are distinct. Ono can enter 
on Vesey street or on the Broadway side 
without interforing at all. It still retains 
some of its pristine elegance. You may break 
and divide tho hotel if you will, but a halo of 
old glory will hang round it still. So the 
Astor will alwayé have for its gueate a class of 
‘nmates who put up there as the hotel they 
have heard of from childhood, and it will also 
be more or less frequented by politicians. 
The battery and Castle Garden were years 
ogo the resort of the elite. Jenny Tind sung 
there ; so did Mario and Grisi; then it was 
the landing place of emigrants, and I can im- 
agine how desolate many poor souls have felt, 
when arriving here in a strange country, and 
sitting down on their ‘‘chist,” they looked 
around with wishful eyes on the the land they 
had come to. Bowling Green was in those 
days an aristocratic spot, andas I not long 
since stood before the-old Van Horne man- 
sion, J remember playing when a mere child, 
in the large garden back, and making myself 
sick with the apricots that grew by the gar- 
den wall. Now, it is a third-rate restaurant ! 
So on up through all Broadway; one land- 
mark after the other has disappeared. Bond 
strect and Union Square became the fashion- 
able places for residences, and the walk for 
the belles of New York was from Union 
Square to Canal street. Taylor’s saloon, on 
the corner of Franklin street and Broadway 
was the grand place of New York. Where 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel now is was an inn— 
a real country tavern—where the stages ran- 
ning to the different ferries changed horses, 
and was considered on the outskirts of town, 
On twenty-second street, near Broadway, was 
acottagein Gothic style, with gravelled 
walks and a handsome fountain in front, 
Philip Kearney lived there, the father of Gen- 
eral Philip Kearney, and as the tide of pro- 
gress moved upward, they were induced to

things. His Grace referred with satisfaction 

to the efforts being made to raise the char- 

acter of Irish butter in the foreign market, 

and spoke to the importance of an agricul- 

tural country like Ireland, where the reve- 

nue derived from land more than doubled 

that from any other source. There were 

600,000 holdings in Ireland, of which 10,000 

only were above £100 a year, only 30,000 
above £50 a year, while there were 217,000 
occupiers of innd under £8 a year, of whom 

upward 100,000 occupied mud cabins. It 

was to this class of persons he thought they 
should turn their attention, and endeavor 
to improve their status. He believed that 
the farmers of Ireland were in a much bet- 

ter condition than the farmers of England, 

for the depression was more oppressive in 

England than here, as the hcldings were 
larger and there were larger sums invested 

in them. He was told.on competent au- 
thority that if a fairly scientific, intelligent 
system of farming was adopted in Ireland 
there was a latent amount of wealth in the 
country that would amply repay all efforts 
expended on it, and that Ireland was capa- 
ble of returning more than twice its actual 
revenue at the present moment. That was 
an increase of £30,000,000 per year. He 
was glad to see there was a hope of the ro- 
vival of tho flax trade. Ho rejoiced that 
the wants of the National school teachers 
had been recognized and provided for, and 
at the success of recent examinations held 
under the Intermediate Education Act, In 
conclusion, he expressed his belief that the 
prospority of Ireland was internally connect- 
ed with the pacification of Ireland. Let law 
and order prevail, and above all, let those 
bitter national animositios which proceeded 
from religious differences be abated, and he 
would predict a future of great and exuber- 
ant prosperity for the country. 

The Archdeacon of Tuam writes to the 
London Daily Telegraph: — 

“The atate of the holders of small farms 
along the sea coast in this county, and of 
those dependent upon them, is such as must 
call forth the sympathy and help of your 
readers, were it adequately made known to 
them. The present year’s depression has 
effectually brought their affairs to a crisis. 
The sources from which they usually ob- 
tained supplies ab this season are closed 
against them , by the apprehension of ditti- 
culties tocome on classes more removed 
from want than they are. The exception- 
al lateness of this season preyents them 
from what would indeed be a most hurtful 
remedy—using their crop of potatoes while 
still immature, disease as well us fature 
want having often arisen to them from this 
source, Yet, unless some other food be 
supplied to them, Ido not see how they 
can abstain from it. Many land-owners 
who are at home to see their people's necds 
are generously supplying them, but there 
are largo districts without such supecyision, 
and the trading and professional classes 
who see their poorer neighbors’ state are 
little able to improve it. Ifthe attention 
of the Government be now directed to this 
suffering class who, ‘in huts where poor 
men lio,’ are bearing their burden in silence 
some sweet uses may be drawn from their 
adversity. But we who aro looking on 
cannot but ask for them from those to 
whom God has given the ability and the 
will a helping hand in the present distress.”

Aftor a score or more 
of years in the West India trade, during 
which she was known aga staunch vessel 
and a fast sailer, she was sold to Messrs. 
Carlins, of London, who employed her as a 
collier to take coals from Newcastle to the 
great metropolis. About the year 1525, 
more than two centuries probably from the 
dato sho was launched, she was purchased 
by Mr, George Finch Wilson, of South 
Shields. On the 17th of February, 1827, 
she was taking ao cargo of coals from 
Shiolds to Hamburg, and struck upon the 
Black Middens, a dangerousreef of rooks 
north of the mouth of the Lyne, where a 
few days afterwards sho became a total 
wreck. Her remains were eagerly pur- 
chased and innumerable snuff-boxes and 
other souvenirs wore made from tho old 
oak that been so indestructible through 
more than two hundred years.

7. ‘In the belt E, the description and area 
of homesteads and pre-emptions, and railway 
lands respectively, to be as above, and the prices 
of both pre-emptions and railway lands to be at 
the uniform rate of $1 (one dollar) per acre. 

8, ‘The terms of sale of pre-eraptlens through- 
out the several belts, B, C, D and E shall be as 
follows, viz.: Four-tenths of the purchase money, 
together with interest on tho latter, at the rate 
of 6 per cent, per annum, to be paid at the end 
of three years from the date of entry 5 the re- 
mainder to be paid in six equal annual instal: 
ments from and after the said date, with interest 
at the rate aboye mentioned, on such balance of 
the purchase money as may from time to time 
remain unpaid, to be paid with each instalment. 

9. “The terms of sale of raiiway lands to be

The Governor in Toronto. 


The reception of His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor-General and Princess Louise in To- 
ronto yesterday was most magnificent. As 
the timo approached for the arrival of the 
Vico-Regal party, one report says, the crowd 
became dense, until there was hardly room 
for the procession to pass, Lumber piles, 
fences, houses, boating sheds, cars, and in 
fact everything that could be utilized, ex- 
cepting perhaps telegraph poles, wore press- 
edinto service, and creaked beneath the 
thousands of anxious spectators, At olovon 
o'clock the special train bearing the distin- 
guished visitors steamed up the esplanade 
which was lined with an applauding multi- 
tude, and stopped amid deafening cheers at 
the foot of Lorne street, where the mem- 
bers of tho City Council and the School 
Boards, with the Lieutenant-Governor, Col. 
Gzowski, the members of the Ontario Goy- 
ernment, and others wore assembled on the 
temporary platform erected for the occasion. 
As soon as the train was signalled, the chil- 
dren started to sing ‘‘ The Campbells are 
Coming,” which they finished as the train 
stopped, the Royal Standard was at the 
same time run up and tho salute of 21 guns 
fired by the Field Battery located on the 
“esplanade.

of the ordinary supply. Statorecoipts from 
the Maino coast are of excellent quality,and 
are finding ready sale at 85 per barrel. 


Stock Surrmenrs.—Messrs, Thompson 
& Aikens, of Toronto, have shipped this 
week for London, Liverpool, Glasgow ‘and 
Bristol, from Montreal, Quebeo and Bos- 
ton, 897 head of Durham cattlo, and 4,000 
sheep, chiefly of the Cotswold and Leicos- 
tor broods. The cattle, which wore in good 
condition, were purchased at about 860 por 
head, whilo tho sheep cost 87 por head, 
This firm has shipped $710,000 worth of 
live stock for the British market since the 
beginning of January.

$1,822,674, being a decrease of $6,668,245; 
the amount paid for losses being 54.11 per 
cont. of that received for premiums, the 
corresponding rate for 1877 having been 
225-58 per cent,

The largeness of the ratio for Canadian 
companies is mainly accounted for by the 
fact of a considerable amount of losses 
incurred in 1877 having been carried over 
and paid in 1878, nearly $190,000 haying 
been thus paid by the Stadacona alone, 
while its premium receipts for 1878 were nil, 
If wo take the losses incurred in 1878 for 
the basis of comparison, the respective ratio 
came out—Canadian, 52°11 British, 47°24 ; 
and American, 59°13 ; tho total giving a 
ratio of 49°67 ; but the amount of ‘ losses 
incurred” is, of course, only an approxima- 
tion, as the ontstanding losses can in part 
bo only estimated, The statements, how- 
ever, show that the outstanding losses of 
tho British and American companies at the 
close of 1878 were unusually large, 
while those of the Canadian companics 
wero unusually small, the reverse having 
been the case at the close of 1877. 

The total net amount insured by policies 
in force in Canada at the end of 1878 was 
$409,899,701, which is less by $10,442,980 
than the corresponding amount in 1877. In

$46,314,326 ; in British companies an in- 
creaso of $18,398,425 ; and in American 
companies an increase of $17,472,923. The 
decrease for the Canadian companies arose 
mainly from the cessation of business by the 
Oonada Agricultural, the Provincial, and 
the Stadacona,which accounts for more 
than 44 millions of the decrease. 


For all the active companies there was a 

net decrease of $2,052,337, which, with the 
decrease of the three retired companies 
($44,261,991), makes up the total stated 
above. 
The losses incurred ($1,673,015) do not, 
of course, represent the total loss by fire in 
Canada in 1878, asa largo amount of in- 
surance is transacted by local companies 
which do not report to this department, 
and there is also the amount of which was 
uninsured. The superintendent is unable 
to give this year any satisfactory estimate 
of the total loss by firo in Oanada, as tho 
losses have been almost entirely sporadic 
and of unusually small amounts. 


The assets of tho eleven Canadian com- 
panies doing fire business amounted at the 
end of the year to $4,825,856, covering a 
total amount of insurance of all kinds of 
$295,462,924, being at the rate of $16.33 
for every $1,000 of insurance in force, and 
they have also a reserve of subscribed 
capital not called up, amounting to $5,740,- 
217, making a total security of $35.76 for 
every $1,000 insured. 

The report shows that for every $100 of 
promiums received there was spent on the 
Average in payment of losses $44.14, and 
in general expenses $21.95, leaving $33.91, 
for the Companies, 

As to Life Insurance, the returns show 
that there were 7 Canadian, 18 British, and 
12 American companies doing business in 
the Dominion in 1878. Thore has beon a 
considerable decroase in the total value of 
policies issued, as compared with tho pro- 
vious year ; the Canadian companies hay- 
ing fallen behind to the amount of $216,- 
002 and the American, $1,795,319, whilo 
the British companies show an incroase of 
$646,499 over the previous year ; still, 
this increase does not bring their business 
up to the level of the Canadian companies, 
which stand at the head of the list, both in 
number and amount of now polices, tho 
Canadian Companies having issued 3 285

A FRIGHTFUL DISASTER. 


EXPLOSION OF THE STEAM DOME OF 
A LAKE STEAMER, 


Three Men Killed and Eight Horri- 
bly Scaided and Burned,

Dernoir, Mich., Sept. 6.—The steamer 
Alaska, of this city, exploded her steam 
dome on Lake Erie to-day. John and 
Charles A. Stephens, engineers, and John 
Beard, fireman, are missing. It is sup- 
posed in trying to escape the hot steam, 
which instantly filled the boat, scalded 
and burned, they jumped overboard and 
sank immediately on striking the water. 
Tho wounded are Alvin S. Clark, clerk, 
scalded; William Horning, horribly 
scalded about the face and hands, and one 
eye apparently burned out ; James Clark, 
colored, of Ohatham, Ont., hands and 
face severely burned ; John Johnson, col- 
ored, Chatham, skin of face, peeled off, 
and hands and arma burned; Amos Burges, 
colored, head, hands and arms scalded ; 
Josoph Weir, colored, of Windsor, pro- 
sents the most horrible sight of all, his face 
being one mass of pulpy burned flesh, with 
skin ontirely peeled off, leaving the aurfaco 
white d apparently boiled; John Ockey, 

S. Gibson, colored, of Dotroit, 
burned on the face andarm. Tho Alaska 
was towed to Dotroit by the United States 
revenue cutter Feasenden, and the wound- 
ed woro all takento the marine hospital. 
The boat does not appear to bo injured 
groatly ns far as oxtorior appoarances go, 
but the smoke stack is riddled and things 
about tho boiler and inside tho 
room are badly shaken up.

AFTERNOON DISPATCHES. 


Lonpon, September 6.—'I ho revival of the 
American demand for British exports con- 
tinues to be ono of the principal themes of all 
the financial reviews and articles, Tho Econ- 
omist, in discussing the question in connection 
with the export of bullion, poipts out that 
there can be no doubt that business is revi- 
ying in America, but that, for the presont, it 
is not easy to say whether the American do- 
mand for British goods will spring up in time 
to take the edge off the export of bullion, 
A feature in the return of the Bank of France 
is a decline in its cash reserve. The bank is 
now selling gold coin at ono per mill premium 
for export to London for the United States. 
No returns of these sales are published, but 
it is estimated that the exports to London this 
week have been £120,000, and a further sum 
of £400,000 will leave for the United States 
by to-day’s steamer. 

The gold shipped from France for America 
since purchases commenced this season is 
estimated at 3,000,000 francs. 

‘The Economist says that all accounts respect- 
ing the operations well nigh throughout Eu- 
rope tend to prove that there will bean in. 
creasing demand for American wheat. In 
southern Russia and Roumania not more than 
half an average crop appears to haye been se- 
cured, 

The prospect of a prolonged shipment of 
gold across the Atlantic appears to be draw- 
ing near, though doubtless it will be gradual 
and in measure recouped by the supplies of 
gold drawn from the Continent. Further 
sums of American cagles have been from Eng- 

land for New York during the weck, and gold 
has been taken from the open market for the 
same quartor, but during the last fow days 
the movement has certainly slackened.

Two Ancient Forts. 


Runs or Prewumtorto Eanrawonks 1s 
rus Mronigan Woops, 


Tho Farwell (Mioh.) Register of Aug. 
16th contains tho following doscription of 
tho romaina of two ancient forts on Riflo 
river in that state: ‘Thoro aro two of 
thoso forts, and an examination of the 
upper one, which is situated ona high 


bank near the river, and about twenty-Hve 
feot above the water, showod tho inclosure 
to bo regular inform, round or rather 


oblong, tho longost distance being north 
and south. Tho works consist of a ditch 
and earth ombankmont, which was found 
to bo about five hundred and twenty feot 
in ciroumference, and about five foot from 
the bottom of the trench to the top of tho 
ombankmont, which appeara to have been 
greatly reduced in height by exposure to 
tho elements. Inside the embankment 
tho ground is very level, save where troos 
grow, and thero have boen some largo ones, 
Thoro are four entrances to this inclosure, 
one facing each of the cardinal points of 
tho compass, Theso entrances or gate- 
ways are about wide onough to admit tho 
oassage of a wagon, Inatead of tho troach 
Boing completed around the entrance, and 
bridging tho same it terminates on each 
side of the passage-way, whero a narrow 
strip of ground appears not to have been 
disturbod, These openings were undoubt- 
edly protected by gates. On top of the 
embankment was a rampart of logs with 
a palisade. There can scarce be any doubt 
of this, as the remains of charred wood are 
found in different parts of the ombank- 
ment, On the right hand side of each 
passage-way leading out of the embankment 
is higher than in other places, About eight 

ears ago the pine timber hero was cut off. 
By counting the rings, or yearly growth,on 
4 pine stump which stood on the embank- 
mont, it was found to contain 264, which, 
together with tho eight years since the tree 
was cut, makes this work at loast 272 years 
old—long before tho days of the Jesuit mis- 
sionaries. or tho first whites that history 
records, which was inthe year 1641—238 
years ago, Thus it will be seen that the 
date of this work anterior to the first por- 
manont English settlement upon the Ameri- 
can continent, and about the days of Queen 
Elizabeth of England. The timber that 
now stands within the surroundings has 
grown since tho orection of this fortifica- 
tion ; for the trees found within this en- 
closure and those surrounding appear to be 
of about the same general size and age. 
Withinabout60 rods, overlooking this work, 
are situated hills that rise, porhaps 100 feet 
above the surroundin showing that the 
builders of the defense did not expect ar- 
tillery to be used against it, The other 
fort, which is the larger of the two is situ- 
ated three miles further down the river, 
and is much more imposing and impressive

“The Lurgan Riots, 


Cause of the Fight—The Results 
of Oonflict—Hxciting incidents. 


Tho disturbances in Lugan, which wero 
commenced on Lady Day, were ronowed 
tho day after. Wo give the second day's 
riot which wo take from tho Belfast MWeek~ 
ly News, the organ of the opposing party ; 

The disturbances, which were commenced 
on Lady Day by tho Home Rulers in Lur- 
gan were renowed again noxt evening, and 
for several hours Edward strect and tho 
principal throughfares adjoining were the 
scene of most serious and determined riot- 
ing on the part of the Roman Catholics, 
The greatest excitement prevailed, and the 
inhabitants were much terrified by tho 
riotous behavior of the mob, The remain 
ofthe unfortunate lad Furley, who was 
shot on Friday, were interred in tho 
Roman Catholic Cemetery. A large num- 
ber were present, and everything in con- 
nection therewith passed off quietly. A 
number of Home Rulers and Nationalists 


gathered in from the country districts dur- 
ing the day, and many of these, as far as 
can be ascertained, romained iu town dur- 
ing the night. Up till dusk there were no 
signs that any disturbance would take place, 
but as darkness wore on groups of grown 
up boys and men began to assemble in Ed- 
ward street, and at the corners of streeta 
occupied by Roman Catholics. Ina short 
time these groups amalgamated at Brown 
streot, and began to throw stones at houses 
occupied by Protestants, Without the 
slightest provocation several houses in Ed- 
ward street, between Hill street and John 
street, were wrecked, 

Another Roman Catholic mobcollectad at 
the Junction of Shankill street and Edward 
street, and conducted themselves in the 
most riotous manner, A small numbor of

Protestants collected in self-defence, and 
stones were eventually interchanged. The 
Catholic mob then proceeded to Hill street 
and were going up that street indulging in 
party cries when they were met by the 
Protestant party and sent back into Ed- 
ward street. Shortly afterwards. a mob 
from Arthur street attacked the windows 
of a widow named Mrs. Smith, a widow 
who keeps a public house, and a general 
stato of disorder prevailed, and the Catho- 
lics wrecked whatever houses they found 
occupied by those differing from them in 
Edward street. The ery establishment 
of a Protestant named Robert Nicholson, 
situated at the corner of Shankill and Ed- 
ward streets, was wrecked from top to 
bottom. The violence of the mob did not 
satisfy itself with throwing stones at the 
glass which was exposed, but they tore off

being left. 


The rioters also went upon plunder, aud 
took some grocery goods and a sum of 35s 
which was pine in the till. The house of 
another Protestant named Mr. Samuel 
Taylor, baker, was also treated in a similar 
manner, the windows being smashed, but 
no goods were taken out of the establish- 
ment, as the two-owt bags of flour piled on 
the floor were perhaps rather heavy to carry 
away easily. The furniture in both houses 
wasinjured. The police, when this was 
going on, charged the mob several times as 
well as they could doin the darkness, but 
on hearing them the rioters disappeared 
down by streets or into houses, Repeated 
charges were made, but to no effect, The 
mob continued to act in the same lawless 
and excited manner, firing at times regular 
volleys from firearms and throwing s.ones. 
During the riotous proceedings the house 
of one of the most inoffensive men in the 
town, Scripture reader, named David 
Evans, who is at present in a delicate state 
of health, was wrecked. The police Carrack 
also suffered, three windows being broken 
init. Towards midnight the Catholic mob 
threw stones at the gate lodge of the re- 
spected agent of Lord Lurgan, Mr. John 
Handcock, J. P. No one is resident in 
the lodge at the present time, but beyond 
breaking the panesin the gable siding, 
Edward street, the rioters did not do 
further damage. This lodge is the last 
building on the one side of the street, and 
the mob then retraced their steps and re- 
newed their attack on those houses which 
remained intact in Edward street. 


While all this was going on the Protes- 
tant party in Hill street, who never were in 
large numbers, remained principally on the 
defensive, and they only came in contact 
once withthe Catholic mob. That was 
when an attempt was made by them to pro- 
ceed up that street, in which the houses 
aro almost all occupied by Protestants. The 
windows of three Roman Catholics were 
broken, About half-past twelve o'clock 
matters began to improve— if such a word 
can be employed—and the rioting became 
less serious,simply because the rowdies who 
held the streets for such a lengthened time 
had left little more work in the shapo of 
wrecking houses to be done, there being 
scarcely a Protestant house in the lower 
end of Edward streot and some of the ad- 
joining streets which has not auffered. To 
show the persistency of the attacks made on 
the houses of the Protestants it might be 
stated that one dwelling-house has no fow- 
er than thirty-one panes broken. When the 
rioting was proceeding a Roman Oatholic 
named Thomas Rowan, a weaver, residing 
in Shankhill street, had his right hand 
blown off by some explosive, or the burst- 
ing of some weapon. It has not yet been 
explained how he received the injury, but 
ho was taken to the union hospital, whero 
ho was attended to. After matters had 
quioted the police patrolled the district,and 
shortly aftor the peace of tho town was 
restored. 

‘The disorder which prevailed has scarce- 
ly over beon equalled in Lurgan. ‘Tho exact 
nature of tho damago was not known until 
daybreak, It only then became known 
how genoral had boon tho wrecking. The 
uppor end of Edward astroot and the streots 
adjoining from Shankill streot down, re 
nonted tho appearanco of 4 little town that 
had withstood a sioge. Tho atreots wore 
thickly stro vith stones, and these 
must have boon carried from a distance, as 
somo of the missiles lying on tho road-way 
wer) stonos such as would bo found in a 
fiold. A bag wan picked up in which it is 
supposed stonos wore carried. Tho tte 
was visited by o considerable numbor o! 
renpoctablo inhabitants belonging to other 
portions of tho town, and great surpriso 
was oxproased nt tho extent of tho dopro- 
dation, Mr, Nicholson, whoso shop, at tho

was broken open and his goods stolen, has, 
in consequence of the disgraceful treatmont 
to which his house and goods were subject- 
ed by the mob, been obliged to to leave the 
dangerous position which he occupied in 
tho very midst of the Pound and tako a 
shop clsewhore, 

Tho bad feeling which prevailed in Lur- 
gan appears to havo spread to the country, 
for on Saturday night a disgraceful out. 
rage wes perepetrated on an inoffensive 
Protestant named Dayid Corner, in the 
townland of Derrytrasna, in the district 
known as the Montiaghs, about six miles 
from Lurgan. It seems that Corner and 
two or three others were proceeding 
homeward to the Bannfoot, with horses 
and carts, when a mob of about 100 person 
attacked them, Corner’s companions suc- 
ceeded in escaping, but ho was not so for- 
tunate, as ho was soverely kicked and beat- 
en and his horse killed. “Nono of the pre- 
lrfrcstae of the outrage hayo been arrest- 


The owners of tho houses which were 
maliciously damaged in Lurgan applied for 
compensation to the amount of 5 9s., 
and it was expected that other claims 
would be made.

A Stony Tar 1s Cavcutatep To Make One

during his term at college he was. one night

Customs Rerort at Winnirzc.—The

Navioation Rures.—A now code of in-

The 
Katie, which had beon (according to the 
statement of her sailing master and crew) 
about 5600 yards behind, passed hor dis- 
abled competitor, and the Gracie secured 
third prize.

I prosonted my idoato Dr, F, E. Engle- 
hardt, of Syracuse, who, as most of you 
probably know, is ono of those accom- 
Pane chemists for which Gormany, his 
athorland, is #0 celebrated. Ho was 
fayorablo impreased with tho suggestion 
and tho value which would bo likely to ro- 
sult from a series of oxporiments in that 
direction, and very generously offered to 
join me in carrying out, and to donate his 
time and servicos without compensation, 
and in the same gonerous way the Ameri- 
can and Excelsior salt companies placed 
their laboratory, with all its contents, at 
our command, even sont Dr, Englehardt to 
collect such samples as he could obtain, and 
we went to work,—Dr, Englheardt giving 
personal supervision to all the work and 
doing most of it with his own hands, Wo 
have mado over fifty experiments in digest- 
ing cheese and nearly as many analyses, 
besides a number of experiments with but- 
ter, devoting all the time wo could pos- 
sible spare during the year, and including 
in our work every variety of choose we 
could find in tho markets of New York and 
olsewhore, 


I have constructed out of these oxperi- 
monts atablein which thero is a brief dos- 
cription of each variety of cheese treated, 
with an analysis showing the wator, fat, 
casein and ash it contained, with brief 
remarks upon the digested product. The 
points which the experiments haye de- 
veloped are :— 

_1, That tho most thoroughly cured cheese 
digest the soonest and moat perfectly, That 
cheese from threo to sixty days old not only 
digest more slowly than older cheese, but 
so much more imperfectly as to occasion a 
serious loss of food in their uso ; besides, as 
we know, they affect health unfavorably, 

2. That where other conditions aro equal, 
tha rapidity and complotenoss of choese di- 
gestion is in proportion to the amount of fat 
the cheese contains. Tho fact has appear- 
ed so invariably, that skimming is always 
betrayed in the digestion, and enables the 
experimenter to make a closer prediction of 
the percent. of fat the analysis of tho 
choeso will show. 

3. That the less the natural action of ren- 
net in ripening curd and converting it into 
cheese, is allowed tobe impeded by the 
peeenes of acid, the easier will the cheese 

igeat and the more nutriment will it yield. 
This has appeared as a striking fact running 
through all our observations, And it has 
seemed to matter little whothor the intor- 
fering acid was developed in the whey in 
which the curd was kept lying, or whether 
it was derived from an excess of whey ro- 
maining unextracted in the pressed curd.

England manofacturing towns w: i 
Atlantic Monthly: ps iaiphie 
Many hundreds of the older operatives, 
especially foroignors,of two or throe nation- 
alities, wore reading a papor which is do. 
voted to the liberation of the working peo- 
ple of America, Its principal literary at- 
traction at this time was a very long sorial 
story of the overthrow of the republic in 
1880, This is written as if the events 
which form the subject of the narrative 
had already occurred. It introduces Gen- 
eral Grant as dictator, and describes ela- 
borately the charactor ond effoots of tha 
terrible despotiam which he establishes, in 
that year, upon the ruins of popular goy- 
ernment. He ‘‘suppreascs Congreas,”” 
scizos New York city at the head of an 
armed force and by the assistance of the 
capitalists or ‘money power” of the coun- 
try, and is about to mako himself emperor, 
when the working-people riso in arms, 
under the direction of a nameless leader, 
“aman with the oxecative intellect of 
Cwsar, Napoleon, and Bismarck, and the 
lofty impulses of Leonidas, Cincinnatus, 
and Washington.” (Tocontinue the des- 
cription of this personage, “he was a man 
of huge bulk and brawn, His head was 
the size and shape of Danicl Webster's, 
whom he greatly resembled, exceptin be- 
ing of the blonde type, His awful gray 
eyes had a power in them far beyond that 
of the orbs of the indolent Webster.”) 
Tho workingmen, soldiers of the new re- 
yolution, are instructed by this hero to 
supply their own needs from the abundant 
stores of their neighbors, giving them ro- 
ceipts in the name of the revolution for the 
property thus forcibly appropriated. They 
accordingly seize the national banks, and 
help themselves to as much money as they 
desire, This story was read with deep in- 
terest by many of the older operatives, es- 
pecially those who were interested in labor 
reform.

King Theebaw’s Troops. 


A PRETTY PARADE OF PRACTICALLY USELESS 
TEROOFS. 

Mandaly Correspondence London Telegraph. 

A review of the garrison is generally held 
about once a month, and I had an opportu- 
nity recently of witnessing the parade of 
some five thousand ‘troops. The majority 
of the men were attired in red tunics with 
yellow or green facings, and black trousers 
with a yellow stripe reaching about half way 
down their calves. But the red stuff got 
apparently exhausted, so every now and 
then a magneta-clad warrior emerged. 
After every regiment followed five small 
brass guns, each drawn bya couple of men, 
with rather neat carriage and equipments. 
Then came one hundred and fifty troops 
without arms, butin uniform, and carry- 
ing buckets and baskets, which were sup- 


by the government; that the government 
ought not to interfere for the collection of 
debts between indiviouals, but that the 
payments of debts should be left entirely 
to the honor of the debtor, There should 
be an income tax on all incomes aboye one 
thousand dollars, growing heavier for larg- 
ersums. Eight hours labor should be a 
legal day’s work, and the Senate of the 
United States should be abolished. Re- 
cently the paper has devoted much spaceto 
the advocacy of the right of the people to 
free travel, the government should own 
the railways, and tax ‘capitalists to obtain 
means for operating them, and people who 
do not wish to pay fares should be permit- 
ted to ride free. This paper has a large 
circulation among operatives, miners and 
city mechanics in nearly all parts of the 
country. It isa large sheet, and is conduct- 
ed with much ability. It always contains 
two or three serial stories by popular writ- 
ers, which are designed to “float” the 
heavier articles devoted to the propagation 
of the doctrines of the agitators, who seek 
to establish a universal, international sov- 
ereignity of workingmen upon principles 
and methods which contradict and oppose 
every essential of civilization. The tone 
and spirit of the paper are indescribably 
bitter, and expressive of intense hostility 
against the possessora of property and cul- 
ture. It represents capitalists as a class of 
cruel and inhuman oppressors, and in- 
structs the working people that the time 
is at hand for them to seize the rights of 
which they have been so long deprived. 
All its teaching is opposed to the spirit and 
principle of nationality, and tends, so far 
as it has any effect, to produce social and 
political disintegration. 


Persecution of Protestants in 
Spain. 


Cases of porsecution of Protestants in 
Spain are multiplying. ‘lwo agents of the 
Evangelical Continental Society are on trial 
—‘‘the one for burying person, at the 
request of the relations,in a cometery which 
the priests claim as their exclusive pro- 
porty ; the other for holding meetings in a 
village to which he had been invited.” The 
latter has been twice condemned to im- 
prisonment and fine on this charge, and is 
now awaiting the result of an appeal to the 
Supreme Oourt. Figueras, an evangelist, 
was thrust into a dungeon for two days for 
holding a village service near Vigo, Two 
of Mr. Spurgeon’s former students were 
assailed with stones,at the open instigation 
of the priest, as they were returning from 
a village where they had been preaching. 
At Camunas the authorities of the village 
seem to have decided on driving out all 
religious teachers, aay have put the 
priest to flight, and the Protestant pastor 
is ordered to leave, on pain of death. The 
latter, the Rev. F.M. Astray, wrote to 
Paster Fliedner, in Madrid : 

“ Last night a deputation came to my 
house, and in the name of a numerous 
mocting of thuae who are not Catholics,and 
many of whom haye called thomselyes our 
friends, communicated to mo the resolution 
they had formed of making me at once 
leave Camunas, for tho sake of tho poaco 
and quietness of the village, and that, if I 
did not do #0, they wore doterminod to re- 
sort to any kind of measures in order to 
make mo. I asked them if it wero my 
porson they wanted to destroy,or tho causo 
for which I was working. Thoy answered 
that, poraonally, I was liked and eatoomed; 
but that what they wished to dostroy was 
tho Protestant causo ; and had aworn to do 
ao, whatever moans thoy used. I replied 
that this they could not kill ; that, if the 
gonoral hatred had beon directed against 
mo, 1 would haye bogged for anothor min- 
inter to bo put in my place, and would then

‘The cavrlry were composed of a troop of 
lancers and the celebrated Kathsy Light 
Horse, some of whom carried short car- 
bines. Horses in Burmah are seldom more 
than thirteen hands high, so that a cavalry 
show can never be very impnsing, ospeci- 
ally m these parts, where there is rarely a 
sufficiency of fodder. But the meagreness 
and emaciation of those hapless ponies 
must haye been seen to be believed. Hard- 
ly one would have fetched more than five 
rupees in the local market, 


Tho artillery were the next in order. 
They included some thirty more of the light 
brass guns and an elephant battery, each 
elephant carrying a small culyerin on each 
side, not much larger thanan ordinary 
blunder buss. A man sat in a howdah be- 
tween them, but it was not apparent how 
he intended to fire. Lastly, the rear was 
brought up by a magnificent procession of 
elephants, sixty-five in number, There was 
absolutely nothing martial about the troops. 
With the exception of one regiment, the 
Marine Light Infantry, which is drilled 
with some care by a resident Italian, and 
which made an attempt at keeping in step 
and order,the men struggled along anyhow, 
running or walking, kept within the ranks 
only by a vigorous use of bamboo from the 
sergeants, and holding their weapons as 
they liked. Their course led them around 
the city moat, and from our outlook, being 
at the corner of one of the walls, we had a 
capital view to each extremity. The whole 
coup dail was marvellously pretty. In the 
immediate fore-ground was the city wall, 
machicollated from end to end, with a gild- 
ed multiple roof marking each one of the 
gates, the golden spire of the palace gleam- 
ing away to the north, and the broad and 
tranquil waters of the moat sparkling here 
and there among tho lilies. The wide, level 
road which lay along the banks was throng- 
ed with the variegated soldiery of the 
“King of Glory.”” 

Heavy rain had fallen most opportunely 
the night before, and there was no dust to 
obscure the spectacle or their own resplen- 
dent habiliments. Before each regiment 
marched a huge elephant bestridden by the 
Colonel of the corps, dressed in a green yel- 
vot jacket, slashed with gold, and a red 
silk waistcloth. He was followed by a body 
of pages in fancy dress ; all the officers 
wearing the national costume and being at- 
tended with huge umbrellas, gold or red or 
blue or brown, If you watched the pro- 
ceasion at a point some threo hundred yards 
beyond where it passed you, the varied col- 
ora lost their discordance and glare, the 
whole mass seemed to acquire some precision 
of movement and shapo, and yet was 80 
theatrical and fantastic that you half ox- 
pected to seo the blue remote background 
of the Shan hills slowly divide, revealing 
some , gorgeous transformation scene, 
Though the whole force was supposed to be 
in complete marching order, ammunition 
pouches formed nopaNe of their equipment ;

Some Odd Customs, 


A KING WHO GIVES AWAY 1113 WEIGHT IN 
AND HAS A COSTLY BATHTUB. 


According to the Saturday Review, there 
are two remarkable ceremonies performed by 
the Kings of Travancore called ‘*Tulapura- 
sha Danam”’ and “Hiranya Garbha Danam.” 
At tho first, which signifies the “gift of the 
weighing of a man,” the reigning Prince 
weighs his august person against ingots and 
coins of refined gold, and afterwards distri- 
butes the said gold to pious and learned Brah- 
mins, The ceremony lasts more than a week. 
Tho Maharajah shaves and bathes, is anointed 
with water of a reddish hue, goés through 
many tedious rites, and finally, after present- 
ing the Pagoda with a bull clepbant, takes 
the sword and shield of state and gets into 
one scale, while the opposite scalo ia filled 
with gold coins and ingots until it fairly lifts 
the royal person into the air. The whole 
expenditure on such occasions, including the 
gold, the travelling expenses of the chiefs, 
the feasting of Brahmins and the erection 
of the temporary sheds, has amounted to 
about £16,000, Fanatical partisans of com- 
petitive examinations may like to know that 
certain Brahmins who ‘‘pass’’ in the Vedas 
and Shastas obtain extra allowances of gold, 
and the great Pundits and Vaidiks in this 
way get much larger quantities. It is, how- 
ever, humiliating to reflect that the Mahara- 
jah is allowed to make discretionary pa; 
ments to privileged families and to friends 
and dependents, and can thus put some check 
on the pedants and doctrinaries. It is also 
consoling to learn that humbler individuals 
economically inclined can weigh themselves 
against costly substance,such as sugar, treacle, 
sandalwood, pepper and plantains. The Hi- 
ranya Garbha, or ‘‘ Womb of Gold, ” ia more 
simple, A huge vessel, in form like the lo- 
tus, is made of pure gold, ten feet in height 
and eight feet in circumference. This is half 
filled with water, ghee and milk ; and the 
King, decending into it from the top by 
means of a beautiful ladder expressly made 
for tho occasion, takes a dip, performs his de- 
votions in this purifying mixture, and has 
Vedio hymns chanted over him. The core- 
mony lasts about ten minutes, instead of eight 
daye, but it may cost about £14,000, The first 
ceremony was performed by the maternal 
uncles of the eee Maharjoh in 1829 and 
1850, and he himself went through it in the 
tenth year of his reign, when he was thirty- 
eight years old. 


Ruesian Tyranny. 

The state of affairs in Russia is not only 
continuously but increasingly bad. Incen- 
diarism seem to be the order of the day,and 
burglaries and assassinations, which are 
numerous, are all affiliated upon the Nihil- 
ists. The Government meanwhilo is re- 
populating Siberia with so-called political 
offenders, who for the most partare generally 
suspected persons, Three weeks ago the 

lace of the Kremlin at Moscow was set on 

re in broad daylight, a wooden staircase 
having been saturated with petroloum. The 
flames were extinguished in five hours, but 
the damage is considerable. Red flags were 
displayed on the church towers, and tocsin 
was sounded, and the whole population rush- 
ed to the rescue, but the palace, which is 
probably the richest in the world, and the 
pride of Muscoyites in general, was only 
saved by fee exertions. Incendiarism 
provails in Russia toa vast extent. The 
Minister of the Interior has reported that 
there were 3,501 fires in June, and esti- 
mates the loss from damage to property at 
over 12,000 roubles, which amounts to 
nearly $9,000,600. It is lamentable that 
the social condition of Russia, under a sov- 
ereignof acknowledged liberal principles, 
should be sodebased as it is at present.

Dominion Lands for the Pur- 
poses of the Canadian 
Pacific Batlway. 


Deranraent oF THe INTanton, 

on Ottawa, July 9th, 1879. 
“Public notice ix hereby given, that the fol 
lowing regula! ‘are promulgated ax governing 
the moleof disposing of the Dominfon Lands 
pituate within 110 (one hundred and ton) miles

1. “Until

of 160 acrea each, but no other entries will, as at 
present, be permitted. 

12. “Claims to Dominion lands arising from 
settlement, after the date hereof, in territory. un- 
surveyed at the time of such settlement, and 
which may be embraced within the limits affect- 
ed by the above policy, or by the extension there- 
of in the future over additional territory, will be 
ultimately dealt with in accordance with the 
terms prescribed above for the lands in the parti- 
cular belt in which such settlement may be found 
to be situated. 

13, ‘All entries after the date hereof of unoc- 
cupied lands in the Saskatchewan Agency, will 
be considered as provisional until the railway 
line through that part of the territories has been 
located, after which the same will be finally dis- 
posed of in accordance with the nbove regula~ 
tions, as the «ame may apply to the particular 
belt in which such lands may be found to be 
situated. 

14, ‘ The above regulations it will, of course, 
be understood will not affect sections 11 and 29 
which are public school lands, or sections 8 an 
26, Hudson's Bay Company lands.

The Lake Huron Gale. 


DETENTION OF STKAMERS AND BAD LOSS OF 
uyE. 
Sovrnamrton, Sept. 5, 
The galo on Wednesday night and 
Thursday morning was one of the woist 
felt along the coast for years. Tho storm 
signal was hoisted on Wednesday evening, 
and the barometical indications were so un 
promising that Captain Symes, of the 
steamor Manitoba, of the Sarnia line, hesi- 
tated for somo timé whether to leave on 
his trip up the lake or not. Hor sailed, 
however, about six p.m., hoping to reach 
the Duck Islands before the» weather © be- 
came too rough. As will presenti 
ear, he was mistaken in his calculation, 
he Quebec, of tho samo litie, on her way 
down had thick weather nearly all the “way 
down from Sault Ste, Marie, where she la: 
up on Tuesday night. The wind fell, how- 
ever, towards Thursday morning, and as 
the fog prevented Capt. Anderson from 
seeing the Southampton lights, he made up 
his mind, after repeated soundin; , ‘to lie 
to and await cither the break of day or the 
clearing up of the weather. He had barely 
arrived at this determination when the 
aquall struck the Quebec with terrific farce 
about three in the morning, though’ a few 
minutes before the water was as smooth as 
as mill-pond, so perfect had been the lull. 
Unable to make out the harbor, and afraid 
to riak his vessel on a lee shore in such a 
gale, the Captain resolved to make for 
Sarnia direct, but the vessel rolled so much 
in the trough of the sea that he was con- 
strained to head her for the Michigan shore, 
with enough steam on to keep herhead to 
the wind. As soon as the harbor of South- 
ampton could be made out, the Quebec was 
put about, taken inside of the break-water, 
and moored in lee of Chantry Island, where 
she lay exactly twenty-four hours before 
she could venture out. By the time the 
Quebec was in a place of safety the Manitoba 
was sighted some miles to windward, mak- 
ing for the harbor which she had left 
twelve hours before. Her progress was 
watched with the dee) anxiety from 
both the shore and the , the crew and 
passengers of which cheered heartily as she 
swung alongside in the shelter of the break- 
water. The seaworthiness of the Manitoba 
and the seamanship of her officers had been 
yet thoroughly tested during her run 
ack. She was so heavily laden that even 
with the help of a sail to steady her she 
steered badly in the swell, which tossed 
her to such an extent that very, often one 
paddle-wheel, and occasionally both, were 
seen revolving in the air instead of the 
water. It is needless to say that the pas- 
sengers of both steamers were thoroughly 
sea-sick before reaching shelter.

Captain Symes 
took his place in the stern to steer,and her 
crew was made up as follows : John Byers, 
first mate of the Manitoba. Elgin Belyea, 
first mate of the Quebec ; Samuel McClel- 
land, James, Marray, and Daniel ae 
steward, purser, and watchman ively 
of the Manitoba ; and Ross Lambert,son of 
the lighthouse-keeper on Chantry Island. 
The yawl mado her way with considerable 
difficulty across the wind, keeping more 
than a mile from shore, and after running 
about two miles down the harbor she was 
headed | for the vessel,which was by this 
time grounded near shore. The breakers, 
however, proved too much «for the boat, 
which was almost imwnediately overturned, 
and the seyen men, weighed down with 
heavy clothing, were in imminent danger of 
perishing. By dint of great exertion the 
captain and the mates succeeded in getting 
themselves and the others to the boat, 
which was afterwards overturned three 
times during their desperate run for shore, 
where many of the people of Southampton 
and Port Elgin were waiting to render 
what assistance might be possible. Before 
the boat was righted for the last time Lam- 
bert was separated from the others, with a 

ir of oars, and Murray was seen to sink 
in utter exhaustion. Lambert, ‘after float- 
ing shoreward for some time, threw up his 
arms and also sank torise no ‘more. | he 
steward and watchman were seated in the 
boat, and with the captain swimming at the 
bow and the two mates in the water Can 
the yaw] was kept upright with her hi 
towards shore, which was reachod not a 
moment too soon for the almost exha 
sailors, Strange to say, thoso on board 
the stranded vessel mado their way Bae 
to shore on rafts made of the lumber whic! 
formed her cargo, 80 that the only lives 
lost were those of their would-be rescuers. 
Tho loss of the purser of the Manitoba was 
telegraphed to the manager of the Sarnia 
line as soon as possible, and his instrustions 
worn to apare no expense to find tho body, 
which at latest accounts had not come to 
shore.

7, ‘In the belt E, the description and areca 
of homesteads and pro-emptions, and railway 
lands respectively, to be as above, and the prices 
of both pre-emptions and railway lands to be at 
the uniform rate of $1 (one dollar) per acre. 

8, ‘The terms of sale of pre-emptions throngh- 
out the several belts, B, C, D and E shall be aa 
follows, viz.: Four-tenths of the purchase money, 
together with interest on the latter, at the rate 
of 6 per cent, per annum, to be pate at the end 
of three years from the date of entry ; the re- 
mainder to be paid in six equal annual instal 
ments from and after the said date, with interest 
at the rate aboye mentioned, on such balance of 
the purchase money as may from time to time 
remain unpaid, to be paid with each instalment.

terms presoribed above for the lands in the parti- 
cular belt in which such settlement may be found 
to be situated. 

13, ‘* All entries after the date hereof of unoc- 
cupied lands in the Saskatchewan Agency, will 
be considered as proyisional until the rail 
line through that part of the territories has b 
located, after which the same will be finally dis- 
posed of in accordance with the above regula- 
tions, as the same aa apply to the particular 
belt in which such lands may be found to be 
situated. 

14. ‘ The above regulations it will, of course, 
be understood will not affect sections 11 and 29, 
which are public school lands, or sections 8 and 
26, Hudson's Bay Company lands.

The Wniting ‘Telegraph 


DESORILTION OF MR. COWPER'S INTERESTING 
INVENTION, 


(From the London Times.) 


The ingenious writing telegraph invented 
by Mr. KE. A Cowper, U.E., is to be exhibit- 
od at the conversasione of the British Asso- 
ciation at Sheffield. Before noticing the 
results of its working it will be desirable to 
describo the apparatus in general terms, 
We may promise that the invention en- 
ables a person to writo at a distant station 
many miles away, just as though he wore 
presont there himself, without requiring 
the use of any special signals, codes, or 
signs, (to spell each letter as in now’ tho 
practice,) and without the assistance of ny 
persons to translate the signals as re f 
The apparatus consists of a transmitting 
and a recording instrument, placed in 
electrical communication, one being at one 
station and one at anothe At least, this 
is the arrangement at present under ‘trial, 
but in carrying it out practically, which ix 
now being done, there will be a combined 
transmitting ond receiving instrument at 
cach station, so that messages can bo trans- 
mitted in either direction, which at present 
they cannot be The principal of the in- 
vention consists in communicating at all 
times io a writing-pon placed in the record- 
ing instrument the exact position of a pen. 
cil used by the operator at the transmitting 
instrument throngh two line wires. In 
other words, it means that the latitude and 
longitude of the pencil are continually 
given, the vertal position of the pencil 
being communicated by one wire and its 
horizontal position by the other. The pen- 
cil has two light contact rods joined to it, 
and one of these glides over the edges of a 
series of contact-plates, having yarious re- 
sistances interposed between them and 
the line wire. The second rod slides over 
a second set of similar plates connected to 
the other wire, and at the receiving instru- 
ment each of these wircs actuates ita own 
needle. These two needles, which are 
placed at right angles to each other, and 
are provided with light springs, are so ar- 
ranged that they actnate a writing-pen, to 
which ink is instantly supplied. This 
pen moves up or down and backward or 
forward in exact obedience to the motions 
of the pencil, which is guided by the op- 
erator at the transmitting instrament. The 
message is written by the sender on a strip 
or riband of paper,which passed under his 
hand, being unwound by clock-work. The 
message—which is literally writen by him 
at the receiving station—is prcduced by 
the pen there on a slightly smaller scale 
than in the pencil original, and upon a 
smallér riband paper, moyed under thepen, 
also by lockwork. The message, when com- 
pleted ut the receiying station, is cut off 
and sent to its destination, while that at 
the transmitting end can be preserved as a 
record, This appratus, which is in every 
respect a perfect writing telegraph has late- 
ly been brought thoroughly under the test 
of practical experience on the South-west- 
ern Railway, and baa been working be- 
tween the Waterloo and Woking Stations, 
a distance of 264 miles. The receiving in- 
strument is placed at the former and the 
transmitting instrument at the latter 
station, and messages have been transmit- 
ted for practice as well as the regular line 
messages, which were presented during the 
time the new apparatus was at work. 
Various distances have been worked 
through, requiring only a few cells more or 
less in the patteries to accominodate the 
power ofthe work. Thus the simple dis- 
tance of 264 miles to Woking has always 
been worked through, but on somo days 
resisting coil; wire to make up 624 miles, 
and on a, tae have been added 
to increase the-Werk the apparatus had to 
do, In every case the writing has been 
good and perfectly legible, and the work- 
ing of the apparatus in every way satisfac- 
tory. It is fownd that the induction of the 
other telegraph wires in no way interfered 
with the working of the writing telegraph. 
It could not be perceived when a message 
was being written, and when the instru- 
ment was standing and the pen drawing a 
straight line, induction was only feebly in- 
dicated by a very slight unsteadiness in the 
line, which yaried in thickness at times 
about one half. The invention is finding 
favor with practical men, and the new 
double instrument, we understand, will 


shortly be at work. g

Unfair Discrimination. 


Our article condemnatory of the action 
of tho managers of tho Belleville and North 
Hastings Railway in not allowing their 
trains te stop at the stations in Huntingdon 
has called forth a reply from Mr, Bickford, 
the Managing Director. Mr, Bickford 
straightforwardly acknowledges his respon- 
sibility for the action complained of, and 
places his side of the case before the public. 
Wo cannot sce that he affords a reasonable 
defence of his objectionable course by the 
reasons which he assigns for it. Whon 
Mr. Bickford bases his chief claims on so- 
called promises of leading men in Hunting- 
don, at the inception of the road, he can 
scarcely be aware that when Mr, Pardee 
got the charter, the community were in- 
formed that he would build the road with- 
out any bonus, and that the obtaining of 
bonuses was an after consideration, 

Wo think it has been stated in court, 
that those bonuses were to have been put 
to tho credit of Mr. Lloyd, as an offset to 
the advances made Mr, Pardee, 

The Belleville bonus was principally 
given to secure the erection of furnaces in 
Belleville by so experienced an Iron Mas- 
ter as Mr. Pardee, whose means at that 
time were almost unlimited. Had he, on 
commencing to operate the line, not passed 
by the Huntingdon stations,and submitted 
a By-law to the people, the bonus might 
probably have been voted, and Mr. Bick- 
ford and his associates would not have had 
to lament a loss so great as $750 per 
month. But the people of Huntingdon 
quite naturally resented the attempt to 
force them into voting a bonus by the 
refusal to allow them to use, by paying 
for the privilege, the road which they had, 
already aided. © 

Now that the Grand Trunk is to operate 
the road for a year, we haye no doubt that 
the discrimination will be dono-away-with, 
and that trains will hereafter stop at oll 
stations.

The Massacre in Afghanistan, 


The news of the massacre of the British 
Resident and suite at Oabul by a mob com- 
posed of revolting soldiers of the Afghan 
army and street ruflians, has been received 
with much regret throughout the world. 
The inmates of tho British Residency de- 
fended thomselves with true British valor, 
and their lives were dearly purchased by 
their murderers, of whose associates four 
hundred were slain by the small party who 
were there besieged. The public voice of 
Britain demands stern retribution on the 
perpetrators of this monstrous act, and 
troops are already on the march for that 
purpose, although so many difficulties lie 
in their pathway that some time must ue- 
cessarily elapse before they can reach their 
goal, 

The chief of the British Embassy, who 
has thus been treacherously cut off in the 
height of his usefulness, was Major Sir P. 
L. N. Cayagnari, who conducted all the 
negotiations with the Afghans previous to 
and during the late war, He was knighted 
for the distinouished services therein ren- 
dered,and was appointed ambassador to the 
Atghan Court, which position he had filled 
for but a brief period. The following sketch 
of his career is given by a contemporary:— 

“The bearer of the formidable foreign name 
Pierre Louis Napoleon Cavagnari is an Eng- 
lishman by birth and education, and is the 
officer whose name has been most prominent 
in the Afghan negotiations and who success- 
fully negotiated the’ terms of peaco with 
Yakoob Khan, His father was a Genoese, 
who came to settle in London from the North 
of italy after the overthrow of the French 
Empire, Cavagnari attended the Charter- 
house School in his boyhood, but entered the 
Military servico of the East India Company 
in April 1858. He was thea posted to the 
1st European Bengal Fusiliers, and served 
with that corps during the Oude campagne, 
and received the Indian Mutiny medal. He 
joined the Bengal Staff Corps, and was ap- 
pointed an Assistant Commissioner in the 

‘unjaub in July, 1861, He has served on 
the North Western Frontior uninterruptadly 
since April, 1863, principally as Deputy Com- 
missioner of Kohat, of which important dis- 
trict he held charge for nearly twelve years. 
For hia services on tho frontior, and especial- 
ly for those in connection with the surprise 
and capture of the Bizoti village of the Gara 
in February, 1869, he was recommended by 
Lord Mayo for the Companionship in the 
Order of the Star of india, which decoration 
was conferred on him on January Ist, 1877. 
Major Cavagnari served aos political officer 
with General Ross's force during the Jowaki 
cainpaign, and also in the same capacity dur- 
ing the Sapri, Skakote and Utman-khel expi- 
ditions during the spring of 1877. He was 
last year appointed seco, ember of Sir 
Nevillo Chamberlain's mij, 9 Cabul, and 
was with him when the d matic mission to 
Shere Ali was stopped at the entrance of 
Khyber Pass. Major Cavagnari has since 
then been attached ina political capacity to the 
“Peshawar Field Force’—that is to say the 
first division of the British army in Afghania- 
tan, under the command of Goneral Sir Sam- 
uel Brown, at whose headquarters he has 
been constantly engaged in dealing with tho 
chiefs of the various hill tribes along the road 
to Cabul.” 


Tue Britisn Commisstoners.—A despatch 
from Little Falls, N. ¥., Sept. 10th says :— 
“Clare Sowell Read M. P., and Albort Pell, 
M. P., momber#tfegho British Commong, sent 
out by the British ent to examine 
into the agriculture of Al in company 
with Senator Robert Road, rePPesenting the 
Canadian Government, arrived here to-day. 
Hon. X. A. Willard showed them over the 
dairy district of Herkimer county, whero they 
gathered cheese statistics, examining closely 
into the causes of the depression existing in 
tho dairy industry on behalf of their Govern. 
ment, They will visit tho State Fair at Utica 
to-morrow. 


Exrorr or Wuear ro Bonpeavx.—The 
Montreal (Gazette says :—‘‘ Montreal is 
gradually extending its trade relations with 
the continent of Europe. Several cargoes 
of grain have recently been shipped from 
this port of Antwerp, and one to Rotter- 
dam. To-day the steamship Navigator 
cloared for Bordeaux, Franco, with a cargo 
of 69,271 bushels of wheat, and several 
other large continental orders for grain 
have been received. The importance of 
this direct trade with Evropean cruntries 
other than Great Britain cannot be over- 
estimated, and we are glad to see Montreal 
merchants alive to the situation, in build- 
ing up and extending the export trade of 
the Dominion.”

—Barrels mado of paste-board have been 
introduced for the packing away of woollens 
and furs. These are seamless and regarded as 
moth proof. The head, which fits down snug- 
ly,is the only available entrance for the moth, 
and directions are given to paste a layer of 
brown paper over this almost invisible liao 
when the barrel is packed, 

—A merchant, sitting in his office on South 
stroct, Now York, recently received an an- 
swer to his despatch sent to Shanghai six 
hours previously, Thirty thousand miles in 
six hours is good time, even for telegraph. 
The charge to Shanghai is $2.80 per word; to 
Yokohama $3.06; but the code, or cipher, is 
so well systematized that a single work serves 
for a dozen when tranacribes.

The First Apple Trees of the North- 
west. 7, 


Tho first plant of apple trees made in the 
Northwest was on Mackinaw island, when 
that was occupied for fur-trading purposes, 
and a portion of the orchard known as the 
Douseman, originally ten acres in extent, 
still romains, From this orchard the In- 
dians introduced the fruit along the shores 
of northern Michigan, and many of the 
trees raised by them from seed are now 
standing, particularly from Mackinaw to 
Little Traverse Bay, and the Indians’ seed- 
ling may also be found in some of the cul- 
tivated orchards of the peninsula. There 
is ono curious fact about theee trees. The 
habit of the Indians was to remain ina 
clearing as long as thoir squaws could culti- 
vate fruit successfully, but as soon as the 
Juno grass got a xood hold of the soil they 
sought new places, and old ones returning 
gradually to the ‘forest primeval.” The 
apple trees planted in the deserted spots 
are the ones now found near the shores of 
Lake Michigan, and they have taken on the 
peculiarities and habits of the forest trees 
by which they are surrounded, growing to 
exceptional heights, and yet in their very 
tops, above tall, bare trunks, giving forth 
fruit yearly. Tho Indians’ seedlings were, 
as may be supposed, the first to be intro- 
duced on the peninaula, It was not till 
about twenty-five years ago there was any 
particular effort made to cultivate the fruit. 


Acres of Perfume, 


(From the Swiss Times.) 


Some idea of the magnitude of the businces 
of raising sweet-scented flowers for their per- 
fume alono may be gathered from the fact 
that Europe aud British India alone consume 
about 150,000 gallons of handkerchief perfume 
yearly ; that tho English revenue from French 
eau de Cologne of itself is $4,000 annually; 
and the total revenue of England from other 
imported porfames is estimated at $200,000 
each year, There is one great perfume distil- 
lery at Chaunes, in Franve, which uses yearly 
about 100,000 pounds of acacia flowers, 140,000 
pounds of rare leaves,32,000 pounds of jasmine 
blossoms, and 20,000 pounds of tuberose 
blossoms, together with an immense quantity 
of other material used for perfume. Victoria, 
in New South Wales, is a noted place for the 
production of perfume-yielding plants, because 
such plants as the mignonette, sweet verbena, 
jasmine, rose, lavender, acacia, heliotrope, 
rosemary, wall flower, Jaurel, orange, and the 
sweet scented geraniums are said to grow 
there in Brent panera than in any other 

art of the worl: South Australia, itis be- 
lieved, would also bea good place for the 
growing of these perfame-producing plants, 
though they are not yet cultivated there to 
much extent, The value of perfumes to 
countries adapted to their production may be 
gathered from the following estimate of their 
rowth and value peracre, av given in the 
mdon (England) Journal of Horticulture ;— 
An acre of jasmine plants, 80.000 in number, 
will produce 5,000 p unds of flowera, valued 
at $1,250; an acre of rose trees, 10,000 in 
number, will yield 2,000 pounds of flowers, 
worth $375 ; 300 orange trees, growing on an 
acre, will yield, at 10 years of age, 2,000 
pounds of flowers, valued at $250; anacre of 
violets, producing 1,600 pounds of flowers, is 
worth $800 ; an acre of cassia trees of about 
300, will, at three yeara of age, yield 900 
pounds of flowers, worth $450 ; an acre ot 
geranium plants will yield something over 
2,000 ounces of distilled attar, worth $4,000 ; 
an acre of lavender, giving over 3,500 pounds 
of flower for distillation, will yield a value of 
$1,500,

An Irish tenant farmer, writing in the 
Times, saya; ‘There can be no doubt that 
among the small farmers of Ireland thero 
is at prosent distress—not caused, though, 
by high rents or landlord oppression, but by 
their own want of industry and thrift, as 
well as by extravaganco.’’ 

The Standard,of Aug. 20, dryly romarks,

Tho Cologne Gazette states that large 
swarms of a species of butterfly have ap- 
peared in the Rhine district, between Nou- 
wied and Siegen,and the agricultural press 
of Germany publishes long accounts of the 
destruction caused by the caterpillars in 
various other localities.

Following, as this does, a good 
contract secured by an English firm for the 
supply of steel rails to America,it is looked 
upon as asign of revival in trade, and the 
matter is giving rise to considerable feelings 
of gratification.

Being only a poor man he could 
not pay anything like this sum, and would 
havo to go to jail were it not for the com- 
passion of some of his neighbors, who 
collected the amount for him,

11. “The above regulations shall come into 
force on and after the first day of ee next, 
up ta which time the provisions of the Dominion

Mepicat Tatk By Dz. Beventy 
Ropinson. 


(From the New York World, Feb, 16th.) 


In the courso ot ‘Medical Talks” at 
Association Hall it came the turn of Dr. 
Beverly Robinson last evening to discourao 
to the young men on the subject of Colds 
and Their Consequences.” “Dr. Robinson 
is Instractor of Laryngoscopy at the Belle- 
vue Hospital Medical Colloge. His lec- 
turo was practical and highly inatructive to 
& perverse generation, his greatest remedy 
for ‘‘colds and their consequences” being, 
“Don't allow yourself to take cold.” “it 
you start to walk home from a down-town 
office,” he said, ‘and carry your overcoat 
on your arm becouse the walking makes 
you feel warm, you are liable to take cold. 
Therefore don't do it. If you should take 
the same walk after eating a hearty dinner 
your full stomach would be a protection to 
you, but even then my advice would be, 
don't take the risk. A person properly 
clothed may walkin a strong wind fora 
long time without taking cold, but if he 
sits ina room where there is a slight 
draught he may tako a severe cold ina 
severe cold in a very few minutes. There- 
fore don’t sit ina room where there is a 
draught, Unless you are affected by 
peculiar nervous conditions you should take 
a cold sponge bath in the morning and not 
wash yourself in warm water. Plunge 
baths in cold water are not recommended, 
noither is it necessary to apply the sponge 
bath all over the body. Occasional Turkish 
baths are good, but those who have not 
taken them should be advised by a phy- 
sician before trying them. Warm mufflers 
worn about the neck do not protect 
you against taking cold, but on 
the contrary renders you extremely 
liable to take cold as soon 4s you take 
them off.

It was by talking in the open 
air and thus exposing the mucous mem- 
branes of the throat. The best protection 
under such circumstances was to keep the 
mouth shut. If people must keep their 
mouths open in a chilly atmosphere, they 
ought to wear a filter. Above all be care- 
ful of your feet in cold damp weather, 
Have thick soles on your shoes, and if 
caught out in a rain which lasts so long as 
to wet through your shoes despite the thick 
soles, put on dry stockings as soon as you

It is not yot forgotten that two illustrious 


Canadians, the late Sir George Cartier and 


the Hon. Wm. Macdougall were accepted 
guests at Windsor Castle, in obedience to 
the gracious invitation of Her Majesty tho 
Queen, tis well known that Queen Vic- 
toria took delight in the conversation of the 
able and genial Canadian Premier, and that 
the honors of a truly royal hospitality were 
heaped on him and his honorable col- 
league. 


The Hon. Mr, Langevin has succeeded 
Sir Goorge Cartier as the leader of the 
French-Canadian section of the Dominion, 
and England has seen and recognized, once 
more, the ability and perseverance of tho 
Canadian race, A governor can no more, 
by that figure of speech which it ia well to 
eall a lapsus lingua, brand this race as in- 
ferior, 

In financial circles Sir John Rose worthi- 
ly represents Canada at the British capital. 
In case of need the diplomatic ability of 
this eminent financier can well sustain 
Canadian honorand credit. Neither of 
theso is at a discount. In fact, successive 
administrations have obtained such loans as 
were desired. Quite recently Sir Leonard 
Tilley has at least equalled precoding min- 
isters in this respect. The facility with 
which he has won a great financial victory, 
bears witness to his diplomatic skill and 
the soundness of Canadian credit. 

Canadian youth are not less distinguish- 
ed. Mr. Sidney Hunton, of Ottawa, has 
Just won the Gilchrist scholarsbip and tak- 
en the highest honors in mathematics, at 
the London University, Nor inthe war- 
like art ie Canada bebind the world. Col. 
Gibson has competed successfully for the 
Prince of Wales’ prize of $500 at Wimble- 
don. Col. Elliott, son of tho late Major 
J. F. Elliott, of Windsor, Ontarin, has 
merited the Cross of St. Michael and St. 
George. Major Robinson, son of the late 
distinguished Chief Justice, Sir John 
Beverley Robinson, ani Col. Jarvis, 
O.M.G., formerly Deputy Adjutant-Gener- 
al of Militia at Kingston, are highly honor- 
ed in England. What shall we say of the 
many brave Canadians who have distin- 
guished themselves in that disastrous Afri- 
can war? History will not allow their 
valorous deeds to be forgotten. 

Canada is no less loyal than her sons are 
brave. It cannot be overlooked that when 
there was danger of war with the great nor- 
thern powers which threatened European 
civilization, she generally offered a contin- 
gent of ten thousand men in aid of the impe- 
rial cause. This, 1f occasion had required, 
would have been more than mere show and 
promise, as is well known by the conduct of 
the Canadian regiment which has so long 
marched side by side with the best of Brit- 
ish troops. 

As regards the arts of peace Oanada right 
nobly holds her own, as was so grandly 
proved at the splendid Parisian exhibition 
as well as at the great Centennial display in 
Philadelphia. Her trade and enterprise are 
no less remarkable. Her mercantile navy 
ranks as the third among the nations that 
go down to the seain ships. That such a 
people should possess a skilled and hardy 
race of seamen is not to be wondered at,

before long. But thia is not all, for the 
sidewalks are to bo kept free from snow, 
which will melt away before the power en- 
closed in a coil of pipe, which is to stand 
sentinel on the curb-stone. All thisis very 
interesting, and when interspersed with a 
medley of ecientific terms is very confusing 
as well. However, tho fact is that ateam 
has been successfully experimented upon 
in the heating of the city of Lockport er) 
and the system adopted is what is known 
as the ‘ Holly heating system.” All the 
general public care to know is that the ex- 
periments have been a success, and that 
there is every likelihood of having our cities 
and our houses heated by steam, for the 
use of which the people will pay according 
to the quantity they use. The Holly sys- 
tem can, too, be adapted to almost anything. 
It will drive a Nasmyth hammer or cook an 
omelet, run a Hoo preas or boil the water 
in acoflee pot. Nothing is too huge for it, 
and nothing is too small, Like many other 
promised innovations, this heating of citios 
by steam ia old, but, unlike many of them, 
it looks feasible, and no one is surprised to 
honr that it promisos to be successful.

How Old is the Harth? 


TRYING TO ASCERTAIN WHEN THE WORLD 
WAS FOUND. 


(From the London Academy. ) 


Geologist astronomers and _ phyyicists 
alike haye hitherto been baffled in their at- 
tempts to get any satisfactory kind of 
choronometer whieh will approximately 
measure geological time and thus give us 
someclew to theantiquityof ourglobe. It is 
therefore worth nothing, that Mr. Mellard 
Reade, of Liverpool has lately contributed 
to the Royal Society a very suggestive pa- 
per, in which ho endeavors to grapple with 
the question by employing the limestone 
rocks of the earth's crustas an index of 
geological time. Limestones have been in 
course of formation from the earliest known 
geological periods, but it would appear that 
the latter found strata are more calcareous 
than the earlier, and that there has in fact 
been a gradually progressive increase of 
calcareous matter. 

The very extensive deposition of car- 
bonate of lime over wide areas of the 
ocean’s bottom at the present day is suf- 
ficiently attested by the recent soundings 
of the Challenger. According to the au- 
thor’s estimate the sedimentary crust of 
the carth is at least one mile in average 
actual thickness, of which probably one- 
tenth consists off calcareous matter. In 
secking the origin of this calcareous mat- 
ter it is assumed that the primitive rocks 
of the original crust wero of the nature of 
gigantic or basaltic rocks, By the disin- 
tegration of such rocks calcareous and 
other sedimentary deposits have been 
formed. 

The amount of lime salts in waters which 
drain districts made up of granites and ba- 
salts is found, by the comparison of analy- 
to be on an average about 3.73 parts 
in 100,000 parts of water, It is further as- 
sumed that the excessed areas of igneoes 
rocks taking an average throughout all 
geological time, will bear to exposures of 
sedimentary rocks a ratio of ono to nino. 
From theso and other data Mr, Reade con- 
cludes that tho elimination of the caloerous 
matter now found in all the sedimentary 
strata must have occupied at least 600,000,- 
000 of years. 

This, therefore, represents tho minimum 
age of the world. ‘Vhe author infers that 
the information of the Laurentian, Cambrian 
and Silurian strata must have ocoupied 
about 200,000,000 of yoara ; tho red sand- 
stone, the carboniferona and tho poikilitio 
systom another 200,000,000, and all tho 
other strata tho romaining 200,000,000,— 
Mr Road is thorefore led to boliove that 
geological time has beon enormously in 
excess of the limits urged by certain phy- 
siciats ; that it has boen ample to allow for 
all tho changes which, on the hypothosia of 
evolution, have occurred in the organic 
world,

Crop, Reports. 


The Grand Trunk crop report has just been 
issued. Speaking generally, the crop has 
been the largest ever harvested in Canada, In 
abundance hay ranks first, the yield having 
been,in ninety-nine places from which returns 
have been received, over an average, in forty- 
five an average, and in only eleven undor an 
average, Moreover,the excess of the average 
has been very considerablo, as much as threo 
tons to the acre being gathered in sections: 
while tho majority of places report a yiold of 
two tons to the acre. Fall wheat is also an 
unusually bountiful crop, only two reports 
under tho average having been received, while 
somo sixty per cent. represent the crop as 
above the average. As this grain is verv 
largely sown throughout Ontario, and forms 
tho staplo crop, it is expecially gratifying to 
receive such a splendid account of the result 

ofthe harvest, On the other hand spring 
wheat has boon a signal failure, haying been 
injured by the midgo, weevil, and rust, and 
many reports from the principal grain growing 
sections in Ontario represent the yield as not 
more than five to eight bushels an acre,and in 
few places has it reached twenty bushels per 
acre, In Quebec, however, spring wheat has 
fared better, and about an average crop will 
bo gathered. Oats are again a magnificent 
crop for the fifth year in succession, yielding 
throughout Untario from thirty-five to sixty 
bushels to the acre, while in one or two seo- 
tious even a heavier yield is reported. This 
crop is now an important one, its success in 
lato years haying led to an extensive cultiva- 
tion, Peas have given a fairly abundant 
yield, but unfortunately the grain has been 
infested in many sections by bugs, and the 
ontcome of the crop will be less satisfactory 
than at first anticipated. Barley may bo called 
about an average crop, for although the figures 
represent an over average yield the berry has 
been discolored in many places. Corn is not 
extensively grown in Canada, and only for 
Jocal consumption. It is backward in growth, 
but promises afair yield. Root crops in all 
sections are coming on magnificently. Potatocs 
have been unusually abundant and of superior 
quality, and other roots still in the ground 
will giye an enurmous crop. Fruit promises 
not more than an average, frost having done 
considerable damage in the spring.

W.O. Jones’ prize for the best roadster 
in harness was won by Capt. Powers’ 
entry. It was also sharply contested for, 
and opinion was much divided as to the 
correctness of the award. 

The prize offered by Levi Massey for best 
3 year old colt in harness for general pur- 
poses, was won by his own entry. 

G.S. Tickell’s prize for the best pony 
driven by a lady, was contested for by 
Mrs, Jones and Mrs. Palmer, which was 
won by the latter lady. 


Mr. John McMullen’s prize for the best 
horse driven by a lady, was sharply con- 
tested for and awarded to Mrs, Jones, As 
to this award also thore was a wide diver- 
gence of opinion, many holding that the 
horse driven by Mrs. L. Hyman was en- 
titled to the prize. 


Dr. R.W. Newton's prizo for tho best 
saddle horse ridden by a lady was won by 
Mrs. Olute, and Mr. ¥. Frost's prizo for 
the best saddle horse ridden by a gentleman 
was won by Mr. Olute. 

Tho other prizes wero rot competed for. 


The Hunt Club made their appearance 
ond rendered considerable gratification and 
amusement tothe crowd by engaging in 
hurdle jumping. The gentlemen compos- 
ing the Club own a very fine lot of horses, 
and tho larger portion of them cleared the 
hurdles in first class style. Unfortunately 
tho exhibition terminated in an accident to 
Mr, Stephon Garratt, whose horse fell at a 
hurdle at which his rider rushed him im- 
petuously. Mr. Garratt fell to the ground 
with great force, striking on his cheok and 
shoulder which rendered him insensiblo for 
some time, but after proper care by Drs. Ab- 
bott and Wilson, he regained consciousness, 
and is in a fair way of recovery, This put 
an ond to the afternoon's proceedings. 

That indifference which we spoke of last

THE EVENING EXHIBITION,

YANCY WORK. 

In this department there was hardly an 
avorage show, although the articles showa 
exhibited much taste on the part of the ladies 
who performed the work.

There were but few exhibits worthy of 
note and the building looked dreary and bad- 
ly lighted.

A Missouri Cave. 
The Alexandria Go jal mentions the 
existence in Clark’s County of somo prohia- 
torio rulica of a very unusual and interesting 
character, Thoro aro,it says,numerous mounds 
in the cent and woatern portions of the 
county which have attracted little attontion 
from archwologiats, A fow of them have beeo 
dug into and pottery obtained, but no thor- 
ough exploration has been wade, The mounds 
aro scattored promiscuonsly and without any 
apparent order all over the county, exoopt in 
the bottom region on the Mississippi; none 
are to bo found there, As the county is 
brought into cultivation the hills are ploughed 
over and over and reduced, and by this process 
in the course of years they will be mado to 
disappear. A considerable number of stone 
idole have boon dug up and are now in pos 
session of individuals. But the strangest 
fact stated by the Commercial is the existence 
of a cave in which the bones of extinct species 
of animals and human skeletons haye been 
found, It says :—" There isa cave on tho 
bluff overlooking Fox River, betwoon Suyder’s 
and MoCarty’s mills, that is full of quaint 
shells, bones of animals unkuown at the pro- 
sent day,ond skelotons of mon and women not 
moro than half as largo aa those who live here 
This cave was known 
to sottlors but of late yoara 
the ontrance to it has been filled up with 
washings from the bluff, and no one had curi- 
osity enough to reopen and explore it. If it is 
such x receptacle of bones as is claimed, it 
desorves the attention of iavestigators, Bono 
caves have been discovered in England, Tre- 
land and Germany, and their contents, consist- 
ing chiefly of the bones of an enormous ex- 
tinct bear and of inforior animals which were 
ita prey, havo yielded muoh interesting infor- 
mation to scholars; but we believe no such 
receptacle has been discovered in the Missis- 
sippt Valley. If, thorefore, such a cayo aa the 
Alecandete Commercial describes, containing 
the bones of extinct species of animals and 
human pygmies, has been found in Clark 
county, the discovery is most important, 
lark county is the north-east corner of Mis 
souri, bounded on the east and north by the 
Miasissippi and Des Moines rivers and the 
Towa line,

»* The Quebec Crisis. 


Latest advices soem to indicate that a 
coalition will be formed, despite the well- 
known opposition of Mr. Joly to such a 
solution of the difficulty. A despatch from 
Quebec on the 12th says :—'‘Strange rum- 
ours are current here. The Premier looks 
discouraged. Tho beginning of the end is 
now in view, Numorous nominations are 
being made and all tho vacancies filled. 
Dismissals aro proposed, but the fear of a 
check from higher authority prevents ac- 
tion. The ory gains ground in Liberal cir- 
cles that if the Government possessed the 
necessary strength, there would now be an 
appearance of a solution fayorable to the 
carrying on of the business of the Province. 
It is gonorally believed that several of Mr. 
Joly’s supporters have notified him that 
they would oppose a demand. for dissolu- 
tion, and insist upon their views being laid 
before the Lieutenant-Governor. Dovelop- 
ments are expected to-morrow.” 

A later despatch states that Mr. Chau- 
yeau, the Provincial Secretary has resign- 
ed his seat in the Cabinet. It is said that 
several Liberal members will follow Mr. 
Qhauveau, and that after Mr. Joly’s re- 
signation, which may be shortly expected, 
a coalition Government will be formed by 
Messrs. Chauveau and Chapleau. Whether 
these statements are true or not, it seems 
quite certain that the present crisis cannot 
endure many days longer. 


The Murder of Mr. Gatling, 


Rogarding the brutal murder of Jas. H. 
Gatling, of North Carolina, brother of W. 
J. Gatling, Esq., Belleville, we have re- 
ceived the following particulars :—‘‘ The 
murderer is now in gaol, and has confessed 
his crime. He is alow, vicious creature, 
utterly worthless, and says ho did the deed 
without the slightest hatred or malice, or 
cause of dissatisfaction. It seoms he has 
committed several crimes, and been several 
times committed to prison, but under the 
plea of insanity, has on each occasion been 
released, He has threatenedto kill several 
persons, and has been considered for yoars 
8 most dangerous character.” With regard 
to the murder itself, the following are the 
particulars received thus far: ‘It 
seems the deed had beon moat carefully 
planned, and in carrying out his plans, the 
murderer was most careful and cautious— 
- hoping to cover up his tracks and conceal 
the crime—ho and his father and family 
live across the river at a point where a 
creck enters the river, at a wild and out of 
the way place. The murderer arose late at 
night, took away with him a double-barrel- 
led gun, went some two miles up the river, 
stole a canoe belonging to a neighbor, pad- 
dled up the river some two or three miles, 
leaving the canoo hid under atree that had 
fallen into the river and walked then some 
two miles to Mr. Gatling’s house, and 
evidently knowing his habits concealed 
himself near a hog pen, situated a short 
distance from the house, in the edgo of the 
woods; he there concealed himself until Mr. 
Gatling camo out shortly after sunrise to 
feod his hogs, deliberately then shot a load 
of buck shot into him, two of which enter- 


od hia left side and evidently passing 
through his heart—then he ran op and 


shot the load from the other barrel directly 
into his face,tearing his head and face into 
Pieces, scattering his brains and parts of 
the skull bono all around. About an hour 
afterwards his mutilated body was found, 
and from various circumstances suspicion 
pointed to this man aa the brutal murderer, 
At first he denied his guilt, but subsequent- 
ly confossed his terrible crime, and it was 
only tho efforts of cool-headed mon that 
prevented the murderer from being lynch- 
od upon the spot.” Mr. Jas. H, Gatling, 
the unfortunate victim. was most highly 
respected and honored in the community in 
i which he lived, His brother Mr. W, J

He was educated 
by and graduated from Cambridge 
‘ie is a farmer in Leicestershire, and war the 
first Chairman of the Central Chamber of 
Agriculture The New York Herald says 
that when they visited the Produce Exchange 
they plied the leading prodace dealera with 
questions as to the prices of various articles 
of preduce, and afterwards visited ral 
cold storage houses, whero they exprosed 
much astonishment at seeing such vast piles 
of batter and eggs which had been left in the 
refrigerators since June last. Mr, Read said 
this extensive use of ico was all new to him, 
and spoke with great interest of the immense 
refrigerators he had seen at the Manhattan 
Beach Hotel. Ho remorked that in a hotel in 
England meat would probably not be kept 
over three days, while at the Manbattan 
Beach it was kept on ice for three weeks. He 
thonght that it would be necessary to estab 
lish cold storage warehouses in Liverpool, 
where the American meat could be kept fresh 
until cool weather, instead of being spoiled 
by immodiate railroad. transportation to Lon- 
don on a warm day. Mr. Pell thought that 
the offeet of importing American meat so 
largely had been to reduce the price of Eng- 
lish meat one peony per pound. Speaking of 
their mission the New York Evening Post 
says :—"‘ The Commission has an easy task, 
aud ono which scarcely required, for gathering 
conclusisns, along ocean voyage and trips 
over a big continent. So long as grain lands 
in England are worth as many hundreds of 
dollars as our own aro worth single dollars, 
80 long as our western soils aro fertile. with 
the organic accumulation of ages, so long as 
our manures are cheap and so long as our im- 
mense fields of grain give scope to systematic 
farming with the most ingenious of Jabor-say- 
ing machines, so long shall we produce grain 
cheaper than the British farmor can and out- 
sell him in the market of the world, It is 
nothing but the old problem over again of 
wholesale production outvieing retail produc- 
tion and a country at its point of great relative 
advantage excelling another country at the 
point where its relative natural advantage ix 
weakest, If Britieh researches in this coun- 
try, therefore, are to be fruitful and instruc- 
tive it will be well to turn them from the in- 
vestigation of American farming to American 
manufacturers.”

AUTUMN STYLES IN MILLINERY—THE NEW 


DES.GNS LN RIBBONS. 

The earlicst importations of head gear give 
a decided impression that the largo and flar- 
ing shapes, known as the Directoire, the 
Lamballe, the Bayard and the poke bonnet, 
will be much worn during the coming season, 
bat somo of the more prominent French mill- 
iners delight in those charming little creations 
made of lace, feathers, Chenilfs and fringes, 
which are called soft capotes, and resemble 
baby bonnets. Virot basa shape this year 
known as the cottage, which is small and 
very clegant. The wide, flanng Directoire 
brim is oftén modified; it is bent in the mid- 
dle in the Marie Stuart shape, or rolled up at 
one side to suit different tastes. The most 
remarkable features of the pow bonnets, be- 
sides the shapes, are the wide strings, which 
are of satin and gros grain, the wide and 
carlessly draped scarfs of chine and change- 
able silks, or of changeable uncut yelvet, the 
rich ly variegated feathers, which are dyed in 
three or four different colors, one color blend- 
ing with the other, and besides these the gay 
colors of the Jarge paroquete, which are set 
on tho outside or on the inside of the turned 
up brims, with their claws and wings out- 
spread as if for instant flight. 
Heavy winter bonnets show agreat admix- 
ture of uncut velvet in allcolors, with a now 
material called eatin antique, which will ina 
measure sup rsede velvet, and which is often 
trimmed with velvet. It is used as tho foun- 
dation of some of Virot’s most telling styles, 
and has an old fashioned look as a material 
which causes it to blend well with all the old 
time offects given to the millinery of the 
present day. ‘The new colors are a dull red- 
brown or brown-red, known as Zulu, but 
Which is also called mahogany ; a bright rich 
rod, called geranium, and with these, the 
shades of old gold, of gendarme and saphir 
are the most popular colors of the season. 
Felt bonnets in all the shapes above mention- 
od come in all these colors; indeed there nev- 
or has been such a varicty of these tinted 
goods before ; they will be very popular for 
early autumn, the cottage shapes having al- 
ready been displayed with odd combinations 
of feathers and ribbons, Later in the season 
the fur beaver and rovgh felts will be much 
worn ; some of these in dark mottled grays 
and light browns are trimmed with soarls of 
uncut velvet and large birds, or they have 
wide rims of a peculiar feather trimming 
which resembles fur. A frame covered with 
so*] brown satin antique, with a round and 
rather pointed crown and a flaring brim,has a 
border of this soft feathor trimming which 
looks like otter and is very becoming and 
very odd. For there winter bonnets the rib- 
Dons will be often of silk plush in variegated 
and chine stripes; a’now style of ribbon is a 
poft eatinetiniehed gros grain with a feathorod 
edyo; this is an old fashion revived ; other 
ribbons have pekin stripes, cithor in two col- 
ors, or in self colors, one stripe being of sat- 
in, the other of grosgrain. All ribbons for 
bonnets are wide; for dress trimmings they 
aro narrow. ‘Tinsel orpamonts, Brazilian 
beetles and gold braids help to enliven the 
millinery this season, Tho lace od ou white 
bonnets is a atyly of hoavy duchesso,in which 
old gold silk in elaborately interwoven, Flow- 
ere on such bonneta have plush leaves and 
silk flowers and buds,

Queene pt. 14.—Tho nows of Mr. 

Chauvveau’s reagignation took this citv by 
surprise, Mr. Joly has accepted it and in- 
formed tho Lieutenant Goyernor that he 
would immediately roplaco him. Mr. 
Chauveau will hand over the seals of the 
Province to the Lieutenant-Govornor to- 
morrow morning, and his resignation will 
bo then officially completed, It is said that 
this will be followed by tho resignation 
of Mr. D. A, Ross, Attorney-Goneral,and 
perhaps another member of the Cabinet, 
name has not transpired. Tho 
name of the Hon. Louis Archambault, 
ber of the Legislative Quuncil, is 
joned as the successor of Mr. Chau- 
veau. Mr, Archambault was Minister of 
Publicf Works in the Ouimet Government, 
which resigned in 1875, in consequence of 
that gentloman’s exchange of Government 
property with Middlomiss, of Montreal. 
Le Claireur,organ of Treasurer Langolier, 
last night's issuo, speaking of Mr, Chau- 
1u's resignation, states that Mr, Joly will 
nstruct the Cabinet immediately, and 
will not resign. Its tone, though moderate, 
is defiant, while it ackrowledges the with- 
drawal of their support by former support- 
ers of Mr, Joly’s Government 

The Mercury, the organ of the Protestant 
community here, on the same subject, while 
regretting the resignation of Mr, Chauyeau, 
yot approves of a coalition, 

The Chronicle, asemt-oflicial Government 
organ, states that Mr, Ohauveau's resigna- 
tion was in obedience to the wishes of o 
number of younger members on the Minis- 
terial side of the House, who favor a 
coalition as the most desicable means of 
putting an end to the deadlock. It goes 
on to say that in view of the refusal of sup- 
plies by the Council, in Mr. Chauveau’s 
estimation, atleast, it is betterto make a 
party sacrifice than to see the Province 
suffer, 

What line of policy the Government 
will adopt in view of the present position 
of affairs, and the apparently growing de- 
mand for a coalition, is not yet known, but 
all kinds of rumors were current last night, 
which may be taken for what they are 
worth. If Mr. Joly undertakes to recon- 
struct his Government, itis probable that 
in order to afford him greater fresdom of 
choice, his colleagues will propose to leave 
him free to the selection of an entirely now 
Ministry, Mr. Mercier’s absence from Mr. 
Letellier’s meeting in Montreal on the plea 
of ill-health causes considerable comment, 
as a lotter was received here on Saturday 
morning from him, stating the report of 
his illness was untroe, 

Mr. Joly did not go to Montreal last 
night, as was reported, but simply went to 
his country house in Lotbiniere county, 
The only members of the Cabinet left in 
town are Messrs, Ross and Langlier, Mr. 
Starnes, President of the Council, went to 
Montreal last night.

Feed the Meadow Lands. 


out, and ina very short time the haying 
season will be over. Thero is a natural 
tendonoy on the part of farmers to be re- 
tho crop is zathorod, and more ospooially is 
present, whon the pastures have been un- 
usually short and dry. 
fed down late in the spring, the grass 
standing until'fally ripe, and when 
aftermath first starts, the cattle aro turned 
in, or it is loft standing for a second crop ;

protection for the roots during our 
ous winters. 
disastrous to the best of soils, while it ab- 
solutely ruins those comparativily loan or 
deticiont in the elements of fertility. Moa- 
dows stripped of their covering during tho 
scorching days of August, reclothe thom- 
solvos but slowly at the bost,and it is mani- 
foatly unwise to strip them bare of the pro- 
tection which the aftermath is intended to 
give them during tho soverity of winter and 
oqually trying period of early spring. 

The after-growth of meadowsshould be cut 
off but sparingly in autumn, and, indeed, 
not atall if othor moans have been supplied 
to furnish stock with food. Meadows, like 
cultivated fiolds, require in some form ao 
return of that which they supply. To have 
a fair share of the after-growth on them in 
the fall isaneasy and effective way of 
moasurably repaying what has been borrow- 
od while protecting the meadows from the 
rigors of the season. If, in addition to this, 
whon the fall rainsare about to set in, 
meadows were mulched with refuse straw, 
mulch, or scraping of the door and barn- 
yard, the effect would be conspicuous tho 
following season, = 

In some cases meadows have been so 
hardly worked and ill treated, that much of 
the grass has died out, leaying the surfaco 
spotted, cakedand anproductive, It may not 
be desirable nor practicable to break up, 
cultivate,and re-seed these at once ; neither 
is this method absolutely essential to bring 
them back to a productive condition. Thie 
end is often attained by a generous applica- 
tion of the harrow and the sowing of grasa- 
seod in the deficient places. This should bo 
followed bya generous use of fertilizing 
material of some kind. 

Again, it often happens that meadow 
lands are so situated that irrigation is 
practicable from the road or elsewhere, by 
which much invigorating matter, which 
would otherwise wasted, can be distributed 
over the surface, causing the ensuing 
season a luxuriant growth of grass for hay, 
and an after crop scarcely less valuable. 
To secure these results in favorable loca- 
tions requires but little labor ; but this 
should be seasonably done so as not to 
interfere with the cropping season, ‘The 
opinion formerly prevailed that in order to 
issue a good crop, grass seed should be 
sown early in the season and at no other 
time. Experiments made at various times 
by parties living far apart exploded this 
theory years ago, and established in its 
stead its very opposite, namely, that late 
summer or fall seeding was the best. This 
time has another advantage in the fact that 
the farmer is usually less hurried with 
other work soon after haying and harvest- 
ing than early in the spring. Therefore, 
if any portion of the meadow or pasture 
requires to be re-seeded, now, or at any 
time until the close of September, is a good 
time to do it. Soarify the surface well 
with the harrow, remove obstructions to 
the free play of the mower, and re-seed 
and top-dress liberally, and a great im- 
provement in production will ensue with- 
out doubt. 

There is another point in managing mea- 
dows which is too frequently over looked. 
Many of theso havoa soft yielding soil 
under the carpet turf which, during the 
rainy months of fall and spring, gives way 
beneath the hoofs of horses and cattle, leav- 
ing holes in the ground which the natural 
elasticity fails to replace with the covering 
necessary to vegetation. The consequence 
is that the surface is left in a rough state, 
and the power of production diminished by 
the amount of quantity of the perforations 
thus rendered for the time unproductive, 
besides amounting to an absolute nuisance 
in haying by keeping the knives constantly 
dull, clogging the machinery, and making 
dusty, gritty hay. We have seen meadows 
in a very bad condition by this treatment: 

The meadow lands in some sections of the 
country have found a strong competitor, we 
might say an enemy, inthe sbape of the 
straw-paper mills. Beforo it was discovered 
that straw would make good paper, it was 
all used as food and bedding for stock, and 
so found its way back to the fields in the 
form of mulch or well rotted manure ; but 
now much of it is taken to the paper mills 
and its fertilizing value lost.to the farmer. 
Only » small portion of the farming land 
will bear perpetual croppings without sup- 
plying aome elements to keep it up, and in 
our experience and observation we have 
long since decided that during the fall 
months is the very best time to administer 
the most of them especially to meadow 
lands.—Buffalo Express,

belts B and (3, of the odd-nambered sections,and 
the price thereof to be at the uniform rate of $2 
(two dollars) per acre. 

7. “In the belt E, the description and area 
of homesteads and pre-emptions, and railway 
lands respectively, to be aa above, and the prices 
of both pre-emptions and railway lands to be at 
the uniform rate of $1 (one dollar) per acre. 

8. “The terms of sale of pre-emptions through: 
out the several belts, B, C, D and E shall be as 
follows, viz.: Four-tenths of the purchase money, 
together with interest on the latter, at the rate 
of 6 per cent. per annum, to be-paid at the end 
of three years from the date of entry ; the re- 
mainder to be paid in six equal annual instal: 
monts from and after the said date, with interest 
at the rate aboye mentioned, on such balance of 
the purchase money as may from time to time 
remain unpaid, to be paid with each instalment. 

9. ‘The terms of sale of raiiway lands to be 
uniformly as follows, viz.: One-tenth in cash at 


the tinie of purchase ; the balance in nine equal 
annual instalments, with interest at the rate of 
six per cent, per annum on the balance of pur- 
chase money from time to time remaining un- 
paid, to be paid with each instalment.

12. ‘Claims to Dominion lands arising from 
sottlement, after the date hereof, in territory un- 
surveyed at the time of such settlement, and 
which may be embraced within the limits affect- 
ed.by the above policy, or by the extension there- 
of in the future over additional territory, will be 
ultimately dealt with in accordance with the 
terms prescribed aboye for the lands in the parti- 
cular belt in which such settlement may be found 
to be situated. 

13. ‘* All entries after the dato hereof of unoo 
cupied lands in the Saskatchewan Agency, will 
be considered as proyisional until the railway 
line through that past of the territories has been 
located, after which the same will be finally dis- 
posed of in accordance with the above regula- 
tions, as the same may apply to the particular 
belt in which such ane may be found to be 
situated. 

14. ‘“* The above regulations it will, of course, 
be understood will not affect sections 11 and 29, 
which are public school lands, or sections 8 and 
. Hndson’s Bay Company lands. 
‘Any further information necessary may be 
obtained 0 application at the Dominion Lands 
Office, Ottawa, or from the agen. of Dominion 
Lands, Winnipeg,or from any of the local agents 
in Manitoba or the Territories, who are in pos- 
session of maps showing the limits of the sever- 
belts above referred to, a supply of which 
maps will, as soon as possible, be. placed. in the 
hands of the said agents for general distribu- 
tion.”

British and Foreign, 


Verdi, the composer, who now livesatGo 
noa, says that hisageand infirmities havecom- 
pelled him to relinquish all artistic work, 

Tho Emperor William is described by a 
correspondent as sunburnt and vigorons- 


looking, and apparently quite equal to his 


arduous autumnal campaign, 

A company of pretended Zulus, on exhi- 
bition in Dublin, were routed by a woman 
who showered them with paying stones, 
She had lost a son in Zululand. 

Extensive frauds in the British commis- 
sariat department in India have been dis- 
covered. Army officers and contractors 
conspired to awindle the Goyernment by 
overcharging. 

A curious action has been brought against 
4 priest in Madrid, A dying connoisseur's 
confessor refused to absolve him until he 
had burned two pictures by Rubens to 
which the ecclesiastic objected from a moral 
point of view, and the heirs have sued the 
confessor. 

A large fleet of boats, over 150 in num- 
ber, entered Whitby harbor recently with 
herring. All the beats had pretty fair 
catches, and some had as many as four 
Jasts of 10,000 fish each. It is calculated 
that upwards of 150 lasts, or at least 29 
millions of single fish, were discharged in a 
single day, representing over £1,500 in 
money. 

‘Two murders are reported from Iroland 
~ one having beon committed in County 
Meath, where a farmer named Thomas 
Tandy was shot; and the other near Ark- 
low, the victim in this case being a woman 
named Kennedy. No arrest has been 
made in the first case; but Michael Keogh, 
in whose house Kennedy was housekeeper, 
is in custody in connection with the latter. 


Prussia has eighteen prisons for tramps 
and vagrants. Jn 1874 there were four 
thousand six hundred commitments to 
these institutions, but the number has in- 
creased every year, and for 1878 was nine 
thousand. Ofthese eight thousand were 
men and one thousand women. They cost 
the country $650,000, but earned while in 
durance $275,000. Many of the arrests 
were of capable artisans, who were really 
desirous of tinding work. The increase of 
tramping in Germany 1s due to the business 
depression, 

A Russian nobleman, Panteleef,who died 
in 1875, bequeathed one million roubles to 
a body of peasants, to be used for the 
special purpose of purchasing land from 
their former masters. The relatives of the 
deceased nobleman tried to break the will, 
and brought the case into court, where it 
has been kept for four years, At last the 
Czar himself has contirmed the original 
will, and on the 8th of August directions 
were issued to fulfil its provisions. As the 
capital isnot sufficient to benefit all the 
peasants referred to, lots will have to be 
cast to determine who shall be recipients 
of the land. 

The pumber of articles left in cabs in 
London, and deposited in the course of a 
year in the Lost Property Office was six- 
teen thousand five hundred and sixty-four, 
of the estimated value of no less a sum 
than eighteen thousand two hundred and 
ninety-nine pounds, whereof property to 
the amount considerably over thirteen 
thousand pounds was cleimed and given to 
the owners. The remainder was handed 
over to drivers. The number of articles 
restored has increased in ten years from 
under two thousand to near seyenteen 
thousand. This is creditable to London 
coachmen. 

Lord Dunmore’s famous shorthorn herd 
were sold recently, as well as a number of 
Clydesdale horses belonging to his lord- 
ship. The entire amount realized by the 
sale was 15,172 guineas. Mr. Henry All- 
sop, was the purchaser of the two highest 

riced animals— Duchess 117th, which 
Frought 3,200 guineas, and Duchess 114th 
for 2,700 guineas. The bull calf, Second 
Duke of Cornwall, was sold,after a spitited 
competition, to Sir Curtis Lampson for 
1,250 guineas. Several of the lots were 
bought on behalf of the Prince of Wales. 


The Conyocations of Canterbury and 
York have agreed upon a draft of a bill 
for alterations in the prayer book. The 
two convocations, it is provided, may 
perpare a scheme to be laid at once before 
Parliament ; if either house within fourty 
days prays the Queen to withold her con- 
sent from it or any part of it, no further 
proceedings are to be taken at that session ; 
failing the presentation of such an address, 
it shall be lawful for the Queen in council 
tomake an order ratifying the scheme. 
Nothing in this act (which, oddly enough, 
itis proposed to call ‘The rates and 
Ceremonies Act, 1878”) is to be construed 
as repealing or altering the act of the sub- 
mission of the clergy. 

‘Two murderers, whose crimes were of a 
most barbarous description, expiated thei® 
offences on the scaffold on the 25th of Aug 
ust, One was a married man named Dilley, 
who, with a young woman named Rainbow, 
was convicted at the Central Oriminal 
Court, London, of the murder of an i)logi- 
timate child, of which he was the father. 
The female convict the mother of the child 
was reprieved, while Dilley was executed 
at Newgate. The second execution took 
place at Cork, the culprit being Joseph 
Pistoria, one of the men who took part in 
the celebrated Caswell mutiny, in 1876, his 
death by a singular coincidence taking 
place exactly three years aftor that of Bom- 
pas, ono of the ringleaders in the mutiny. 


Ireland shows very differently in the 
composition of the Imperial army from 
what she used to do when her sons formed 
at least a moiety of its total strength. At 
the present time there aro only 30,121 
Irishmen in the service, while England 
gives 124,708 soldiers, snd Scotland 14,- 
235, But tho sister isle appears to rather 
better advantage in tho commiasioned 


ranks, According to an interesting tablo 
givon in tho Army and Navy Gazette, 
thore aro 1,386 Irish officors in the seryico 


together, 786 Scotch and 5,738 English. 
ae somo reason or other, tho gentry 
of ‘ Old Ireland” do not much affect the 
Brigade of Foot Guards, thero boing only 
17 officers of Hibernian birth in tho corps 
elite, while England hos 205, and Scot- 
land 30. The Scotch appear to give the 
sreferenco to the Grenadier and Royal 
Roots battalions, haying 12 officers in tho 
former and 16 in the latt put only 3 in 
the Goldstreams. Tho Ir on the other 
hand show 4 partiality for the oldntreama, 
having more officers in that regiment than 
in the two other corps combined. The

Tho architects of the city of Paris were 
surprised, on taking possession of the palace 
of the Tuileries, to find it inhabited in every 
nook and corner, Numerous families wero 
found living in the wing by tho river side. 
Many of them could not say by what right 
they were there; some dated back their rea- 
idence to the time of the restoration in 1830; 
and at the time of the fire in 1871 they took 
refugoin the wing from which they have 
just now been ejected to make room for the 
mupicipal council. But the most extraordi- 
nary thing was that, in the imperial stables, 
with their marble troughs and mahogany 
mangers, and racks, were found a numerous 
company of horses, who haye for many years 
beon gratuitously stabled there, 

The evident eagerness of Germany and 
England to increase the number of their 
fovtholds in the Pacific has stirred the emu 
lation ot France. Her authorities at New 
Caledonia aro surveying and computing 
the value of the New Hebrides, a group 
lying to the north-east, and containing five 
large islands, with a good many small ones 
The war ship Victorieuse has been there, 
nominally sounding the natives on the sub- 
ject of annexation. As the people however, 
are Papuan savages, extremely wild, and 
largely cannibols, it is not impossible that 
tho French colonial officers, viewing the 
fertile lands and sandal-wood forests, may 
attempt to annex first and ask consent aft- 
erward, The way in which the ownership 
of the Pacific islands may be divided among 
European nations affords a curious subject 
of speculation.

been expended in bringing it to perfection. 
The distances of objects have been deter- 
mined by it up to ranges of 10,000 yards, 
and it has been found possible to hit a 
small boat three miles out at sea at the first 
shot. 


The German newspapers are advocating 
the celebration on Oct. 15th of the fiftieth 
birthday of the railway system. Among 
the statistical details connected with rail- 
ways which have been lately published in 
Germany, it appears that Germany holds 
the first place in Europe in the quantity of 
its railway communications, possessing a 
network of 30,464 kilometres. Next comes 
England with 27,540 kilometres; then 
France with 23,883 kilometres ; and Russia 
with 21,687 kilometres. Austria-Hungary 
has only 17,997 and Italy 8,213 kilometres, 
The railway mileage of the United States 
amounts tomore than fiye-sixths of the 
total mileage of Europe, being 127,470 kilo- 
metres. The other States of America have 
altogether only 14,000 kilometres of rail- 
way. Asia has 11,000 kilomotres, Aus- 
tralia 4,000 kilometres, and Africa 2,900 
kilometres. A kilometre is equal to gths 
of a mile. 

The death is announced of Sir George 
Stephen, aged eighty-five, the first knight 
created by Queen Victoria. When an at- 
torney he was tho Government agent ap- 
pointed to collect evidence asto Queen 
Caroline’s conduct on the continent during 
the last six months of her stay. He was 
long a leading advocate for the abolition of 
slavery, and during the Mauritius enquiry 
into the conduct of Sir Robert Farquhar 
examined above three hundred witnesses, 
and agitated England to such a degree that 
three hundred thousand signatures to an 
anti-slavery petition from ladies alone were 
obtained in a single week. He succeeded 
in getting the police force reorganized and 
the system of parochial relief reformed, In 
the course of eighteen years’ gratuitous 
service as ‘‘pauper solicitor” he obtained 
the discharge from prison of more than one 
hundred paupers who had been committed 
for contempt of the Court of Chancery. For 
these and other services he was knighted. 
Among Sir George’s many books may be 
mentioned ‘'The adventures of a Gentle- 
man in search of a Horse.” 


Pall Mall Gazette, August 25 :—‘* At the 
meeting of the Spanish Cabinet which was 
held last week the relations of Spain and 
Morocco are said to have been discussed in 
u very serious spirit. The ministerial jour- 
nals of Madrid deny that Spain has any 
notion of aggression upon Morocco, but 
they add that Spanish influence must be 
backed in case of necessity by a display of 
strength, This language throws some light 
upon the recent activity of the military and 
naval authorities, and the approaching re- 
call of Senor Diosdado, the Spanish Minis- 
ter at Tangier, by Marshal Campos. The 
pacific policy of Senor Canovas del Castillo 
has been, it appears, abandoned for one 
more flattering to the pride of the Spani- 
ards, Large sums of money are being spent 
on the navy, and the fortilied places on the 
southern coast of Spain and on the African 
side of the Straits are to be immediately 
sot in order. The Spanish garrisons in 
Morocco are to be reinforced, and in the 
meantime an outcry is raised against the 
apathy of the Spanish authorities at Ceuta 
and Tangier on the ground that they have 
allowed British influence to become pre- 
dominant.” Re 

Some three thousand pilgrims set out 
from Paris on August 21 for Lourdes, many 
of them being pauper invalids who aro 
being taken to the miraculous grotto by 
charitable persons. ‘Choso who aro better 
off, and the wealthier of the clorgy, how- 
vor, still soom to prefer Vichy and wator- 
ing places. The ultramontane papers point 
out that the number of pilgrims to Lourdes 
is double what it was last year, meaning to 
imply that this influx is somowhat connect- 
ed with the Julos Ferry bill. The Arch- 
bishop of Paris, too, is about to crown Notre 
Damo do la Jalette, who was su posod a 
short whilo ago to have fallon into disgrace, 
‘At Amions thero has been a procession in 
honor of the vow of Louis XI I.; the said 
vow dedicated the Dauphin, aftorward 
Louis XIV., to the Virgin Mary. Thoro is 
acolobrated picturo of tho vow of Louis 
XII. in the Cathedral of Montauban, 
painted by Ingres.

The logio of events is too much for the 
Grit newspapers, which havo all along pro- 
dicted the ruin of the trado of the country 
from the enactment of a trade policy which 
gives fair play to the varied industries of 
the Dominion.

Hence we 
find the Montreal Herald acknowledging 
the fact that the prospect is brightening, 
and that ‘matters now strongly point to 
an improved condition of affairs.” This is 
just what was promised by the present 
Government, and ifour Reform contem- 
poraries will but cease their ill-omened 
cronkings the good times for which all are 
wishing will make their appearance yo much 
the sooner, 

Our exchanges during the past week 
have contained the following items, which 
show that the wheel of progress, which wo 
have previously seen was fairly started, 
still continues to revolye with considerable 
rapidity, despite the efforts of the Grit 
* flies ” who have been doing their best to 
hinder its progress ; 

The N, P, says the Standard, does not 
seem to injure Pictou’s industries. Since 
Angust Ist, we notice that Messrs, Camp- 
bell & Son have exported upper leather to 
Nfld. to the amount of $3,500, and sole 
leather worth $1000. This is a decidedly 
creditable showing. A fine fleet of square 
rigged ships has been in port for some days 
past. Tho harbor has consequently a 
busier appearance than ordinarily, 

Monetary Times :—Manufacturing spools 
for thread has been begun on a consider- 
able scale at Petitcodiac, N. B, «A three 
story building 40x90, has been erected with 
engine house 30x60, containing an eighty 
horse power engine. A machine called a 
** double Scotch blocker” is in use, capable 
of blocking and boring 100 gross of spools 
per day. It bores tho hole through the 
spool and blocks it out at tho same time, 
doing away with two or threo handlings as 
required by the American machine. The 
company have 1,000,000 feet spool wood 
on hand, and have shipped a number of 
car loads of spools to St. John, there to be 
laden for the Scottish market. The mill is 
to employ eighty hands when completed. 

The Campbellford Woollen Mills Co. ap- 
plies for re-incorporation in Ontario to 
manufacture woollen goods. Capital $20,- 
000in $50 shares. Messra, Cockburn,Tico, 
Kennedy and Ferris, of that villago, and 
Gilbert Bedford of Seymour, are pro- 
visional directors. 

Berlin Daily News:—The Globe ovidently

aro fre, You are not warned by placards of 
the porils y yrun; it is taken for granted 
that you will not bo such a fool as to throw 
yoursolf under tho locomotives, or in shoer 
light-hoartednoss offer your watch to the pick- 
pockets of the United Kingdom, A friend 
once described tho doings of the honorable 
gentlemen who rob you of your money in a 
railway carriage by means of tho throo-card 
trick. This trick is never successfully played 
on the South-Eastern Railway, tho only one 
by which the French travel. It is too 
woll known that nobody will be found 
on it green enough to bo taken in, In 


short, the indepondence of movemont 
enjoyed is complete — is independence 
itself. At tirst sito it may have its incon- 


veniont, but these are far outweighed by its 
numerous advantages, In London one must 
observe and learn bofore finding out the way 
to enjoy all tho comfort of English life. The 
Englishman is astonished at nothing, knows 
everything, never makes mistakes, never 
questions anybody, avoids being run over by 
the publio vehiclos which go about as thoy 
like, and never needs to consult a policeman, 
England, in fact, is a country where everyono 
acts as his own policeman, where the police is 
respected, precisely because it nover intor- 
foros with you, Every living soul thore, in- 
cluding the animals, is penetrated by this 
grand Fooling of independence and personality. 
Tho very sheep which, in France, tly in ter- 
ror at the approach of a railway train, range 
thomselves here against the palings to sce 
ing engine go by, and scem proud 
of this wittess of the nations’ industry. Ono 
might roally imagine them to be all railway 
sharoholders, 

But though one may study, and learn, and 
seo many things that are new in London, ono 
must not expect to amuse oneself there. 
Gloom reigns there as much as Queen Victoria 
herself—even more. Tho food must be the 
cause of this dopression ; it is succulent, it is 
good, it is abundant ; butitis as heavy and 
as indigestible as syrups. Salmon and pota- 
toos, ronst beef in enormous quantities, plum- 
puddings like fortresses, tho whole washod 
down with “‘half-and-half,” that is to say, of 
ale and stout, which introduces an unquench- 
able thirst into your stomach, The English 
slake their thirst with port or sherry, highly 
charged with alcohol, which is as ‘good as 
throwing oil upon fire. It must be added in 
their behalf that they make only one good 
meal a day, to which they give themselves up 
heartily. Inthe morning the working peo- 
plo take a tea and bread-and-butter ; at noon 
they hurriedly gotoabar, where they are 
served, by young girls, who wait at the coun- 
ter, with a sandwich anda glass of sherry, 
which they swallow rapidly. Somo of them 
seat themselves in front of the bar, and si- 
lently gaze at tho young Indies who serve 
them. Tho contemplation is indulged in for 
ten minutes ata stretch ; the lounger eats 
half his sandwich, then falls to gazing again, 
completes his refection, takes a last fond 
look,then suddenly hurries off without a word 
of leave-taking. Five minutes later he may 
be seen mounted upon an omnibus, beside the 
driver—the place of honor, 

A good deal has been said about the London 
omnibuses, but too much can never bo said. 
The London omnibus driver is, above all, im- 
mense. In London there are no uniforms as 
in Paris. This arises from the great indepon- 
dence, the absence of all fanctionaryiam, of 
which I have c«poken above, The arivers 
wear black top coats, high hats and pellow 
leathern gloves. Some wear white gloves and 
have flowers in their button holes. These are 
gentlemen. When one omnibus meetsanother 
and the drivers know each other, they lean 
over and say “‘Good day, sir,” very seriously, 
The conductor is somewhat less majestical ; 
but he also has an uprighthat. Upright hats 
are universal. The beggars even wear them, 
tho railway servants, the engine drivers and 
stokers—sometimes. Tho bricklayera work 
in their shirt sleeves, but wear the high hat. 
You will nover seo one of them ina blouse in 
London, Equality in regard to costume is the 
first duty of tho “true Briton.”

and fifty cents) per acre, 

6. “The even-numbered sections in belt D 
shall also be set apart for homesteads and pre- 
emptions of eighty acres each, as provided for in 
respect of belts Band C, but the price of pre- 
emptions shall be at the rate of $2 (two dollars) 

per acre. Railway lands to consist, as in the 
Bates B and , of the odd-numbered sections,and 
the price thereof to be at the uniform rate of $2 
(two dollars) per acre. 

7. “In the belt E, the description and area 
of homesteads and pre-emptions, and railway 
lands respectively, to be as above, and the prices 
of both pre-emptions and railway lands to be at 
the uniform rate of $1 (one dollar) per acre. 

8. ‘The terms of sale of pre-emptions through- 
out the several belts, B, C, D and E shall be as 
follows, viz.: Four-tenths of the purchase money, 
together with interest on the latter, at the rate 
of 6 per cent, per annum, to be paid at the end 
of three years from the date of entry ; the re- 
mainder to be paid in six equal annual instal: 
ments from and after the said date, with interest 
at the rate aboye mentioned, on such balance of 
the purchase money a8 may from time to time 
remain unpaid, to be paid with each instalment. 

9. ‘The terms of sale of raiiway lands to be 
uniformly as follows, viz.: One-tenth in cash at 
the tinie of purchase ; the balance in nine equal 
annual instalments, with interest at the rate of 
six per cent, per annum on the balance of pur- 
chase money from time to time remaining un- 
paid, to be paid with each instalment.

The Afghan Treachery. 


The latest news from Afghanistan gives 

an entirely now and startling aspect to af- 
fairs in that country. It is now stated that 
the assassination of the British Resident 
and his retinue was not, as at first assorted, 
tho work of a mob of revolting soldiers, but 
that tho Ameer was privy to it, and has 
now openly declared himself as hostile to 
tho British. Should this latest news prove 
to be true—and from what is known of the 
treacherous nature of these mountaineers 
it seems to bo but too probable—the work 
of ayenging the cold-blooded massacre at 
Oabul will be seriously delayed. Had the 
native ruler remained true to the obliga- 
tions imposed upon him by the treaty of 
Gundamuk, the march to Oabul would 
hayo been comparatively easy of accom- 
plishment, as, the: natives being divided 
amongst themselves, the two parties would 
have been occupied in watching each other ; 
but if they have united to resist the invad- 
er, a task of the most difficult nature is be- 
foro the British commanders ere they can 
reach the capital of the Afghans. The army 
which entered their territory and brought 
them to subjection has been in part dis- 
banded and considerably scattered, and 
tho commissariat, which failed so miserably 
a few months ago, will have to be reorgan- 
ized, which will occupy n great deal of time. 
General Roberts has acted promptly ; but 
as his advance was made with the belief 
that the Uabu! massacro was tho outcome 
of a more local emeute, it may unfortunate- 
ly turn out-that his weak battalions haye 
beet pushed forward too far. We do not 
fear another disastor such as that of 1841, 
when, asa result of Afghan treachery, of 
the British army of 4,000 Europeans and 
natives, and 12,000 camp followers, but one 
solitary individualescaped. The conditions 
of warfare have changed too greatly in favor 
of tho invadecs to give good ground for such 
a belief; for whereas in 1841 tho British 
forces were armed with the smooth-bore 
musket—the old ‘ Brown Beas"—a weapon 
highly inefficient and vastly inferior in range 
and accuracy to the long fusils carried by 
the Afghans, now thoy haVo a vast superi- 
ority in firearms, both for range and accn- 
racy, which superiority was the secret of 
the rapidity of their latest victories over 
these brave but treacherous enemies. A 
second war will thus be necessitated, which 
will probably involve the total conquest of 
Afghanistan, unless it should huppily prove 
tha Yakoob Khan has been misroprosented, 
and is still able to control the majority of 
his people. 


The American Institutes of Mining

The present visit, 
which must be judged by the private as well 
aa the public opportunities that it affords 
for the communication of facts and ideas, 
may be expected to do much more fur Can- 
ada, for wo may take it for granted that 
our visitors will not depart without gathor- 
ing all tho information possible from their 
scientific brethren. Tho arrangomonta 
which have beon made for the comfort and 
enjoyment of our distinguished guosta arn, 
wo believe, oll that could be desired, and 
wo fool assured that everything will bo dono 
to make the momories of thoir stay hore an 
pleasant to thom as their presence will 
have been to their entertainers.”

Combined Locomotive and Steam 
Fire Engine. 


PROTECTION Of RAILWAY BUILDINGS SECURED 
FROM DESTRUCTION BY FIRE. 

Yesterday morning anumber of gentlemen 
asseinbled at the terminus of the Q., M., O. & 
O. R., Hoohelaga, on the invitation of Mr, 
©. A. Scott, Superintendent of the line, to 
witness a trial of an invention of the master 
mechanic of the Company at that point, Mr, 
A. Davis, by which the Buildings of the Com- 
pany at Hoshelaga will for the fatara be pro- 
tected from any great danger from fire. The 
invention consists of the application of apump 
to the ‘yard’ or shunting engine, whereby 
the latter.is transformed into a first class 
steam fire engine, capable of proceeding at a 
rate of 35 miles an hour, taking with it 500 
gallons of water in its tender and 5,000 gallon 
ina tank specially covatructed for the pur- 
pose and in appearance like a covered freight 
van. The locomotive is a coal burning 15 
horse-power engine, built at the Baldwin Lo- 
comotive Works, Philadelphia, and is named 
the “C. A Scott.” It has been used in shunt 
ing for somo time past, 

Tho combination is simply a steam fire en- 
gine secured to the back of the locomotive in 
such a manner as to fit the top of the boiler, 
towhich itis connected by ordinary steam 
pipes. By this means at a moment's notice 
the engine can bo made to throw a very pow- 
erful stream tarough a l}inch nozzle a dis- 
tance of 300 feet, Thotank is so stationed 
as to be attached to the ongine and proceed 
to the fire. The engino is engaged in shunt- 
ing all day, and until late at night, and dur- 
ing the few hours that it is not required it is 
attached to the tank with steam up ready for 
duty. In the event of a fire at the Mile Eud 
the engine could be there and have water 
Chrowaeg within 34 minutes. The engine is 
supplied with 150 feet’ of suction hose and 
500 feot of service hose. In the event of a 
breakage in the city water main #o as to pro- 
clade tho possibility of a water supply, this 
engino can also perform the valuable sorvice 
of furnishing all the engines of the Company 
from the river, and can draw the from 
we depth uf 27 foot, Te cau tus bo lo wae 
in passing over long stretches of country as 
it will replonish itself from any river, pond, 
or wellat tho desire of the engineer, Mr, G 
S. Gilbert supplied tho attachments, Tho 
total cont of the pumping apparatus and fix.

It will 
also prove useful in cleaning away the incrus 
tations from boilers, as it oan give a pressure 
of 200 Ibs. to the squaroinch, Messrs. Brau:

Lonpon, Sept. 17.—Indian officials tele- 
graph further details of tho attack on tho 
British residency at Cabul. It is related by 
a trooper, who escaped, that when the mu- 
tinous troops were making an outery for their 
pay asoldier shouted ‘Let us kill the envoy 
then the Ameer,” Tho mutineers then rushed 
upon the embassy and stoned some of the 
servants, Tho oscort fired upon the muti- 
neers without orders from the British officers.

TWEED, 

The village of Tweed has made consider- 

able progress within the last decade, but 
for the past two or three years business has 
been comparatively at a stand still. What 
is wanted to make this the live business 
place its natural advantages entitle it to, 
is railway communication with the front. 
Tweed has excellent water power, is sur- 
rounded by a good agricultural country, 
has a pleasant situation, possesses some 
good shops, and fine Churches, school 
houses and residences, and has some enter- 
prising residents, but unless they can got 
to the front by some other means than by 
the old stage road, the village cannot be- 
come prosperous. There is some talk of 
building a branch to connect with the 
Belleville and North Hastings Railway ; 
but I found the feeling there, as indeed all 
through the northern line of Townships, 
was to have a front of thoir own, by mup- 
porting the Ottawa and Toronto Railway. 
Whether this will ever be accomplished is 
& question I will not attempt to discuss - 
but there are very many prominent men in 
the Townships of Hungerford, Elzovir and 
Madoc, who believe they will soon seo the 
iron horse ploughing its way through the 
wilds of their forests on tho projected road 
from Ottawa to Toronto,

From the return of the comparative acre- 
ago under ftax in Ireland in 1878 and 1879 
it showa that thoro is an incroase this yoar 
of 16,187 acres. 

Tho annual rato of mortality in England 
and Walos was 22.20 frou 1840 to 1850 ; 
29 24 from 1850 to 1860 ; 22.61 from 1860 
to 1870 ; 21 G4 from 1870 to 1 . 

Victoria (Australia), produced in the firat 
quarter of 1879, 2,123 ounces moro ¢ vd 
than in the same quartor of last year. Of 
the minors in tho first quarter of this year 
over one-fourth wore C 

Tho total coinage of gold and silver coins 
exoouted at the United Stat nints during 
the month of Auguat was 2,997,823 pioces 
value $6, 0, The total coins 
standant silver dollars to dato is 40, 
050, 

Boston shipped out 1,7 
boots and shoes for tho year ended July 10, 
1879. Of these Chicago took 17% 7 oases; 
St. Louis, 117,668 ; New York, 112,871 ; 
Philadelphia, & , and Cincinnati, 04, 
459 cases—making a total of 695,831 cases. 

From the report to the British Board of 
Trade, it appoars that the number of por- 
sons returned as having beon killed in the 
working of the railways during the year 
1878 was 1,053, and the number injured, 
4,007. Of these 125 persons killed and 1,- 
752 porsons injured wore passongers. 

According to official statistics furnished by 
the French War Office, 790,140 men will 
spend more or less time under the flag this 
year, in conformity with the new military 
law. Tho active army is sot down at 479,- 
100 men; the reserve of the active army at 
144,570 men and 3,850 ofticera ; the terri- 
torial army at 117,800 men and 6,800 ofli- 
coors, 

The consumption of wood inthe United 
States is enormous. Railway sleepers alone 
require 150,000 acres of the best timber 
every year. The annual expenditure for 
railway buildings, repairs, and cars,is $38,- 
500,000. The locomotives in the United 
States consume $56,000,000 worth of the 
article, Wood industry amounts to $500,- 
000,000, in which there are 40,000 artisans. 

Mr. Penders, the director of one of the 
largest submarine cable companies, has 
communicated to the members of the Inter- 
national Telegraphic conference, held at 
London, the information that the length of 
the terrestial lines of the world is about 1,- 
250,000 miles, that the total cost of them 
was ovor $200,000,000, and that the length 
of all the submarine cables is 66,000 miles, 
representing a capital of $125,000,000. 

The extent of land under the different 
crops in Great Britain is as follows :— 
Wheat, 2,890,137 acres ; barley, 2,667,103; 
oats, 2,656,575 ; potatoes, 540,842 ; hops, 
67,715 acres. These figures show, as com- 
pared with 1878—in wheat, a decrease of 
10.2 per cent, ; in barley, anincreaso of 8 
per cent, ; oats, decrease of 1.6 per cent. ; 
potatoes, increase of 6.4 per cent. ; and 
hops, a decrease of 5.7 percent. The total 
number of live stock in Groat Britain is : 
Cattle, 6,856,599 ; sheep, 28,154,881 ; pigs, 
2,091,464. 

Tho Registrar-General of England (Major 
Graham), who is about retiring from office, 
has prepared some observations on the Law 
of Marriage, in which he states that mar- 
riageby civil contract has beonin forcein Eng- 
land and Wales for 42 years, and that since 
1841 nearly 850,000 persons have been mar- 
ried in register offices, nearly 500,000 hav- 
ing been thus united during the last 13 
years. Ho regrets that attemps are made to 
persuade such persons that their marriages 
are “‘improper;”’ and as the civil is the only 
legal form of marriage m several great Chris- 
tian States, the assertion that it is “only 
suited to infidels” he regrets especially.

A Missouri farmer has been figuring on 
the damage done by dogs in that State. In 
thirty-two counties 10,602 sheep haye been 
killed. Ho estimates the number of dogs 
in thirty-two counties to be 462,000; that a 
hog willthriveon the food necessary to 
support an able-bodied dog, and at the end 
of the year weigh 200 pounds; therefore, if 
the food for these 462,000 dogs were given 
to the hogs, it would make 92,000,000 
pounds of pork, worth at least six cents a 
pound, or $4,550,000—nearly twice the val- 
ue of all the schoolhouses in the State, and 
more than twice the amount used by the 
State for school purposes. 


The quantity of illuminating gas consu- 
med in London, per head of the population, 
is rapidly increasing. In 1869 the qua_tity 
burned was 9,885,357,000 of cubit feet for 
a Poralanon of 3,158,671, or at the rate of 
4 little more than 3,000 cubic feet per head. 
Last year the quantity used was 16,293,- 
528,000 of cubic feet, or at the rate of more 
than 4,500 cubic feet per head, the popula- 
tion in the middle of 1878 being 3,577,304. 
Tn nine years the ratio has thus risen about 
50 percent. The London gas companies 
use 4,700 tons of coala day. Their capital 
in 1869 was £7,828,844, and last year it 
was £12 514. 

The noted Dalrymple farm, on the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad, employs 400 men dur- 
ing the present harvest, and would use 600 
more but for self binders. Ithas 115 self- 
binding reapers and 20 steam threshers. 
The farm contains 75,000 more acres in 
space than the original district of Columba. 
Ground was firat broken in 1875, This year 
more than 20,000 acres are in crops. ‘The 
owner will ship 500,000 bushels of wheat 
this year to New York at a profit of $180,- 
000. In reaping each machine takes an 
eight foot sweep,and cuts fifteen acresa day. 
Twenty-one machines work simultaneously 
on a square mile patch, running one after 
another. 

_In view of a probable outbreak of war in 
Now Zealand with the Maories, the following 
figures from the census of the Maori popula- 
tion, made last year, will be interesting. Tho 
Maori population wos found to be 42,819 ; in 
1874 it was 46,016, making a decrease in four 
years of 3,197. Asis usual in these returns, 
the malea considerably exceed the fomales,the 
formor being 23,533, and the Inter only 19,- 
286. But the most characteristic foaturo of 
those estimates for many years is tho enormous 
disparity in the proportion of adults and obil- 
dren. Of the total of 42,819 souls Inat year 
no leas than 14,533 were males over 15 years, 
and fomales of the same ago 11,802, In Euro. 
pean countries the mon usually average a fifth 
or sixth of the population, while at prosent 
among tho Maorics they constitute a third,

Railway lands to consist, as in the 
belts B and (, of the odd-numbered sections,and 
the price thereof to be at the uniform rate of $2 
(two dollars) per acre. 

7. “In the belt E, the description and area 
of homesteads and pre-emptions, and railway 
lands respectively, to be as above, and the prices 
of both pre-emptions and railway’ lands to be at 
the uniform rate of $1 (one dollar) per acre. 

8. ‘The terms of sale of pre-emptions through- 
out the several belts, B, C, D and E shall be as 
follows, viz.: Four-tenths of the purchase money, 
together with interest on the latter, at the rate 
of 6 per cent. per annum, to be paid at the end 
of three years from tho date of entry ; the re- 
mainder to be paid in six equal annual instal 
ments from and after the said date, with interest 
at the rate aboye mentioned, on such balance of

both of which, ante the said date, homesteads 
of 160 acres each, but no other entries will, asat 
present, be permitted, 

12. “Claims to Dominion lands arising from 
settlement, after the date hereof, in territory un- 
surveyed at the time of such settlement, and 
which may be embraced within the limits affect- 
ed by the above policy, or by the extension there- 
of in the futuro over additional territory, will be 
ultimately dealt with in accordance with the 
terms prescribed above for the lands in papas 
cular belt in which such settlement may be found 
to be situated. 

13. ‘ All entries after the date hereof of unoc- 
cupied lands in the Saskatchewan Agency, will 
be considered as provisional until the railway 
line through that part of the territories has been 
located, after which the same will be finally dis- 
posed of in accordance with the above regula- 
tions, as the aame may apply to the particular 
belt in which such lands may be found to be 
situated. 

14, ‘' The above regulations it will, of course, 
be understood will not affect sections 11 and 29, 
which are public school lands, or sections 8 and 
26, Hndson's Bay Company lands.

A Notable Anniversary. 


Tho first anniversary of a most notable 

event in tho political history of Canada 
occurred on the 17th inst., namely, that of 
the defeat of the Mackenzie Government 
and the transference of the administration 
of our public affairs from the hands of the 
Reform party to those of the Conservatives: 
Although it was.a month later before tho 
present Government was sworn into office, 
and Sir John Macdonald and his colleagues 
have had control for but eleven months, a 
great change for the better is observable. 
That economy in the public service which 
was promised by their predecessors, but 
which was never carried eut, has been given 
effect to, whilst the efficiency of all the 
Governmental machinery has been im- 
proved, New life is, in fact, apparent in 
evory department, and the best of evidence 
is thereby afforded that our publio affairs 
are now administered by men of energy, 
ability and honesty. 

Whilst much important legislation has 
been had on matters of importance, the 
attention of the public has been chiefly 
engaged with the National Policy, which 
was carried into effect in March last. This 
measure fully redeemed the promises of its 
framers, and although it has been but six 
months in operation, it has already so ben- 
eficially affected the trade of the country as 
to confound its opponents, and compelled 
the leading organs of Reform opinion to 
admit that the future is now full of promise. 
Woe havo so frequently expressed onr views 
on this subject that it is unnoceasary to do 
so again in this connection, Suffice it to 
say, therefore, that the expected increase 
of revenue is being realized, and that with- 
out burdening the consumer, whilst the im. 
pulse given to home manufactures has been 
very great. That there may bo imperfec- 
tions in details which will require correction 
when Parliament meets is quite probable ; 
but as our present Finance Minister doos 
not, like his predecessor, consider himself 
infallible, we may expect that Sir Samuel 
Tilley will readily consent to such altera- 
tions as he may be convincingly shown are 
necessary. 

That the people endorse the policy of the 
Government is shown by the fact, that as a 
result of the by-elections held since the gen- 
eral election, the Government majority has 
beon increased by six ; and that the Prov- 
fnoes of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 


placed their local Governments in political 
harmony with that of the Dominion. 

Wo therefore hope to be able, on the next 
occurrence of the anniversary, to congratu- 
Into our readers on the lifting of the heavy 
cloud of deprossion which Grit inaction had 
intensifiod, and on the return of our coun’ 
try to the pleasant {pathway of prosperity 
and progress,

The Customs Department. 


In the course of a lengthy and able ro- 

view of the political history of the last 
twelve months and of the action of the 
present Government since it took office, tho 
Toronto Mail says :—“ The Customs De- 
partment, under Mr. Bowell, has inaugu- 
rated a system of rigid and vigorous collec- 
tion of the revenue, in which the interest 
of tho retail trade, the wholesale trade, 
manufacturers and laborers will bo pro- 
tected in spite of all that silly agitation can 
say in defence of smugglors and swindlers 
of the revenue. A system of uniform valu- 
ation of goods of a like charactor has beon 
adopted with the full approval of thoso 
who had occasion to know how much such 
a reform was needed.” 

This is a fitting answor to those journals 
which have persistently assailed the Minis- 
ter of Customs since his appointment. His 
great onergy and practical ability have 
manifested themaclves conspicuously, and 
wo venture to say that it will be found 
when tho noxt official report of the oper- 
ations of the Department under his con- 
trol shall be published, that the efficiency 
of the service has been vastly increased 
undor his management, and that the ox- 
penses have been considerably decreased,

—A cablo despatch 
from London on the 18th says :—‘‘The inter- 
view between the shareholders and direct- 
ors of the Great Western Railway of Cana- 
da, on the 18th, resulted in the temporary 
postponement of action, but the directors 
consented to call a special meeting of the 
shareholders at an early date.” 


Grand Trunk Trarric.—The traflic 
roturns forthe Grand Trunk Railway for 
week ending September 13th show the total 
receipts to be $192,727, an increase of $18,- 
751 over thecorresponding week of 1878, 
of which $12,589 is from passengers, mails 
and express freight. The returns show the 
very gratifying increase in eleven weeks of 
$71,179. 


Damy Marxers.—The Montreal Star 
of tho 18th says:—There is very little 
change since yesterday, except in cheese, 
which is much firmer. Sales of 1,200 boxes 
August make are reported at 8c, and 500 
boxes at 8c. There is still a good enquiry 
from Great Britain. 
present firmness in this market is said to be 
due to the fact that farmers, instead of 
bringing their milk to the factories at the 
low prices which prevailed during most of 
the summer, fed it to their live stock in. 
stead, and, consequently, manufacturers are 
for the present scarcely able to make deliv- 
eries prompt enough to satisfy the improved 
demand which has set in. July cheese is 
quoted atabout 7c, Butter is going forward 
inJarge quantities and quotations have 
again advanced,” 


Mispracep Conripence.—Mr, Allan 
Gilmour, of Ottawa, a largo shareholder in 
the Consolidated Bank, has published a 
correspondence which passed between him 
and Mr. R.J. Reekio, Vice-President of 
the Consolidated Bank, during thu past 
eighteen months, on the subject of the con- 
dition of the affairs of that institution. The 
first letter from Mr. Reekie is dated March 
6th, 1878, and in it he advises Mr. Gilmour 
uot to sell his shares and continues, “1 may 
here state that the reports about the losses 
of the Consolidated Bank for the past year 
are not correct. and should not be taken 
notice of by any interested party.” In his 
next letter, dated March 11th, Mr. Reekie 
says, ‘I note what you say about your stock 
in the Vonsolidated Bank and I would not 
advise you to sell at 80 percent at prosent. 
There is nothing wrong witn the Bank that 
Lknow of, asI am Vice-President and 
enquire intoevery matter at our meetings 
twice a week.” This shows ono of two 
things—cither that Mr. Reokio grossly de- 
ceived his friend,or that hewas himself caro- 
less and subjected to deceit by the bank 
officers. 


Manrropa’s Disptay.—Mr. A. Begg, of 
Winnipeg, commissionor in charge of the 
Manitoba exhibits for the Dominion Exhi- 
bition, arrived at Ottawa on the 17th. The 
cars conveying the exhibits left Winnipeg 
on Friday morning, and are now this side 
of Sarnia. They are nicely decorated and 
placarded with the words ‘ Manitoba Pro- 
ducts for Dominion Exhibition, Ottawa.” 
There are two cars packed to their fullest 
extent. There are samples of the soils, 
furs, woods, minerals, wild fruits, &o., of 
the North-West. There will be scones 
rom camp life on the prairie in which will 
figare a large sixteen skin tent standing 
nineteen feet in height. There will be Red 
Rivor carts, winter carrioles, birch bark 
canoes, and a complete war dross of the 
Black Feet tribes. Thorearo fifteen cases 
of birds, ombracing every species known in 
the North-West, also sovoral of the wild 
animals, There is a collection of furs and 
Indian curiosities, as also all tho wild grass- 
es which stand from four to fifteon foot high.

writton, Mr, Shaw-Lefevro, bas read a pa- 
per bofore the British Association,in which 
ho oxpreases tho belief that American com- 
petition is likely to becomo less formidable 
than it has been. Upon what reasonable 
grounds such an opinion could be based we 
aro at n loss to know, unless upon the pre- 
sumption that the harvesta on this contin- 
ontareas likely to prove deficient as in Great 
Britain, This, wo should imagine,is a very 


poor straw to catch at, as the area devoted 
to tho culture of grain in the United 
Statesand Canada is so large that, os 
the London Globe points out, identical or 
equally unfavorable climatic influences are 
scarcely ever likely to prevail over the 
whole grain growing portions of this con. 
tinont at the same time, It may be added 
that this improbability goes on incroasing 
rapidly from year to year, as the acreago of 
land brought under cultivation annually is 
enormous, and new and highly productive 
regions widely separated from those hither- 
to most largely devoted to the culture of 
the cereals are being rapidly populated. 
Tako as an example Manitoba and the 
North-Western Territories, into which a 
large population, chiefly composed of skill- 
ed agriculturists, is rapidly pouring, and 
which within the next ten years will ox- 
port millions of bushe)a of wheat and other 
grains of the finest quality. Thus the ever- 
widening area of production in America 
must leaye the British farmer at an im- 
monso disadyantage, handicapped as he 
is by enormously high rents and other re- 
strictions which all his care and skill can- 
not overcome. The Commissioners 
who are now in this country will no doubt 
address themselves to the task which has 
been committed to them with great skill 
and ability, and may be able to suggest a 
plan whereby tho British farmer can be 
placed on an equal footing with his Ameri- 
can competitor ; but the only possible 
hope for agriculturists in England seems 
to be a further reduction in the rent of the 
land which they till, Either that or an 
import duty on foreign grain, and this 
latter we apprehend will not be attempted. 
Cheap food is Britain’s great desideratum,as

thereby the cost of her manufactures is 
kept down toa figure at which she can 
undersell nearly all competitors in the 
markets of the world. Greatas her agri- 
cultural interests undoubtedly are, those 
of her manufacturers are still greater, 
hence it is not at all probable that the latter 
will be made to give way to the former. 

Just to show what the effect of the pre- 
Sent disastrous season has been we may state 
that the annual harvest inquiry of the 
Agricultural Gazette states that three- 
fourths of the wheat reports are below an 
ayerage, and only one per cent is over aver- 
age ;and barley, beans, and peas, are al- 
most as bad. Oats alone are this year a 
fair and ayerage crop. Potatoes are every- 
where either a failure or rapidly on the 
road to destruction ; the hay crop most of it 
budly made, is not even yet completely 
harvested ; and the mangel, swede, and tur- 
nip crops are late and generally foul, and 
of less area than usual.

THE ZULU WAR ENDED. 


Capture of Cetewayo. 


Lonpon, Sopt. 18.—A despatch by way 
of St. Vincent fully confirms the capture 
of Octewayo, He was taken by a pursuing 
party under the command Col, Barrow. 
"ho nows causes much excitement in Capo- 
town. Some days before tho King’s cap- 
ture ho disbanded h 
tod himself in tho b Tho British, un- 
dor Col. Barrow,pursued him from kraal to 
kraal, burning kraals as Cotowayo and his 
constantly diminishing followers fled before 
them. His capturo was finally mado by 
vurrounding him in tho bush with a de- 
tachment of troops, and threatening to 
shoot him ifhe refused to surrender at 
once.

An invitation was re- 
ceived to hold the next meeting of the 
Grand Lodge in Toronto, which was ac- 
cepted.

A part of the atalk is 
used for food, and the hard pithy centre at 
the base forms a good whotetono, as silica 
enters largely in its composition, while the 
fermented sap of the aloe, or magney, as it 
is called, is an intoxicating beverage known 
as pulque, which 1s largely consumed by the 
natives. Large specimens of the century 
plant are valued highly by florists here, and 
as much as several hundred dollars is not 


uncommonly paid for a fine one.

elts B and (, of the odd-numbered sections,and 
the price thereof to be at the uniform rate of $2 
(two dollars) per acre. 

7. “In the belt E, the description and area 
of homesteads and pre-emptions, and railway 
lands respectively, to be as above, and the prices 
of both pre-emptions and railway lands to be at 
the uniform rate of $1 (one dollar) per acre. 

8. ‘The terms of sale of pre-emptions through- 
out the several belts, B,C, D and E shall be as 
follows, viz.: Four-tenths of the purchase money, 
together with interest on the latter, at the rate 
of 6 per cent. per annum, to ora at the end 
of three years from the date of entry ; the re- 
mainder to be paid in six equal annual instal: 
ments from and after the said date, with interest 
at the rate aboye mentioned, on such balance of 
the purchase money as may from time to time 
remain unpaid, to be paid with each instalment.

of 160 acres each, but no other entries will, as at 
present, be permitted, 

12. “Claims to Dominion lands arising from 
settlement, after the date hereof, in territory un- 
surveyed at the time of such settlement, and 
which may be embraced within the limits affect- 
ed by the above policy, or by the extension there- 
of in the future over additional territory, will be 
ultimately dealt with in accordance with the 
terms prescribed above for the lands in the parti- 
cular belt in which such settlement may be found 
to bo situated. 

13. ‘* All entries after the date hereof of unoc- 
cupied lands in the Saskatchewan Agency, will 
bo considered as proyisional until the railway 
line through that part of the territories has been 
located, after which the same will be finally dis- 
posed of in accordance with the above regula- 
tions, as the same may apply to the particular 
belt in which such may be found to be 
situated. 

14, ‘* The above regulations it will, of course, 
be understood will not affect sections 11 and 29, 
which are public school lands, or sections 8 and 
26, Hudson's Bay Company lands.

Huxley on Pluck and Endurance, |

At tho distribution of prizes for profici- 
ency in intellectual and physical exercises 
at University College; London, recently 
Profossor Huxley spoke to the boys, dwoll- 
ing especially upon the value of industey 
and physicial capacity for hard work in the 
y-day life. Tho chief 
value of their success in school lny, he said, 
in the ovidence it afforded of the possonsion 
of those faculties which would enable them 
to deal successfully with those life condi- 
tions they were about tot meet. Asking 
what sort of fellows wore the prize winners, 
ho continued :—‘Is there, in all the long 
list which we have gone through to-day 
the namo of a single boy who is dull, slow, 
idle and sickly? Tam sorry to gay that I 
have not the pleasure of knowing any of 
the prize winners this year personally — 
but 1 take upon myself to answer, Certain- 
ly not. Nay, I will go so farns to affirm 
that the boyato whom I have had the 
pleasure of giving prizes to-day, take them 
altogether, are the sharpest, quickest, most 
industrious, and strongest boys in the 
school, But by strongest I do not exactly 
mean those who can lift the greatest 
weights or jump furchest—bat those sho 
have most endurance. You will observe 
sgain that I aay take them all together, I 
do not doubt that outside the list of win- 
ners there may be boys of keener intellect 
than avy who are in it, disqualified by lack 
of industry or lack of health, and there 
may be highly industrious boys who are 
unfortunately dull or sickly, and there may 
be athletes who are still more unfortunate- 
ly either idle or stupid, or both.

culties, There difficultios are nol allayed

ously, they can seldom do #o by the aid of

pon whatever carcer you may enter, in- 
tellectual quickness, industry, and the 
power of bearing fatigue are three great ad- 
vantages. But I want to impress upon you, 
and through you upon those who will 
direct your futuro course, the conviction 
which I entertain that, as o general 
rule, the relative importance of these 
three qualifications is not rightly esti- 
mated, and tnat there are other quali- 
ties of no less value which are not directly 
tested by school competition. A somewhat 
varied experience of menhas led me, the 
longer I live, to set the less value upon 
mere cleverness; to attach more and more 
importance to industry and to physical en- 
durance. Indeed [am much disposed to 
think that endurance is the most valuable 
quality of them all; for industry, as the de- 
sire to work hard, does not come to much 
if a feeble frame is unable to respond to 
the desire. Everybody who has had to 
make his way in the world mast know that 
while the occasion for intellectual labor of 
a high order is rare, it constantly happens 
that a man’s future turns upon his being 
able to stand asudden and heavy strain 
upon his powers of endurance. To a law- 
yer, a physician, or a merchant it may be 
everything to be able to work sixteen hours 
a day foraslong as is needful without 
knocking up. Moreover, the patience,ten- 
acity, and gaod humor, which are among 
the most important qualifications for deal- 
ing with men, are incompatible with an ir- 
ritable brain, a weak stomach, or a defec- 
tive circulation. If any of you prize win- 
ners were ason of mine (as might have 
been the case, I am glad to think, on form- 
er occasions), and a good fairy were to offer 
to equip him according to my wishes for 
battle of practical life I should say ‘‘I do 
not care to trouble you for any more cley- 
erness; put in as mach indnstry as you can 
instead ; and oh,if you please,a broad, deep 
chest, and a stomach of whose existence he 
shall never know anything” I should be 
well content with the prospects of a 
fellow so endowed. The other point which 
I wish to impress upon you is. that com- 
petitive examination, useful and excellent 
as it is for some purposes, itis only 4 very 
test of what the winners will be worth in 
practical life. Thereare people who are 
neither yery clever nor very industrious, 
nor very strong, and who would probably 
be nowhere in an examination, and yet ex- 
ert agreat influence in yirtue of what is 
called force of character. They may not 
know much, but they take care that what 
they do know they know well. They may 
not even be particularly industrious or en- 
during, but they are strong of will and firm 
of purpose, undaunted by fear of responsi- 


bility, single-minded and trustworthy. In 
practical life om man of this sort 
is worth any number of merely 


clever and learned people. Of course I do 
not mean to imply fora moment that suc- 
cess in examination is incompatible with the 
possession of character such as I haye just 
defined it, but failure in examination is no 
evidence of the want of such charactor. 
And this leads me to administer from my 
point of view the crambof,comfort which on 
theso occasions is ordinarily offered to those 
whose names do not appear on the prize 
list, It is quite true that practical life is 
akind of long competitive examination, 
conducted by that severe pedagogus, Pro- 
fessor Circumatance. But my experience 
leads me to conclude that his marks aro 
given much more for character than for 
cleverness. Hence, though I havo no doubt 
that those boys who have received prizes 
to-day have already given rise to a fair hope 
that the future may see them prominent, 
perhaps brilliantly distinguished, members 
of society, yet neither do I think it at all 
unlikely that among the undiatingulahed 
crowd there may liv the making of some 
simple soldier whose practical senso and in- 
domitable courage may save an army led 
by characteristic cloverness to tho brink of 
destruction, or some plain man of business, 
who,by dint of sheer honesty and firmness, 
may slowly and surely riso to prosperity 
and honor when hia more brilliant compeers 
for lack of character, have gone down, with 
all who trusted them, to hopeleas ruin. 
Such things do happen. Hence, let none 
of you bo discouraged. Thoso who have 
won prizes have made a good boginning 5 
those who have not may yot mako that 
good ending which is better than a good 
beginning. No lifo is wasted unless it ends 
in sloth, dishonesty, or cowardice. No 
success is worthy of tho name unless it is 
won by honest industry and bra broast- 
ing of the waves of fortune. Unloss at the 
ond of life somo, exhalation of tho dawn 
still hangs about the palpable and tho fami- 
liar—unloss thore is somo transformation 
of tho roal into the best dreams of youth— 
depend upon it, whatever outward per 
may have gathored round a man, ho is but 
‘an elaborate and a mischievous failure.

Sovurm Avstratta.—South Australia has

A flight of six steps loads to the Millinery 
and Mantle department, which is separated 
from the main shop by glass partitions. The 
size of this shop is 3575 feet, making the 
whole depth of the entire store 165 feet. On 
the south sido is the millinery work room, 
next isthe mantlo room, and adjoining this 
on the same side is the ladies’ fitting room, 
while in the rear extending the whole width 
of the shop is the dress maker's work room, 
the remainder being occupied as the sales and 
show room. This part of the building is also 
well lighted, being furnished with two large 
sky lights in addition to the windows in the 
rear, 

Descending these six steps into the main 
shop to enter the carpet room, we make an 
additional descent of twelve steps, and find 
ourselves in a large and most commodious wel] 
lighted room, 35x75 feet. To render this 
room perfectly water-tight,and prevent injury 
to goods from spring freshets, the 
floor and sides to a height of three 
fect have been cemented with Portland 
cement. Onthis floor there is to bo a smal] 
room partitioned off, for the purpose of ex- 
hibiting silks by gaslight, so that Miss Flora 
McFlimsey will be able to tell the exact 
color, and see how the precious article will 
look when arrayed for evening receptions, or 
decked out for the gay and festive circle of 
the ball or drawing room. 

We understand the design of the interior 
arrangements was the work of Mr. Brignall, 
the junior partner of the firm of Barber, Brig- 
nall & Co,, who have leased the premises, and 
who we understand will take possession carly 
next week.

The Grand Junction. 


The Stirling News-Arqus says: ‘At the 
meeting of the Board. of Directors of this 
company, held at Belleville on Friday last, 
the proposition of the Grand Trunk Com- 
pany was presented, which amounted in 
effect to the following: The Grand Trunk 
to run both the North Hastings and Grand 
Junction lines for one year, supplying the 
rolling stock and paying all absolute run- 
ning expenses ; 20 per cent. of tho receipts 
to be handed over to the contractor, who 
in turn was required to keep the roads, 
bridges, fences, ete., in repair during the 
time. An agreement to this effect received 
the consent of both the board and Mr. 
Bickford ; the former were willing to accept 
the offer at once, but the latter, the time 
for the completion of the work not having 
yet expired, demurred, being willing to hand 
over the Grand Junction under these con- 
ditions, but wanting better terms for the 
North Hastings line. The Solicitor of the 
Grand Trunk, who represented that corpo- 
ration before the meeting, stated positively 
that they would under no consideration 
accept one line without the other. So the 
matter stands at present, although it is 
yenerally believed by those best qualified 
to form an opinion, that Mr. Bickford will 
ultimately see it to the interest of all con- 
cerned to accept the proposition made.” 

The fact that a number of the Grand 
Trunk officiala were yesterday and to-day 
out on the Grand Junction inspecting tho 
road, gives color to the supposition that an 
arrangoment oither has been or is about to 
bo completed for tho oporation of tho road.

Bloody Memories of Afghanistan. 


How 16,000 BRITISH AND NATIVE TROOPS 
WERE BUTCHERED IN 1841. 

This Cabul massacre will recall to many 
of ourreaders tho massacro of 1841, whieh 
was ono of the saddest episodes in the his- 
tory of English power in tho East. It 
broke out in November 2nd of that yoar, 
when a considerable British force, under 
Goneral Elphinstone, wasin Cabul. Sir 
Alexander Barnes, who occupied much the 
same diplomatic position as that lately held 
by Major Cayagnari, was murdered. Tho 
English troops were attacked in their can- 
tonments, and so indefensible were they, 
and so badly wero the troops handled, that 
they wore compelled to abandon the forts 
in which all their commissariat was held. 
Sic William McNaughten was treacherous- 
ly murdered while engaged in a friondly 
conference with Akbar Khan; then came 
negotiations which resulted in the signing 
of a troaty by which the English were to 
rotire [rom Afghanistan without being mur- 
dered, We give the remainder of the 
terrible story, which was probably the great- 
eat disaster that ever befell the British, as 
it is told by Justin McCarthy in his History 
of Our Own Times: 


The withdrawal from Cabul began. It 
was the heart of a cruel winter, Tho Eng- 
lish had to make their way through the 
awfal pass of Koord Cabul. This stupen- 
dous gorge runs for some five miles be- 
tween mountain ranges 80 narrow, lofty 
and grim, that in the winter season the 
rays of the sun can hardly pierce its dark- 
ness even at the noontide. Down the cen- 
tre dashed aprecipitous mountain torrent 
so fiercely, that the stern frost of that ter- 
rible time could not stay its course. The 
snow lay in masses on the ground ; the 
rocks and stones that raised their heads 
aboye the snow, in the way of the unfortu- 
nate travellers, were slippery with frost.

Soon the white snow began to be stained 
and splashed with blood.—Fearful as this 
Koord Cabul Pass was, it was only a de- 
gree worse than the road which for two 
whole days the English had to traverse to 
reach it. The army which set out from 
Cabul numbered more than four thousand 
fighting men-of whom Europeans, it should 
be said, formed but a small proportion— 
and some twelve thousand camp followers 
ofall kinds. There were also many wo- 
men and children. Lady McNaughten, 
widow of the murdered envoy ; Lady Sale, 
whose gallant husband was holding Jellala- 
bad, at the near end of the Khyber Pass, 
toward the Indian frontier; Mra. Sturt,her 
daughter, soon to be widowed by the death 
of her young husband; Mrs. Trevor and 
her seyen children, and many other pitable 
fugitives. The winter journey would have 
been cruel and dangerous enough in times 
of peace; but this journey had to be ac- 
complished in the midst of something far 
worse than common war. 
of tiie rock, tne wiiappy trowa couiubeu 
and heterogeneous fugitives were beset by 
bands of savage fanatics, i 
long guns and long knives were murdering 
all they could reach. It was all the way a 
confused constant battle against a guerilla 
enemy of the most furious and merciless 
temper, who were perfectly familiar with 
the ground, and could rush forward and 
retire exactly as suited their tactics. Tho 
English soldiers, weary, weak, and crippled 
by frost, could make but a poor tight 
against the Afghans. “Tt was no longer,” 
says Sir J. W. Kaye, “‘a retreating army ; 
it wasa rabble in chaotic fight.” Men, 
women and children, horses, ponies,camela, 
the wounded, the dying, the dead, all 
crowded together in almost inextricable 
confusion among the snow and amid the re- 
Jentless enemies. ‘Tho massacre’ — to 
quote again from Sir J. W. Kaye, “was 
fearful in the Koord Cabul Pass. Three 
thousand men are said to have fallen under 
the fire of the enemy, or to have dropped 
down paralyzed and exhausted to be slaugh- 
tered by the Afghan knives. And amidst 
these fearful scenes of carnage, through a 
shower of matchlock balls, rode English 
ladies on horseback or in camel-panniers, 
sometimes vainly endeavoring to keep their 
children beneath their eyes, and losing 
them in the confusion and bewilderment of 
the desolating march.” 
Was it for this, then, that our troops had 
been induced to capitulate? Was this the 
safe-conduct which the Afghan chiefs had 
romised in return for their accepting the 
ignominious conditions imposed on them ! 
Some of the chiefs did exert themselves to 
the utmost to protect the unfortunate Eng- 
lish. It is not certain what the real wish 
of Akbar Khan may have been. He pro- 
tested that he had no power to restrain the 
hordes of fanatical Ghilzyes whose own 
immediate chiefs had not authority enough 
to keep them from murdering the English 
whenever they got a chance. The force of 
some few hundred horsomen whom Akbar 
Khan had with him were utterly incapable 
he declared, of maintaining order among 
such amass of infuriated and lawless sav- 
ages, Akbar Khan constantly appeared on 
the scone during this journey of terror. At 
every opening oF break of the long strag- 
gling flight he and his little band of folow- 
ers showed themselves on the horizon ; try- 
ing still to protect the English from utter 
ruin, as he declared ; come to gloat over 
their misery andto seo that it was surel; 
accomplished, some of the unhappy Englial 
were ready to believe. Yet his presence 
was somothing that soomed to give a hope 
of protection. Akbar Khan at length 
startled the English by o proposal that tho 
women and children who were with the 
army should be handed over to his cnatody 
to be conveyed by him in safety to F esha- 
wur, Thore was nothing etter to be done. 
Tho only modification of his roquest,or fan 
mand, that could be obtained was that the 
husbands of the married Indies should ac- 
company thoir wives, With this agrooment 
the women and children were handed Ore 
to the caro of this droaded onomy, and tas y 
McNaughton had to undergo the agony of & 
personal interview with the man whono own 
Frand had killed hor husband.

But in any caso it was tho 
bost thing that could be done, Not one of | 
the women and childron could have lived 
through tho horrors of the journey which 
lay before the remnant of what had once 
been a British forcv. The march was re- 
sumed ; new horrors set in; new heaps of 
corpses stained the snow ; and then Akbar 
Khan presented himself with a fresh propo- 
sition. In tho treaty mado at Cabal Be 
tweon the English authorities and the Af- 
ghan chiefs. thero was an article which 
stipulated that ‘the English force at Jel- 
lalabad shall march for Poshawur beforo 
the Cabul army arrives, and shall not delay 
on the road.” Akbar Khan was especial 

anxious to get rid of the little army at Tel- 
lalabad, at the near ond of the Khyber) 
Pass. He desired above all things that it 
should be on the march home to India; 
either that it might bo out of his way, or 
that he might have a chance of destroy- 
ing it on its way. It was in a great mea- 
sure asa security for its moving that he 
desired to have the women and children 
under hiscare, Itisnot likely that ho 
meant any harm to the women and chil- 
dren ; it must be remembered that his 
fdtherand many of the women of his 


family were under the control of the 
British Government as prisoners in Hin- 
dostan. But he fancied that if “ho had 
the English women in his hands the army 
at Jellalabad could not refuse to obey the 
condition set downin the article of the 
troaty. Now that he had the women in 
his power, however, he demanded other 
guarantees with openly the acknowledged 
ur of keeping these latter until Jel- 
labad should have been evacuated. He 
demanded that General Elphinstone, the 
commander, with his second in command, 
and also one other officer, should hand 
thomselves over to him as hostages. He 
promised if this were done to exert him- 
self more than before to restrain the fana- 
tical tribes, and also to provide the army 
in the Koord Cabul Pass with provisions. 
There was nothing for it but to submit; 
and the English general himself became, 
with the women and children, a captive in 
the hands of the inexorable enemy. 

Then the march of the army, without ao 
general, went on again, Soon it became 
the story of a general without an army ; 
before very long there was neither general 
nor army. It is idle to lengthen a tale of 
more horror. The straggling remnant of 
anarmy entered the Jugdulluk Pass, a 
dark, steep, narrow, ascending path be- 
tween crags. The miserable toilers found 
that the fanatical, inplacable tribes had 
barricaded the pass. All was over. Tho 
army of Cabul was finally extinguished in 
that barricaded pass. It wasa trap; the 
British were taken in it. A few more 
fugitives escaped from the scene of actual 
slaughter, and were on the road to Jellala- 
bad, where Sale and his little army were 
holding their own. When they were 
within sixteen miles of Jellalabad the 
number was reduced to six. Of these six 
tive were killed by straggling marauders on 
the way. One man alone reached Jellala- 
bad to tell the tale. Literally one man, 
Dr. Brydon, came to Jellalabad out of a 
moving host, which had numbered in all 
some sixteen thousand when it set out on 
its march. The curious eye will search

prevent the sawdust and dobris from lodging 
in the eastern harbor, thereby making that 
navigable up to the new ferry slip, also 
that a deop channel two cuts wide be 
made in the west harbor from the mouth of 
tho river leading into the bay, so that in the 
spring tho surplus water would rush out 
through said channel carrying all debris far 
out into the bay,relioving the harbor entirely 
free from all obstructions and doing away 
with all further expense for dredging.

ground in autumn may be protected by 
covering the surface of the earth with 
leaves or manure or straw, but plants that 
retain their leaves during winter will not 
bear this kind of protection. A fow ever- 
green boughs thrown over the bed, a little 
straw between the plants, or some light 
open covering of this kind, ia all they will 
bear without injury. We have seen more 
plants smothered and rotted by heavy cov- 
ering than saved, 


Makino Lawys.—If you want a Jawn, 
and the ground is clear, it is best to prepare 
it at once, and sow Kentucky Blue Grass 
with a little White Clover, or Lawn Grass, 
which is simply Blue Grass and White 
Cloyer, with a few other nice grasses, Sow 
aboutthe first of September, and the 
autumn rains will give it a good start, Be- 
fore the winter sets in give the young grass 
a light dressing of manure, and by the first 
of June you will have a good lawn if the 
soil was in fair condition: In preparing 
soil for a lawn see that the surface is light, 
for it is hard to make young grass come up 
in a hard soil that will bake on the surface, 
After the grass once gets started there will 
be no trouble, If the soil is stiff and like- 
ly to bake, after sowing the seed and rak- 
ing it in, cover the surface with about an 
inch of manure, and let it remain until the 
grass is well up, then rake off a little of the 
coarsest. 


Prantina Bens or Burss,—Those who 
desire a show of whatis known as Holland 
Bulbs in the spring must secure the bulbs 
and plant in the autumn. Thousands, 
when they see a fine display of Hyacinths 
and Tulips in the gardens of their neighbors 
in the early spring, resolve to have, at least 
a fow next year; but the matteris forgotten 
until the spring’s flowers remind them of 
their neglect. 


Any garden soil will grow bulbs well ; 
but it must be drained, so that water will 
not lie on the surface for any length of 
time, or the bulbs will be likely to rot. 
After planting, and before winter sets in, 
coverthe beds with a good dressing of 
leaves—say five or six inches, or more, Ov- 
er these throw a little brush, or earth or 
manure, to prevent blowing off. If the 
leaves cannot be obfained readily, coarse 
manure will answer. In the spring, rake 
off the covering, taking off about half at 
first, and then waiting a week before re- 
moving the remainder, Nothing more is 
required except to destroy the weeds, 

Asa general rule, beds should be made 

so narrow that the weeds can be destroyed 
and the ground kept mellow without walk- 
ing among the plants. Any breaking or 
wounding of the leaves causes injury to 
the bulb, but the flowers can be cut at 
pleasure, and all should be removed as soon 
as they fade. Nothing makes a prettier 
bed than the Hyacinth, and nothing so 
brilliant as the Talip. 
_ Abed or border of Crocuses is very gay 
in the very early spring just as the snow 
melts, and isa gracious reminder of the 
coming season of buds and blossoms. The 
little Snow-Drop, too, is desirable on ac- 
count of its earliness and delicacy, and 
either of these set singly or in little groups 
in the grass of the lawn produces a very 
pretty effect,and the flowers are gone before 
the time for mowing,and the plants are not 
seen again until the next spring's flowers 
appear. 

All bulbs with annual roots, which in- 
cludes pretty much all but the Lilies, can 
be taken up,as soon as the leaves ripen and 
brown, and be stowed away without the 
least injury tothe flowers of the next 
season, because the roots will dio if the 
bulbs are permitted to remain in the ground. 
After taking them up, allow them to re- 
main in the shade for a few days. Then re- 
move the tops, rootsand rough skin, and 

ut them away in paper bags, properly la- 

ed, in acool place in the house until 
planting time in the autumn. If the beds 
are needed for other plants, so as to have 
acontinuous show of flowers, the plaats 
can be set when young between the row of 
bulbs, and before the space is needed by 
the new crop the bulbs will have ripened 
their leaves, and will receive no injury from 
the new occupants, and the old bulbs can 
remain in the ground. They may however 
be removed as soon as flowering is oyer and 
replanted in some cornor of the garden, 
there to remain until ripe, or until time for 
planting in the beds again in autumn. 

Beps or Harpy Pxants.—All hardy 
plants, the Ponies, Hollyhocks, Delph- 
iniums, Perennial Phlox, Day Lily, Dicen- 
tra, and plants of a similar character, in- 
deed, all that will endure our winters, 
should be planted in the autumn, if pos- 
siblo, as they thus got a good start in tho 
Spring. 

Srxps Best Sown in toe AvtumN.— 
Most peoplo have observed, no doubt, that 
self-sown seed, that is, seeds that havo 
dropped from the growing plants of the 
Previous season, sometimes produce the 
strongest and most healthy plants that 
bloom the most freely. Thin is true of 
several kinds, and particularly of those 
that suffer under exposure to our midsum- 
mersun. Tho reason is, that self-sown 
seeds got avery healthy growth in tho 
Spring, vogetating as soon as frost is gone 
and aro good-sized plants at the timo we 
usually put seed in the ground, oven if 
they do not startin the fall. Thus they 
mature tho flower during the cool weather 
of spring. Tho Olarkias and Nomophilas 
and Annual Larkspurs are noted examples 
There aro alao soveral variotion of Hardy 
Annuals that do well with spring wowing 
that will boar autamn sowing in tho

To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 

Sim,--In order to strongthen the hands of 
the many friends of the National Policy, it 
should be supplemented by a National Cur- 
rency.

Then againthey have the power, through 
thoir bank associations, to inflaty or contract 
the currency. As soon as contraction takes 
place ‘‘the times are out of joint,” the pur- 
chasing power of money {s increased, and the 
prices of all products are lessened ; hard times 
Gre upon us; trade and commerce are stage 
nated ; wages at starvation prices; strikes 
are imminent; and discontent wide spreadin 
all directions. 

We have tried tho gold basis systom. Wo 
have cherished this delusion long enough. It 
has paid us in periodical panics and the ruin 
of trade, Itis the eame schome that obtains 
in the old world, which has led to monstrous 
richos for the few and monstrous poverty for 
thomany. Let us have the National Cor- 
rency. It will rid us of Shylocks ond un- 
limited interest. A continuance of our pre- 
rent monetary system will oventually shake 
the foundations of Government, dwarf the 
apirit of liberality and equality of our people, 
and this vampire is allowed to suck tho lifo 
blood out of the very heart of our young Do- 
minion, We ask our servants in Parliament 
to give us this groat boon, It is not a joking 
quostion nor ono of party politics, but a neces- 
sity for the country. This monoy question is 
tho “‘ irrepressible conflict” for Canada, and 
will bo fought inoh by inch until justice bo 
dono in the matter, Let ave Ono Currency 
for all, adequate for all, issued for all, for the 
benefit of all, and to which all property and 
every human being protected by our Govern 
ment aro liable, 

Enemies of the measure may sneer at Dr, 
Orton, Mr. Wallace, or Mr, Rykert; no mat, 
tor; those gentlemen desorve well of thoir 
country for mooting the question; they wil] 
soon be backed by the good men of all shades 
of politics.

An Unwilling Witness. 


The Ottawa Free Press is ono of the 
most rabid Reform journals in the Do- 
minion, It pours contempt on overy pos- 
sible occasion upon the National Policy 
and its projectors. Yet this is what it has 
tosdy abont the lumber interest, one of 
the most important of Canada’s in instries : 

** Among the interests which are experi- 
encing a very decided revival—and that 
wholly irrespective of the operations of the 
N. P.—is the one in which this city and 
the Ottawa Valley are most deeply concern- 
ed, Weallude to the lumber interest. 
For years some of our largest mills have 
been lying idle ; others haye been working 
short time. and up to quite a recent period 
it seemed doubtful whether some of the 
latter would not close down. Now we 
learn that the prospect has not only become 
more promising, but the cheering informa- 
tion is vouchsafed that mills which have 
been idle, and which have been on tho 
market for yeura withont Gnding purchasers, 
are likely to bo again in motion, More, 
that Ottawa is likely fo become more im- 
portant as a lomber manufacturing centro 
than it haa ever been—thanks to the Eng- 
lish buyers having awoke to the inconveni- 
ence and cost of importing square timber 
when the manufactured article can be sent 
to them in quantities as required at all sea- 
sons, and the services of middlemen in this 
rountry and in England entirely dispensed 
with. From what we learn, the mills now 
lying idle will shortly be employed in turn- 
ing out dimension lumber for direct ship- 
ment to England. This will be advantage- 
ous net only to the importer but to the 
lumberers, for not only will the preposter- 
ous cove dues of Quebec be permanently 
got rid of, but the bank interests which 
have exhausted many fortunes will disap- 
pear from the lumberers’ calculations. Oae 
of our most successful lumber kings whose 
mills have been shut down for the past two 
years is now advertising for fifty thousand

A Mission from the Ameer to Lord 
Lytton. 


Lonpon, Sept. 23.—A despatch from 
Sinks tes that a special miesion from the 
Ameer is pow on its way tothe Indian 
frontier to seek an interview with Lord 
Lytton. Tho object of this moyement is 
bulioved to be to induce the latter to aban- 
don the advanceon Cabul. In view of

The 
eoling among the English troops is stronly 
ayainst granting any concession of the kind 
which will probably be demanded by the 
Ameer. 


The Merv Expedition, 


Defeat of Russia's Advanced Col- 
umn by Turcomans. 


Sr. Perenssore, Sopt. 23 —An official 
telegram from Guneral Lomakin, command- 
ing the Russian expedition in Central Asia, 
states that the advanced detachment of the 
expedition against the Tokko Torcomans 
assed Hopet Dagh on tho 4th instant at 
ashi and Beurma, No Turcomans were 
encountered, Only fifty Kibitkas remained 
at Artchman, the rest of the population 
having decamped. The Russian vanguard 
passed the night at Gurun, the main body 
romaining at Artchman, It is rumored the 
‘Tokkes aro assembling at Geok Tepe to 
resist the advance of the expedition.

The facta appear to be these 
After the Orange procession on the 23rd of 
July last a few extemporary speeches were 
delivered in tho Skating Rink Mr. Grant, 
D. M. of Montreal, was one of the orators,and 
during the course of his remarks he apimad- 
verted to the fast that the Urengo Order had 
been used asa political machine by certain 
Tory politicians to advarce their own persoval 
intereats. An might be expected this was 
brought before the notice of the Grand Lodge 
a short time afterwards, and during tho debate 
which ensued nomerous strictures on Mr. 
Grant for his indiscrotion ia publicly making 
such an assertion were indulgedin. A rey- 
erend gentloman, a pastor of a covgregation 
belouging to a large Protestaot denomin: 
in Ontario, rose ia his place as a delegal 
in addition to maintaining the truthfulness of 
Mr, Grant’- statements, said that in the Pro- 
vince of Ontario particularly the Orange Order 
had been used as a foot ball bythe Conserva- 
tivo party, and that in cons jaence of their 
society’s principles and objects beiny subo: ned 
in the interest of a political party, a large 
number of respectable people had been drivon 
from its ranks, and public sympathy ina large 
measure Withdrawn. The lodge adjouroed 
tor a short recess, and after the delegates had 
returned, but before regular proceedings had 
recommenced, an informal discussion turned 
upon the debate above roferred to. Mr. Jno. 
White, M. P for East Hastings, entered the 
room, and seeing the reverend gentleman 
there went up to where he was standing and 
with upraised fist struck him a severe blow ia 
the face, alleging #8 an excuse for this out- 
ragovua conduct that be believed the remarks 
inths morsing by him (tbe clergyman) were 
intended to refer t himself. The watter was 
brought before the lodgo in session, and on 
throaty being mado that it would be taken 
into tho Police Court Mr. White npologised 
for his conduct. ‘Ihe namo of the reverend 
gentleman, whoso sacred profession and cloth 
should have beon bis protection from such a 
cowardly assault, 1s withheld out of considera 
tion for himself and the congregation oyor

I had made up my mind not to notice 
tho paragraph above quoted ; butss, since 
its publication in the Globe, many of the 
lending journals in the Dominion have ro- 
printed it, [deem it my duty in self-defence 
to make an explanation.

G. S. White,of Lough- 
boro, althongh uot objecting to the report 
of the committes, said that he had opposed 
the verdict of tho Grand Lodge of Ontario 
East, and that conseqnently that body had 
nut decided unanimously on the coursd to 
be pursued, The statement was contradict- 
ed by several brethren who were present, 
Finally the report was adopted, und the 
atter, as I thought, euded.” During the 
debate I uttered not one unkind word 
Against my rev. brother,nor did I make the 
slightest allusion to political matters, 


The Grand Lodge adjourned at 6 o'clock 
in the evening, and as i was leaving the 
hall, Rev. Bro. White complained to mo 
that he had been insulted by a brother in 
tho room, and said that he never spoke in 
Grand Lodge, but he was insulted. I said 
to Rev. Bro. White, ‘I have nothing to 
do with the matter. I have not attacked 
you. Go and speak to the party who has 
done so." He replied, *No, you have 
nothing to do with anything, for you are a 
whiskey tub.” My answer to this wos, 
“T have one consolation, and that is I kvow 
when to drink and when to leave it alone ; 
but, if report speaks truly, when you were 
in the habit of drinking you madé a beast 
of yourself.””. At this moment one of the 
brethren interested inthe appeal case re- 
ferred to camo forward, aud in conversa- 
tion with him T advised. him to go home, 
forget what had passed, and shake hands 
with the other party to the dispute. He 
replied in a rather uogenerous manner,and 
threatened a deal summarily with his 
opponent. ‘To my great surprise and pain 
the Rev. Bro, White, who wa still ae 
sent, sail he would not blame the previous 
speaker if ho carried his threat into exe- 
cation. 1 remonstrated with my rev, 
brother, and said, “‘Iam astonished that 
you as 4 winister of the gospel should use 
such language, You should teach charity 
and goodwill hetweeo man and man,” His 
reply was; “You talk charity and good- 
will; you are a whiskey barrel, a liar and 
a scoundrel.” I confess that when Rey. 
Bro. White hurled these epithets at me my 
temper uvercame me; and I raised my 
hand and struck him, At the very next 
session, on Wednesday morning, I apolo- 

ized both to the Grand Lodge and to Bro. 
White. Mutual explanations followed, and 
wo shook hands. That I was hasty in rais- 
ing my hand J most confess ; but that the 
assault was cowardly and unprovoked I 
emphatically deny. Surely the provoca- 
tion given justities in a measure the course 
1 pursued. Rev, Bro, White did not at- 
tend any session of the Grand Lodge after 
that of Wednesday morning. On Wednes- 
day afternoon the members of the Grand 
Lodge took part in the demonstration of 
the Orangemen of the Ottawa Valley, and 
after the parade adjourned to the skating 
rink, where speeches were made by promi- 
nent brethren, amongst others by Bro.

The State of Trade, 


‘Tho Montreal MVitness says in its commer- 
cial reviow of the week :—‘‘ Tho wholesalo 
trado hason the wholo been moro active 
during tho past week than was anticipated, 
In one or two branches, particularly dry 
goods, there aro not wanting complaints, 
though some merchants even in this line 
report a very decided improvement. The 
iron and hardware trade report an improve- 
mont both in prices and in the volume of 
business accomplished. In boots and shoes, 
as during the whole season, a fair business 
has been done, and stocks are satisfactorily 
low. Business in tho latter trade has been 
steady and satisfactory, and prices havo ad~ 
vanced somewhat. In no branch has the 
improvement been so manifest, however, as 
in the grocery trade. Business continues 
active and prices are advancing. The ad- 
vance or stiffening in prices is the very 
prominentand prevailing feature throuzh- 


out trade, 1t is to be hoped that the value 
of labor will increase proportionately, or 


harder times are yet in store for a very 
large class. We have no evidence yet of 


any such advance, though a prospect of in- 
Jebor isnot wanting 
and one or two other pointé hightyintere 
ed in the lumbering trade, which has almost 
been extinguished for some years, comos 
the welcome news that that branch shows 


some evidence of a reviyal. This is no 


pointed out by our Grit friends as about to 
be wiped out of existence by the change in 
tho tariff; but how far they were astray 
the facta which we quote below will con- 
yincingly demonstrate, Truo,the carrying 
trade bas been dull the world over, as the 
groatly lessenod amount of tonnage turned 
out of British shipyards during the presont 
season shows ; but in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces, Which are the principal seat of this 
industry in Canada, trade seems of late to 
have reviyed to a wonderful extent.

THR MURDERER AND HIS VICTIM, 


Three young men named De Coursier, the 
oldest twenty-four years of age, have lived at 
Lambton’ Mills for many years, in fact thoy 
were born there, and have beon residents of 


neighbors, They left a little pro ty, which 
* been a bone of contention with the boys 
ever sinee the death of the old folke. It is 
not known fally what originated the quarrel, 
but our reporter learned that the inevitable 
Woman wae in the caso, — It rs that Ed- 
ward De Coursier, the murdered nian, seduced 
& young woman about two years ago, and the 
fact jing known to’ the girl's fathor, an 
action for damages was threatened. Edward, 
when the resolution of tho girl’s father be- 
SaPerrh him, — wn Se Rob. 
ort. 24 yoars,-who was ith him 
in the manufacture of soda plo enorp peo 
and asked him, in case ho should be sued, to 
swear that ho (Edward) had no interest in the 
property. Robert refused to comply with this 
request, and a coldness grow up between them. 
In the summer of 1878, Robert, who was a 
member of the Governor-General’s body guard, 
went off to put in his annual drill, instracting 
his brother, before he left, to engage a man to

Fail Oare of Stock. 


Woe aro now approaching a season of the 
yoar when atock of all kinds neoda oxtra | 
watchfalnoss’ and oare on tho part of the 
owner or keoper. The middlo of the days 
are often intensely hot, and tho nights a4 
disagreeably cool and chilly, The human 
family begin to think of a firo in the sitting 
room, and the mombora hoyer around it 
with an eagerness which tolls not only 
how.agreeable it is, but how necessary tor 
comfort and health. This ought to romind 
the dairyman that all animal life bogins to 
feol the chill of approaching wintor ; and if | 
ho will wafoh his stook,ho will seo evidence | 
ofthe fact in their oleyated backs and | 
shivering sides, and in the caro with which 
thoy soele’sheltered places at nightfall, and 
whon cold rains beat upon them, They feel 
nervous, sensitive, and irritable, and crave 
hoat-producing food. ‘Those indications of 
nature ought to be heoded and acted upon 
—for not only isa merciful man merciful 
to his beast, but a sensible man soos econ- 
omy and an addition to the contents of his 
pookets in the good care and comfort of his 
animals, 

Every intelligent and thrifty dairyman 
will see that his cows are provided with a 
good shelter from the storma that provail 
at this season of tho year, and from tho 
chill night airand frosts which out vegetable 
life to the quick, and penetrate even to the 
marrow of the animal creation. Tho sudden 
changes of tomperaturo aro felt even moro 
than tho steady cold of wintor, and, unless 
cows are properly sholtored, the decrease in 
the flow of milk will be rapid and often sud- 
den. This alternate heating and chilling 
tells on'the animal constitution, and should 
be carefully guarded against, if fall-made 
butter or cheese is any object. Cows should 
be kept comfortable aud contented at all 
timos, but they can be neither exposed to 
all the blasts, and storms, and changes of 
temperature always experienced in the 
fall months. 

And not only shelter and warmth should 
be considered; but an additional supply of 
food should be provided. Some dairymen 
find it a paying investment to feed a little 
meal every day inthe year, just as some 
farmers find that it pays to give a few oats 
to horses running in the pasture. This extra 
feed keeps up the strength and vitality, and 
by that Sui adds tothe product of the 
cowat the pail, in both quantity and quality, 
But at this season of the year thereis extra, 
if not imporativo, need of some food heart- 
ier than frost-bitten grass, however plenti- 
ful it may be, It is an oxcllent practice to 
put cowsin the stable at night and give 
them well-cured cornstalks or and a 
lick of meal or shorts will not only be relish- 
ed, but ‘stick totho ribs,” and make the 
cow feel comfortable and strong to do her 
day’s foraging in the field, Does any one 
doubt that this will add to her usefulness?

It will not only pay the current cost of the 
extra investment, but tell on the lessened 
cost of the winter's keep, and show in the 
better condition of the cow next spring ; for 
no animal that goes into the stable poor in 
the beginning of winter ia likely to come 
out fat in the spring on the ordinary fare of 
the cow; but if she begins in good condition, 
it will not be difficult to make her ‘* hold 
her own.” Good fall care and feed, with 
gonerous winter fare, tell on the next se: 
son’s yield, and we think no dairyman is 
we so much discouraged as not to desire to 

ave hia cows as productive as possible in 
the future. 

Now, too, isa good time to weed out the 
dairy. Put your ppumicieinss apples, poor 
corn, and such stuff into your poorest milk- 
ing animals, and make .them fit to hand 
over to the butcher, Much more profit will 
be found in this thanin wintering them 
through, with dairy products at the figures 
which are likely to rule for some time to 
come. It will pay to keep only the best, 
and to keep them well. The profits in 
dairying depend not only on economy in 
management, and the production of lirst- 
class goods, butin keeping only such ani- 
mals as have the capacity of giving a paying 
roturn for tho invoatmont of money,.caro, 
and feed put into them.—American Dairy- 
man,

Very beautiful in early morning is the 
green scattered “‘bush’’ of Australia, A 
thousand beauties may be freshly discoyer- 
od, as it were, at every fresh mile of travel. 
In one spot, grand, crooked old loaves lean 
carossingly over some tortuous and glisten- 
ing creek, or stand sentinel over their own 
reflections in the placid water, Early 
birds call to cach other from scented gold- 
en wattles, or wash themselves in the 
shadow of the old gum: trees upon the edge 
of thocreek. Ifit isthe season for tho 
stately magpie, he uttera those delicious 
gurglos of music, that cannot be coinpared 
with the notes of any other bird in the 
wide world, or stalks proudly over the 
grassy slopes, asif he really believed he 
and his wore “monarchs of all they sur- 
veyed.” 

Later in the day, too, when the thermo- 
meter stands no higher than 103 or 104 or 
50, one may yet enjoy a ride through the 
glades of our castern forest. The screams 
of the cockatoos are discordant, no doubt, 
but how enjoyable it is to catch « glimpse 
of them hovering over somo tall treo or 
resting upon a bough, with outspread 
wings, swaying themselves to and fro in 
the very enjoyment of pure life. 
crows are nasty things, too, and sngcestive 
to come in contact with ; nevertheless, their 
feathera are 6o glossy and black, and the 
clear blue sky, unilecked by a single cloud, 
throws their wings out into such bold re- 
lief above the green tree-tops, that one 
cannot but try to forget their disagreeable 
habits, and admire thom asa part of a very 
Australian bush scene, 


Well, l cannot be sure that you will ex- 
actly know what I am driving at, but I am 
coming to the point. After assuring you 
that I admire and enjoy the beauty of bush 
sconery as much as any one, when it is 
really admirable and enjoyable, I defy any 
ian living to picture to himself or to en- 
durp a more detestable ordeal than a ride 
through that same beautiful bush scenery 
on the sort of day when my story com- 
mences, Overa long, broad,trecless plain, 
we will say,with the sun burning up every 
blade of grass dry and brown, and pouring

The Pedestrian Contest. 


Tho six days’ go-as-you-please pedestrian 
match at Now York has terminated, as did 
a former struggle of similar duration for 
tho Astley belt at the same place, in a vio- 
tory for Charles Rowell, the English pedes- 
trian, Morritt, a native American, was 
second, and Hazael, an Englishman, was 
third. This class of. pedestrian contests 
originated a fow years ago, when the noted 
walkers Weston of New York, and O'Leary 
of Chicago, crossed the ocean and defeated 
tho best men that England could produce 
in twenty-four, thirty hour, and other long- 
distance matches. This supremacy did not 
endure very long, for Peter Crossland, 
Goo. Parry, Rowell, Brown, Corkey, and 
other English peds, after being properly 
trained, were soon able to hold their own 
with tho famous Americans. The subject 
attracted a great deal of public attention 
in England, as it was felt that, somehow 
or other, the national honor was comprom- 
ised by the superiority of the pedestrians 
from the other side of the Atlantic. So 
Sir John Astley, a wealthy English baronet 
of sporting proclivities, offered as a prize a 
silver belt, of the value of £100 sterling, 
which was to be the emblem of the cham-" 
pionship in a six days’ contest, walking or 
running, as the contestants might elect. 
Tho object of the worthy baronct seems to 
have been to institute a thoroughly ex- 
hauative comparison between the physical 
abilities of his countrynien and those of the 
American athletes, and so far perhaps his 
desire was commendable, But now that it 
has beon learned by experience what theso 
six-day matches really are—that thoy aro 
in reality exhibitions of brutality, the strain 
being too great for men to be called upon 

to bear without some groat purpose to serve 
—which there certainly is not in these af- 
fairs, the uses of which have gone, it hay- 
ing been domonstrated what distance mon 
really can do within the prescribed time— 
the time has come when they ought not 
longer to engage public attention. Take 
tho contest just closed for example, what 
could be more bratal than to witness the 
wearyand painful strugglings of most of 
the contestants, in thoir efforts to save 
their stake money and win a share of tho 
proceeds of the exhibition? Some were 
half crazy with fatiguo, othors fainted 
on the track; some limped along with 
wore fect and strained ankles—and yot 
others were forced by their medical attend- 
ants to withdraw ; whilst tho remaining 
fow who struggled tothe end were, with 
scarcely an exception, objects tit only for 
pity when their herculcan task was ended, 
Wo hope that in this matter the good senso 
of the public will assort itself, the practi- 
cal manifestations of which change of 
opinion will be the refusal of the people to 
attond such performances. Then they will 
come to afitting end, and the blacklegs 
and gamblers who now make large sums 
of money by means of betting will have 
one source of income the leas; but we al- 
niost despair of such a result so long as, by 
pitting Englishmen against Americans, an 
“international” character can be imported 
to these foolish exhibitions; but in spite 
of this the folly may wear itself out after a 
whilo, when the public come to believe, 
what is the fact, that such exhibitions are 
almost on a par with prize fighting in point 
of brutality.

Lonpox, Sept. 29,—The following has 
been received from St, Petersburg giving 
the Ruasian account of tho battle at Geok 
Tepe between the Russian expeditionary 
forces and the Tekke Turcomans ; —Intel- 
ligonce has been received from Bourma 
that during tho reconnaissance uear Geok 
Tope on 28th August the Russians encoun- 
tered large masses of Tekke Turcomaus 
strongly entrenched, who made a desperate 
resistance, The Russians for six hours 
cannonaded the position occupied by 30,000 
Tekke Turcomans.. In the evening the 
Russians obtained possession of the outer 
entrenchments, and at night the enemy 
fled, losing soveral thousands. Tho Rus- 
siana lost 7 olticers, 187 soldiors killed, 16 
officers and 234 soldiers wounded,

Buckwheat Harvesting. 


Buckwheat requires poculiar treatment in 
tho harvesting, and those who are not Aac- 
quainted with it are apt to make mist akoa. 
Tt should bo cut bofore it ia fully matured, 
and its habit of throwing out blossoms at 
the top until killod by frost is apt to mis- 
lead. When frost is oxpected the crop 
should be cut, and many immature grains 
will become perfect in the few days daring 
whioh it is drying in the tield. Whenever 
the lower branches aro woll loaded with 
ripo grains it may be out, This should be 
done with tho cradlo, and while the stalks 
are damp with dew or moist after a shower. 
The grains are loosely attached to their 
stalks and are oasily shaken off in the cut- 
ting or raking unless those aro carofully 
done. After tho swaths have lain for a few 
days for the grains to ripon, the buckwheat 
is raked up into bunches, and those are set 
up in gravels or loose stocks, without being 
bound, tho tops being gathered together as 
much as possible, In this condition the 
crop remains untilitis throshed, As it 
hoats vory rapidly it should never be put 
into a stack, nor mowed away in a barn, as 
has boon somotimos dono by inexperionced 
farmers. Whon the buckwheat istsufliciont- 
ly cured and dry and the unripe grains have 
matured it may be threshed by treading out 
with horses, with the flail or the threshing 
machine. Tho first buckwheat flourin the 
market brings the best price, and it is not 
unusual for the price to fall one-half in a 
fow daya after tie first demand for new 
tour has been met. It is a crop to dispose of 
as soon as possible, at least as regards that 
portion intended for sale. When taken to 
the mill for grinding u dry, windy day 
should be chosen, as tho best quality of 
flour cari bo made only in such weather ; 
indeed, few millors will grind this grain,un- 
leas obliged to do so, in any other weather 
than that described,—Vermont Record and 
Farmer,

to this at once if it is not already done, 

Driitixo Wuear,—Tho drilling of fall 
wheat has now come to be the almost uni- 
versal practice, This for several reasons, 
the principal ones are :—The seed is de- 
posited in straight lines and at an uniform 
depth as required. 


Wuear.—Wheat requires, first, a well 
drained soil; second, a soil that is com- 
past ; third, a soil not liable to heave ; tifth, 
soil not liable to be alternately strongly 
heated and cooled ; fifth, cool, equable 
weather during the growing season,— 
Prairie Farmer. 

Bary Orcrars.—We do not approve, 
says the Kansas Farmer, of the advice to 
have a manure cellar under the barn, A 
worse arrangement for the health of atock 
could not be dovised. Keep tho stables 
scrupulously clean and pile the manure in 
a flat heap on the outside. Keep it wot 
and it will rot’ finely. 


Pear Butout,—Whoere the fire blight 
attacks the pear tree the best practice is to 
cut away at once and burn the diseased 
branches. ‘The new growth which follows 
this seldom has the diacase in the following 
years. Wo have known of orchards that 
have been very badly served by the fire 
blight, nothing, indeed, boing left but bare 
stumps, which are now as perfect as any 
trees can be.—Gardener's Monthly.
